Numerous  alterations  in  store-prices  for  medicines  have 
been  made  this  month,  and  are  noted  on  p.  244.

Our  obituary  column  is  heavy,  and  includes,  amongst 
others,  the  names  of  Mr.  F.  Senior,  of  Sydney,  N.S.W.,  and 
Mr.  John  Bland,  an  Islington  pharmacist  (p.  267). 

Mr.  Justice  Stirling  has  granted  an  interim  injunction 
restraining  Messrs.  Hertz  &  Collingwood  from  selling  as  Franz 
Josef  water  any  water  not  supplied  by  Mr.  F.  Hirschler 
(p.  265). 

Our  Paris  Correspondent  sends  an  interesting  letter  this 
week,  amongst  the  items  being  one  to  the  effect  that  a 
consumption  cure  has  been  discovered  which  will  rival  diph- 
theria serum  in  notoriety  (p.  246). 

At  the  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Associations,  which  was  held  at  Bourne- 
mouth last  week,  it  was  resolved  to  continue  to  work,  and  a 
set  of  rules  was  drawn  up  (p.  26  L). 

Mr.  Lewis,  of  Lewis  &  Burrows  (Limited),  has  claimed 
from  the  M.  S.  &  L.  Railway  compensation  in  respect  to  dis- 
turbance of  his  Finchley  Road  business,  and  the  Court  has 
awarded  him  3,970Z ,  or  about  half  of  the  amount  claimed 
(p.  264). 

It  was  stated,  at  a  meeting  of  Dublin  Guardians,  that  the 
drug  contractor  had  been  charging  them  12s  per  gallon  for 
Jeyes'  Fluid,  said  to  cost  4s.  Quotations  for  "a  certain 
drug  "  were  said  to  vary  in  the  tenders  from  Id.  to  10*  per 
drachm  (p.  245). 

Messrs.  Johnson  &  Johnson,  the  plaster  manufacturers, 
claim  that  they  were  the  first  to  use  the  "Touches  the 
Spot "  device  which  the  Homocea  Company  use  as  a  regis- 
tered trade-mark,  and  they  are  endeavouring  to  get  the 
trade-mark  removed  from  the  register  (p.  263). 

Several  correspondents  discuss  points  arising  from  the 
Conference  meeting.  Our  report  of  the  B  P.O.  meeting  last 
week  calls  forth  three  or  four  letters  ;  Messrs.  8  Smith  & 
Co.  tell  something  about  the  British  Medical  Museum's 
conduct  iD  regard  to  medicated  wines ;  and  other  topics 
are  dealt  with  (p.  271). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  met  on  Wednesday,  and  had 
to  face  a  financial  difficulty,  which  was  partly  met  by  the 
sale  of  all  its  Consols.  Mr.  Corder  tried  to  draw  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  the  heavy  failures  in  the  Minor  examina- 
tion. The  Pereira  medal  has  been  awarded  to  Mr.  Harold 
Browne,  who  is  also  appointed  Redwood  research  scholar. 
Mr.  T.  U.  Stamp  (Hampstead)  and  Mr.  George  Center  (Edin- 
burgh) are  the  new  Bell  scholars  (p.  249). 

The  Departmental  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  which 
was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  means  of  preventing 
abuses  of  the  Companies  Acts  has  issued  a  report  in  which 
serious  attention  is  given  to  the  adoption  of  company-regij- 
tration  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  regulations  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  Committee  do  not  think  it  is  within 
their  scope  to  deal  directly  with  this  grievance,  but  the  draft 
Bill  which  they  publish  contains  a  clause  which,  with  a  very 
slight  alteration,  would  remedy  the  evil  (p.  258). 

In  a  short  budget  of  Australian  news  which  we  print 
there  are  several  interesting  items.  The  Sanitas  Company 
are  proceeding  against  a  man  who  is  using  the  word 
"Sanitas"  in  respect  to  a  sand- soap ;  a  doctor  has  sued  a 
chemist  for  professional  fees,  and  has  got  the  money  ;  and  a 
chemist,  who  tendered  to  supply  a  hospital  with  drugs,  has 
tried,  but  failed,  to  persuade  a  Court  that  malt- ex  tract' is  a 
food,  and  that  D.  &  F.  chloroform  is  a  proprietary  article. 
The  Court  considered  Condy's  fluid  and  hazeline  to  oe  in  the 
latter  category  (p.  247).

Oxalic  Acid  for  Salts. 

The  Birmingham  Coroner  (Mr.  O.  Pemberton)  held  an 
inquiry  on  August  1  into  the  death  of  Hannah  Gwilllan  (64), 
who  died  suddenly  at  her  home  in  Benacre  Street.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  deceased,  intending  to  take  a  dose  of  salts, 
had  taken  about  1  oz.  of  oxalic  acid.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  by  misadventure. 

Dr.  Grace's  Medicines. 

The  Bristol  Board  of  Guardians  had  before  them  the 
following  recommendation  of  the  visiting  committee  on 
August  2  : — "  That  the  guardians  should  provide  more  of  the 
medicines  and  drugs  required  for  the  proper  treatment  of  the 
sick  inmates  of  the  workhouse,  and  as  they  feel  that  it  would 
be  an  advantage  to  do  so,  they  recommend  the  guardians  to 
supply  the  surgery  in  the  infirmary  with  all  the  more  expen- 
sive drugs,  as  recommended  generally  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  in  addition  to  those  supplied  to  Dr.  Grace  under 
the  terms  of  his  appointment."  This  matter  was  discussed 
at  great  length,  many  of  the  guardians  being  of  opinion  that 
it  was  desirable  that  the  board  should  supply  the  whole  of 
the  medicines  and  drugs,  as  was  done  in  other  unions.  The 
adoption  of  the  report  having  been  proposed,  Mr.  Levy-Lang- 
field  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the  guardians  should  fit 
up  and  supply  the  surgery  with  all  drugs  and  medicines 
necessary  for  the  inmates  of  the  workhouse,  and  that  Dr. 
Grace  should  be  asked  if  he  would  assent  to  an  allowance  of 
101.  per  annum  from  his  salary  in  consideration  thereof. 
This  was  seconded  and  adopted  by  twenty- six  votes  to  nine. 

Accident  to  a  Wholesale  Chemist's  Wife. 

Mrs.  Thompson,  the  wife  of  Mr.  J.  Thompson,  wholesale 
chemist,  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool,  and  a  lady  friend  were 
being  driven  along  Southport  Promenade,  last  Friday,  in  an 
open  carriage,  when  one  of  the  pair  of  horses  took  fright  at 
a  locomotive  on  the  Cheshire  Lines  Extension  Railway.  The 
coachman  was  thrown  off  the  box,  and  badly  shaken.  Mrs. 
Thompson  got  out  of  the  carriage  safely  as  it  tilted  nearly 
over,  but  the  other  lady  retained  her  seat.  The  horses  bolted 
towards  the  pier,  and  the  pole  of  the  carriage  snapped, 
inflicting  such  injuries  on  the  horses  that  one  died  in  a  few 
minutes,  while  the  other  was  badly  cut.  The  lady  who  re- 
mained in  the  carriage  sustained  a  rather  severe  shock. 

Improper  Treatment. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Hull,  on  July  31,  concerning  the 
death  of  the  fifteen-ruonths-old  daughter  of  Henry  Smith,  a 
fisherman.  The  mother  stated  that  the  child  was  suffering 
from  sickness  and  diarrhoea,  so  she  took  it  to  a  chemist,  who 
prescribed  for  the  child.  Deceased,  however,  became  worse, 
and  Mr.  Clarkson  was  sent  for.  That  gentleman,  however, 
found  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  the  child,  but  ordered 
a  little  brandy  and  water  to  be  given  it.  The  child  died 
soon  after.  Mr.  Clarkson  said  when  he  was  called  in  the 
child  was  dying.  He  had  since  made  a  post-mortem  exami- 
nation. It  was  that  of  a  very  healthy  child,  and  remarkably 
well  nourished.  The  stomach  was  much  inflamed,  the  other 
organs  being  healthy.  He  had  read  the  letter  from  the 
chemist,  Mr.  W.  G.  Forster,  who  stated  that  the  medicine  he 
gave  was  made  up  of  rhubarb,  magnesia,  carbonate  of  soda, 
aniseed  cordial,  and  sugar,  which  his  (the  chemist's)  father 
had  given  to  children  suffering  from  these  complaints.  Mr. 
Clarkson  said  this  was  highly  improper  treatment,  assuming 
that  the  child  was  suffering  from  diarrhcea  and  sickness.  It 
would  act  as  an  irritant  to  these  ailments.  Death  was 
due  to  irritation  of  the  stomach,  caused  by  some  irri- 


tant. It  was  very  likely  that  the  inflammation  was  there 
before  the  sickness,  and  before  the  medicine  was  taken. 
The  Coroner  said  if  the  jury  did  not  think  there  was  suffi- 
cient evidence  to  arrive  at  a  verdict  he  would  adjourn  the 
inquiry,  and  consider  whether  it  was  necessary  to  have 
expert  evidence  as  to  the  stomach  and  its  contents.  The 
jory,  however,  promptly  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from 
natural  causes. 

Tooth-extraction  Cordial. 

Alice  Clarke,  or  Palmer,  a  middle-aged  woman,  was 
charged  at  the  Frome  Police  Court,  on  July  31,  with  having 
maliciously  administered  a  certain  poison  to  Charles  Veal,  at 
Radstock,  on  July  24.  The  complainant,  a  lad  of  16, 
deposed  that  he  went  to  prisoner  at  the  Railway  Hotel, 
Radstock,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  tooth  pulled  out,  he 
being  recommended  to  her  as  one  who  extracted  teeth 
without  much  pain.  She  extracted  the  tooth  in  a  private 
room  of  the  hotel,  and  subsequently  gave  him  a  glassful  of 
some  "  dark  stuff,"  of  which  he  drank  the  greater  part. 
After  payiDg  the  fee  he  started  to  walk  home,  but  quickly 
became  giddy,  and  had  to  lie  down  by  the  side  of  the  road. 
After  ten  minutes  he  went  home  and  drank  some  water, 
which  had  the  effect  of  causing  him  to  vomit.  He  went  to 
sleep,  and  remained  unconscious  until  about  11  o'clock  the 
following  morning,  when  he  still  felt  rather  ill.  Dr.  Worger, 
of  Radstock,  deposed  to  finding  the  lad  insensible  and 
comatose.  The  eyes  were  insensible  to  light,  and  the  pupils 
were  contracted ;  there  was  a  cold  clammy  sweat  over  the 
body,  and  a  brown,  clearish  fluid  oozing  from  the  mouth. 
He  took  means  to  restore  consciousness,  using  the  scomach- 
pump  to  empty  the  stomach.  Witness  produced  a  small 
quantity  of  the  dark  fluid  that  oozed  from  the  mouth,  and 
the  contents  of  the  stomach.  Although  he  had  not  made 
an  analysis  of  the  liquids,  he  was  pretty  sure  it  was  similar 
to  chlorodyne.  The  case  was  adjourned,  in  order  to  have 
the  contents  of  the  stomach  analysed. 

Obstructing  the  Footpath. 

At  Kingston-on-Thames  Police  Court  on  July  31  James 
Smart,  of  Messrs.  Parke  &  Co.'s  drug-stores,  Market  Place, 
was  summoned  for  obstructing  the  free  passage  of  the  high- 
way by  placing  thereon  a  packing-case,  hamper,  and  two 
barrels.  The  goods,  it  was  stated,  remained  there  for  six 
hours  and  a  half,  and  a  fine  of  20s.,  including  costs,  was 
imposed. 

Good  Sales. 

Two  hundred  boxes  of  tooth-powder  sold  in  one  day  is 
not  a  bad  record.  That  is  what  a  Cowes  chemist  was  heard 
to  say  he  had  sold  one  day  this  week.

A  Chemist's  Assistant  Drowned. 
George  Britton,  assistant  at  Taylor's  Drug-stores,  Leeds, 
together  with  a  companion,  went  for  a  row  in  a  boat  at 
Llandudno,  on  Monday,  when  they  came  into  collision  with 
the  passenger-steamer  Princess  of  Wales,  her  paddle  smash- 
ing the  boat  to  pieces.  Britton  sank  immediately,  and  was 
drowned ;  but  his  companion  was  rescued.

Carbolic-acid  Poisonings. 

Florence  King  (19),  a  laundry-sorter,  of  Cumberland 
Market,  committed  suicide  on  Monday  night  by  taking 
carbolic  acid.  Unrequited  love  seems  to  have  been  the 
motive.    Verdict,  suicide  during  temporary  insanity. 

Benjamin  Westoby  (19),  clerk,  of  Cleethorpe  Raad, 
Grimsby,  poisoned  himself  with  carbolic  acid  on  Saturday. 
For  two  years  previous  deceased  had  been  strange  in  his 
manner,  which  was  accentuated  after  an  attack  of  influenza. 
The  jury  returned  the  usual  verdict. 

A  lad  of  14,  named  W.  Ryan,  of  Wooler  Street,  Walworth, 
drank  carbolic  acid  on  Tuesday  night,  and  was  removed  for 
treatment  to  St.  Thomas's  Hospital.  The  Sun,  commenting 
upon  the  case,  says  the  facility  with  which  this  poisonous 
acid  can  be  procured  is  becoming  a  positive  scandal. 
Numerous  cases  of  poisoning — wilful  and  accidental — through 
its  agency  have  occurred  within  a  few  months.

The  up-to-date  stores  are  advertising  just  now  a  few 
medicine  items,  amongst  them  pop-powder,  2  lbs.  for  lOd. ; 
Biaud's  pills,  Q^d.  gross  box;  Seigel's  syrup,  llkd.  bottle; 
seidlitz-powders.  12  in  box,  <\\d.  12  boxes,  4s. ;  and  vaseline, 
6d.  bottle,  2d.,  or  2  for  3-hd.  Boots  (Limited)  make  seltzo- 
genes and  seltzogene-powders  a  leading  line.  For  the  latter 
their  charges  are — 3-pint  size,  Is.,  3  boxes,  post  free,  for 
4s  lid  ;  5-pint  size,  Is.  Qkd.,  3  boxes,  post  free,  for  6s.  6d. 

The  Holborn  Dispensership. 

The  Holborn  Board  of  Guardians  on  Wednesday  appointed 
a  dispenser  for  their  infirmary  and  workhouses.  From  aboat 
thirty  candidates  the  committee — Dr.  W.  J.  Hunter,  Mr. 
Geo.  Eade  (chemist),  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Munt— selected  four 
to  come  up  for  final  election,  viz. : — Mr.  John  T.  Ellinor,  of 
113  High  Street,  Plumstead  ;  Mr.  Albert  C.  O'Brien,  20  Chesil- 
toa  Eoad,  Fulham;  Mr.  Stephen  Williams,  57  Torriano 
Avenue,  Camden  Road,  N.W. ;  and  Mr.  Alfred  Smith, 
2  Alexandra  Road,  South  Hamp9tead.  The  choice  of  the 
committee  fell  upon  the  last  mentioned,  and  he  was  elected 
unanimously- 
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Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  and  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
Association  of  Ireland. 
The  second  general  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
on  July  31  at  the  XL  Cafe,  84  Grafton  Street,  Dublin. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  of  managers,  assistants,  and 
apprentices.  Mr.  J.  B.  Alister,  M.P.S.I.,  presided,  and 
opened  the  proceedings  with  a  brief  congratulatory  address. 


Mr.  W.  Payne,  who  acted  as  hon.  secretary  pro  tern.,  read 
letters  of  a  friendly  nature  from  city  and  country  employers 
and  assistants.  Mr.  H.  C  Meyrick  resigned  the  secretary- 
ship on  account  of  his  departure  tor  Mullingar.  A  code  of 
twenty-two  rules  was  submitted  and  adopted  unanimously 
after  a  few  verbal  alterations  had  been  made.  The  lules 
state  that  the  Association  has  for  its  objects  the  extension 
of  knowledge  amongst  its  members  by  the  reading  and 
discussion  of  papers  relating  to  pharmacy,  materia  medica, 
botany,  and  chemistry ;  and  the  closer  binding  together  of 
the  profession  on  strictly  non  sfc  arian  and  non-political 
principles.  Assistants  and  apprentices  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  apothecaries  are  eligible  for  election,  the 
former  as  members  and  the  latter  as  associates.  Pharma- 
ceutical chemists  and  apothecaries  other  than  assistants  are 
eligible  for  election  as  honorary  vice-presidents  on  payment 
of  10s.  per  annum.  Apprentices  pay  only  5s.  per  annum, 
but  assistants  pay  10s.  Rules  have  been  framed  governing 
the  election  of  new  members,  the  convening  of  special  and 
ordinary  meetings.  The  Association  is  to  meet  weekly  on 
Friday  evening  at  8  o'clock.  The  admission  of  lady  phar- 
macists to  membership  was  discussed.  At  present  there  is 
only  one  of  the  kind  in  the  city,  but  in  view  of  the  possible 
increase  in  the  number  it  was  the  feeling  that  they  should  be 
admitted.  This  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Long  was  appointed 
secretary  instead  of  Mr.  Meyrick.  A  membsrship  of  seventy- 
one  has  already  been  enrolled.  The  next  meeting  is  to  be 
held  at  84  Grafton  Street,  to  which  address  communications 
may  be  sent. 

A  Sliding-scale  for  Drugs. 

Last  week,  at  a  meeting  of  the  North  Dublin  Poor-law 
Guardians,  a  peculiar  sliding-scale  in  the  prices  quoted  by 
candidate  drug  contractors  was  revealed  by  a  comparison  of 
tenders.  Four  wholesale  houses  competed — namely,  Messrs. 
Boileau  &  Boyd,  Thaoker  &  Hoffe,  the  Apothecaries'  Hall, 
and  Messrs.  Leslie  &  Co.  One  firm  tendered  for  the  supply 
of  a  certain  drug  at  Id.  a  drachm,  the  second  2d.  a 
drachm,  another  3d.  a  drachm,  and  a  fourth  10s.  a  drachm. 
Jeyes'  fluid,  which  costs  4s.  a  gallon,  was  quoted  by  two 
contractors  at  cost  price,  by  a  third  at  4s.  6d.  a  gallon,  and 
by  a  fourth  at  16s.  a  gallon.  Mr.  McDonnell  (a  guardian)  : 
This  is  the  tender  you  are  going  to  accept — the  16s.  a  gallon 
tender.  The  annual  cost  of  medicine  is  1,500/.,  instead  of 
300Z.  The  estimate  before  the  Board,  as  to  the  total  cost, 
is  a  bogus  one,  made  out  several  years  asro.  Let  there  be 
a  proper  approximate  estimate  made,  and  then  let  the  best 
man  win.  On  a  division,  Messrs.  Leslie  &  Co.  were  appointed 
contractors.  Mr.  McDonnell:  This  is  the  firm  that  supplied 
21  gallons  of  Jeyes'  fluid  last  year.  The  price  paid  last  year 
was  12s.  for  a  4s.  gallon  of  Jeyes'  fluid.  Mr.  Keogh  said 
there  roust  be  some  mistake  about  the  matter.  Had  they 
not  better  telephone  about  it.  Mr.  Crozier :  You  should 
also  telephone  to  them  with  regard  to  a  hundred  other  items 
where  they  are  over  the  mark. 

A  Cat- chemist. 
There  is  already  in  Dublin  an  infirmary  for  canines,  with 
a  "dog-doctor"  in  attendance;  but  it  has  remained  up  to 
the  present  for  a  North  City  druggist  to  announce  his  readi- 
ness to  treat  indisposed  cats  at  a  small  fee. 

From  the  Frying-pan  to  the  Fire. 

Last  week  at  Limerick  a  well-known  gentleman  had  an 
unpleasant  experience  at  the  hands  of  a  local  chemist's 
assistant.  He  required  a  belladonna  plaster,  but  through  a 
mistake  wa3  supplied  with  a  fly-blister,  which  caused 
much  suffering  and  confinement  to  bed.  On  learning  the 
facts,  the  proprietor  of  the  pharmacy  apologised,  and  paid 
to  the  wearer  of  the  plaster  a  substantial  sum  of  money  to 
stop  threatened  legal  proceedings  and  hush  up  the  matter. 
He  dismissed  the  offending  assistant,  who  has  now  served  a 
writ  on  his  employer  for  wrongful  dismissal.  The  action 
will  be  heard  in  the  caur.-e  of  a  few  days. 

Personal.

Mr.  J.  Johnston,  L.P  S.I.,  has  been  appointed  teacher  of 
materia  medica  and  pharmacy  to  the  School  of  Ap^litd 
Chemistry,  Belfast. 
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Parish  Aerated^Waters. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  City  Parish 
Council  on  Tuesday  it  was  decided  to  eiect,  in  connection 
with  the  parish  dispensary,  plant  for  the  manufacture  of 
aerated  waters  at  an  estimated  expenditure  of  801. 

Glasgow  Parish  Medicines  [  and  the'Duty  on  Spirits. 
At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  City  Parish 
Council,  held  on  Tuesday,  the  Medical  Committee  reported 
that  the  Board  of  Inland  Eevenue  had  been  communicated 
with  in  respect  to  the  duty  on  spirits  used  medicinally.  In 
consequence  of  the  Board's  reply,  Mr.  Russell  moved  "  That 
having  been  informed  by  the  Boari  of  Inland  Revenue 
that  the  Board  has  not  statutory  power  to  remit  duty  on 
spirit  used  medicinally  and  dispensed  in  the  parish  dispen- 
sary, the  Council  of  this  parish  invite  the  co-operation  ot  the 
other  two  Glasgow  parishes  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
apprcachiDg  Parliament  for  remission  of  duty  on  medicinal 
spirit  where  such  is  safeguarded  against  being  used  for 
other  purposes."  Mr.  Maclure  seconded,  and  the  motion  was 
agreed  to. 

Glasgow  Lemonade. 

Mr.  Peter  Fyfe,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Glasgow,  in 
the  annual  report  of  his  department  just  presented  to  the 
Police  Commissioners,  refers  to  the  adulteration  of  lemonade. 
He  states  that  during  the  year  twenty  samples  of  lemonade 
were  purchased  by  his  officers  and  analysed  by  Mr.  Tatlock. 
One  of  the  samples  contained  as  much  as  2  36  gr ,  and 
another  2  gr.,  of  sulphuric  acid  per  10  cz.  of  the  beverage. 
In  the  former  case  the  amount  was  equal  to  one- half  of  the 
largest  dose  prescribed  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
remainder  did  not  contain  sulphuric  acid,  but  in  one  sample 
salicylic  acid  was  found  in  appreciable  quantity.  As  there 
is  no  "  standard  "  for  lemonade,  a  prosecution  would  have 
proved  abortive. 


Jfrencb  IRews. 


The  Pink  of  French— It  may  interest  English  chemists 
to  know  that  Dr.  Williams'  Pink  Pills  are  called  here  "  Pilules 
Pink  Pour  Personnes  Pals  da  Docteur  Williams." 

Phosphorus  in  Match-making. — A  Commission  ap- 
pointed in  France  to  study  the  question  of  the  substitution 
of  amphorous  phosphorus  for  ordinary  phosphorus  for 
match-making  has  just  issued  a  report,  and  finds  a  good 
word  to  say  for  English  matches  of  a  well-known  brand 
made  with  white  phosphorus  and  wood  steeped  in  paraffin. 
It  is  stated  that  in  all  countries  where  the  manufacture  of 
matches  is  free  white  phosphorus  is  used,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Russia,  where  it  is  prohibited  by  a  fiscal  measure. 
The  labour  of  the  Commission,  to  a  certain  extent,  has  been 
void,  as  no  satisfactory  conclusion  was  arrived  at. 

A  Formidable  Explosion,  attributed  to  the  ignition  of 
a  large  bottle  of  ether,  took  place  last  Saturday  morning  in 
the  pharmacy  owned  by  M.  Baret,  at  Suret  le  Conital,  Loire. 
The  lower  part  of  the  premises  was  wrecked,  the  stock  of 
drugs  and  medicines,  together  with  the  furniture,  being 
destroyed.  A  servant  was  seriously  injured  and  had  to  be 
removed  to  the  hospital.  Her  father,  a  country  policeman, 
was  killed  by  an  explosion  of  gunpowder  only  a  fortnight 
ago.  Three  other  women  were  also  injured,  but  the  phar- 
macist's family  escaped,  though  they  had  to  be  taken  from 
the  house  by  ladders,  the  staircase  having  been  destroyed  by 
the  explosion. 


The  French  Association  for  the  Advancement  of' 
Sciences  opened  its  twenty-fourth  annual  Congress  at  Bor- 
deaux last  Sunday.  This  Society  was  founded  in  that  city 
in  1872,  and,  like  the  British  Association,  holds  its  meetings 
in  a  different  centre  each  year.  On  this  occasion  the  Con- 
gress is  presided  over  by  M.  Emile  Trelat,  a  Deputy  for  Paris- 
and  Director  of  the  School  of  Architecture.  He  is  prin- 
cipally known  in  the  scientific  world  as  a  hygienist.  In  his- 
opening  speech  M.  Tielat  recalled  the  origin  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  referred  also  to  the  speeches  made  by  preceding 
presidents.  He  afterwards  introduced  his  own  subject — 
"  Salubrity  "—showing  its  place  in  science  and  its  limits. 

A  propos  of  A  Tooth. — Joseph  Bachmann,  who  practises 
the  arts  of  hairdressing,  dentistry,  or,  apparently,  anything 
elEe  that  is  likely  to  be  lucrative,  figured  in  one  of  the  Paris' 
police  courts  a  few  days  ago  on  the  charge  of  wounding  by 
imprudence  and  illegal  practice  of  dentistry.  A  woman 
named  Trottier  had  asked  Bachmann  to  extract  a  tooth,  and 
he  removed  part  of  ber  jaw  at  the  same  time.  "  Yes,  gentle- 
men," said  the  plaintiff  to  the  Bench,  "  I  am  not  telling  arv 
untruth  ;  he  has  maimed  me,"  saying  which  she  presented  a 
small  box  to  the  Chairman,  who  was  able  to  distinguish 
a  decayed  tooth  with  a  dark  substance  attached.  The 
defendant  explained  that  he  bad  learnt  dentistry  with  a- 
haiidresser  in  Germany,  "as  the  barbers  of  all  countries 
draw  teeth."  The  operation  in  question,  he  said,  was  done 
according  to  all  the  rules  of  the  dental  art,  and  he  defied 
the  cleverest  dentist  to  have  prevented  the  accident.  In 
reply  he  was  told  that  he  worked  at  too  many  professions  to 
know  one  properly,  and  that  his  client  had  been  obligee? 
to  keep  her  bed  for  a"  month.  The  question  of  illegal  prac- 
tice was  withheld  for  the  present,  and  Dr.  Brouardel  was* 
appointed  as  an  expert  to  report  on  the  way  the  operation 
had  been  performed,  ns  well  as  the  extent  of  the  injury  sus- 
tained by  the  plaintiff. 

Current  Topics — The  Figaro  is  responsible  for  a  state- 
ment to  the  efleco  that  M.  Francisque  Grotte,  a  chemist 
who  had  already  earned  a  reputation,  has  discovered  a, 
remedy  for  phthisis.  It  appears  that  a  series  of  remarkable 
cures  have  already  been  made  in  one  of  the  Paris  hospital?  . 
and  it  is  said  that  the  new  remedy  will  create  as  great  stir 
as  did  the  introduction  of  the  antitoxin  serum. — M.  Mathias- 
Eahn,  a  pharmacist,  residing  at  73  rue  d'Allemagne,  Paris-, 
was  assailed  last  Sunday  night  by  two  roughs  while  re- 
turning home.  He  was  knocked  down,  and  became  uncon- 
scious, two  policemen  finding  him  shortly  afterwards  with? 
his  pockets  rifled.  M.  Kahn  was  carried  to  the  pharmacy 
of  one  of  his  colleague?,  where  his  wounds  were  dressed. 
The  police  have  been  unable  to  obtain  trace  of  the  assail- 
ants.— A  short  paper  by  Dr.  Cheron  was  read  at  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  last  Monday  concerning  the  results  produced  by 
hypodermic  injections  of  solutions,' and  even  pure  water,  on 
the  circulation  and  nervous  system  He  finds  that  a  simple 
injection  of  pure  water  causes  the  number  of  globules  of 
blood  to  be  doubled  in  the  region  of  the  irj  jection,  and  makes 
them  increase  from,  say,  2,000,000  to  4,000,000.  Dr.  Cheron, 
considers  that  these  facts  have  a  certain  importance,  as  they 
tend  to  prove  the  relief  which  patients  experience  after 
subcutaneous  injections. — The  Union  des  Femmes  de  France? 
(which  corresponds  to  the  English  St.  John's  Ambulance 
Society)  has  just  delivered  to  the  Army  Medical  Service  a 
third  lot  for  the  soldiers  invalided  in  the  Madagascar 
campaign.  This  consists  of  166  cases  in  all,  and  comprises' 
a  quantity  of  useful  medicaments,  such  as  quinine,  kola,  and 
coca  wine,  boric  acid,  permanganate  of  potash,  alum 
pastilles,  as  well  as  condensed  milk,  chocolate,  dried  fruits 
and  vegetables,  together  with  a  liberal  supply  of  champagne, 
Bordeaux  wine,  &c, 

Bordeaux  Exhibition. — The  recently-formed  jury  of 
the  Section  of  Pharmaceutical  Products  and  Mineral  Waters 
of  the  Bordeaux  Exhibition  consists  of  eleven  members. 
Bordeaux  supplies  one  pharmacist  and  three  docfors,  who 
are  also  professors  at  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  PbaTmacy 
of  that  town.  Paris  phaimacy  is  well  represented  by  M. 
Charles  Buchet,  Director  of  the  Pbarmacie  Centrale  de 
France,  and  M.  Eug.  Chassaing,  of  the  firn  of  Chassaing 
&  Cie.,  manufacturers  of  pharmaceutical  preparations. 
Libourre  and  Toulouse  each  supply  a  pharmacist,  and  there; 
are  thrre  independent  members,  A  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
gress will  be  held  at  Bordeaux  at  an  early  date  in  connection 
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with  the  Exhibition.  The  Societe  de  Pharmacie  du  Sud  Oaest 
has  undertaken  the  mission  of  preparing  a  programme  of 
the  various  questions  to  be  discussed  at  the  meetings.  A 
committee,  under  the  presidency  of  M.  J.  Comere,  has  drawn 
up  a  list  consisting  of  eight  items.  These  consist  of  "The 
Suppression  or  Regulation  of  Sp*cialities, '  "The  Question  of 
a  General  Tariff,"  "The  Creation  of  Chambers  of  Discipline," 
"  How  to  Limit  the  Number  of  Pharmacies."  M.  Bouilleaud 
will  read  a  paper  on  "  Is  a  Pharmacien  a  Tradesman  1 "  and 
M.  A.  Marcailbon  will  maintain  that  "  Pathological  and 
medical  analyses  should  rnly  be  performed  by  pharmacists." 
Two  special  items  of  the  proposed  new  Pharmacy  Bill, 
together  with  a  general  discussion  on  that  subject,  will  com- 
plete the  programme  A  somewhat  curious  point  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  Congress  is  that  the  Societe  du  Sud 
Ouest  seems  anxious  that  the  committee  of  the  Congress 
should  be  entirely  composed  of  pharmacists  belonging  to 
provincial  syndicates,  and  that  the  General  Association  of 
French  Pharmacies  should  have  no  voice  in  the  proceedings. 
In  this  connection  the  following  note  has  been  published  : — 
"  The  Society  is  still  disposed  to  act  with  a  view  of  giving 
satisfaction  to  small  pharmacists  who  are  victims  of  the 
high  and  mighty  barons  {haut-puissants  Barons)  of  the  pro- 
fession. With  this  object  the  General  Association  is  asked 
to  take  no  citi  rial  part  in  the  Bordeaux  CoEgress." 
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Canadian  Pharmacy.— The  new  president  of  the  Quebec 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  Mr.  R.  W.  Williams,  Three 
Rivers ;  the  vice  presidents,  Messrs.  W.  H.  Chapman  and  S. 
Lachance,  Montreal ;  and  treasurer,  Mr.  Alexander  Manson, 
Montreal. 

American  Meetings. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  to  be  held  at 
Denver,  Col,  next  week;  and  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association  meets  in  the  same  city  on  Sep- 
tember 2. 

No  Soda  on  Sundays — There  is  trouble  in  New  York 
about  the  sale  of  soda-water  by  druggists  on  Sundays.  A 
recent  decision  by  Judge  McAdam  declares  it  to  be  against 
the  law ;  but  the  druggists  will  work  the  fountains  until  the 
police  stop  them. 

A  Linseed- oil  Fire  — Wright  &  Lawther  Company's  oil- 
works  in  Chicago,  one  of  the  largest  under  the  control  of  the 
National  Linseed  Oil  Company,  was  almost  destroyed  by  fire 
on  July  21.  The  main  building  became  a  total  wreck.  The 
loss  is  about  $250,000. 

Mr.  Frederick  Stearns'  Residence  in  Detroit  was, 
during  his  absence  in  Europe,  seriously  damaged  by  fire  to 
the  extent  of  #10,000.  It  is  stated  that  Mr.  Stearns  has  the 
finest  concbological  collection  in  the  world,  embracing  shells 
from  every  quarter  of  the  earth,  and  this  was  partly  de- 
stroyed. 

The  Rufc^o -Greek  Petroleum  Treaty. — A  treaty  has 
been  concluded  between  Greece  and  Russia  by  which  Russia 
acquires  the  monopoly  of  importing  keiosene  into  Greece, 
the  effect  of  which  will  be  to  drive  American  petroleum  from 
the  Greek  market.  It  is  stated  that  the  effect  on  the 
American  petroleum  trade  will  be  trifling,  as  the  annual 
imports  into  Greece  only  amount  to  about  200,000  cases. 
A  cargo  of  80,000  cases  left  Philadelphia  for  Greece  three 
weeks  ago. 

The  British  Columbia  Pharmaceutical  association 
has  recently  held  its  annual  meeting  at  'ancouver.and  decided 
that  the  next  one  should  be  in  New  Westminster.  The 
following  officers  were  elected  : — President,  T.  M.  Henderson, 
Victoria;  vice-president,  T.  E.  Atkins,  Vancouver;  registrar, 
Charles  Nelson,  Vancouver ;  councillors,  Messrs.  Henderson 
and  Shotbolt,  Victoria;  Atkins  and  Seymour,  Vancouver; 
Van  Houten,  Nanaimo,  and  Muiir,  New  Westminster.  The 
proceedings  throughout,  both  in  pure  business  and  at  the 
hospitable  board,  showed  the  Association  and  British 
Columbian  pharmacy  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

Australasian  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science. — We  have  recehed  the  announcement  of  the 
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seventh  session  of  the  above  Association,  which  is  to  be  held 
in  Sydney  from  January  3  to  January  10,  1897,  under  the 
presidency  of  A.  Liversidge,  M  A ,  F.R.S ,  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  University  of  Sydney.  There  are  ten  sections 
corresponding  to  those  of  the  British  Association,  but  with 
sanitary  science  and  mental  science  and  education  added. 
The  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Chemistry  Section  are 
T.  C  Cloud,  A.R.S.M.,  F.C.S.,  Manager,  Wallaroo  Copper- 
works,  South  Australia,  President ;  and  W.  M.  Hamlet, 
F.CS,  F.I.C.,  Government  Analyst,  N.S.W.,  Secretary. 
Communications  and  papers  for  the  meeting,  or  inquiries, 
may  be  addressed  to  the  Permanent  Hon.  Secretary,  the; 
Chemical  Laboratory,  the  University,  Sydney,  N.S.W. 

Our  Servian  Trade  is  Poor  —  Consul  MacDonak* 
reports  from  Belgrade  that  drugs,  chemicals,  and  colours- 
were  imported  into  Servia  to  the  value  of  54.993Z ,  an 
increase  of  over  3.000Z.,  as  compared  with  1892.  Of  tbis 
Austria- Hungary  accounted  for  43,164/ ,  Germany  for  9.153Z ... 
Great  Britain  for  1,469Z ,  and  France  for  5761.  Drugs  alone 
are  put  down  at  15,4292.,  nearly  the  whole  being  Austro- 
Hungarian.  Amongst  the  items  were  balsam,  manna,  opium, 
camphor,  cantharides,  calomel,  f-ublimate,  &c,  516Z. ;  acids,. 
2,809Z. ;  sugar  of  lead,  &c  ,449Z  ;  siltpetre,  2.248Z. ;  lime  and 
white-lead,  633Z. ;  green  vitriol,  1.448Z. ;  common  soda,  1,893Z  ; 
hydraulic  lime,  2  020Z.  The  largest  item  of  importation  from 
Great  Britain  was  common  soda — about  300Z  Prepared 
drugs  and  chemicals  were  valued  at  22.029Z.,  and  consist?  d  t 
of  6.257Z  worth  of  non-classified  medicines;  starch,  2.084Z  ; 
glue,  1.000Z. ;  ink  and  liquid  blue,  1. 052Z  ;  blacking,  976Z.  ; 
and  a  few  other  items.  Oar  share  of  these  amounted  to 
393Z.,  mostly  in  lac;  that  of  Germany  to  3.429Z  ,  principally 
in  unclassified  medicines,  oils,  ether,  scents,  gunpowder,  and 
starch.  France  furnished  small  quantities  of  medicines  ar.<j 
perfumes. 

The  Morphia-habit  in  China — The  habit  of  injecting 
morphia  as  a  substitute  for  opium- smoking  appears  to  b* 
gaining  ground  rapidly  in  China — to  such  an  extent,  in  fact, 
that  in  some  places  there  has  been  a  noteworthy  decline  in  ■ 
the  imports  of  opium,  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  remarkable 
increase  in  the  imports  of  morphia.  The  British  Consul  at 
Amoy  writes  : — "  Morphia  is  now  being  brought  in  in  great 
quantities — as  much  as  800  oz.  during  one  month.  Recent 
researches  of  the  port  doctor  have  shown  that  the  habit  of 
injecting  morphia  is  greatly  on  the  increase,  and  that  there 
are  many  establishments  in  the  city  where  the  practice  is 
carried  on.  According  to  the  opinion  of  medical  men,  the- 
habit  is  in  many  ways  a  very  reprehensible  one,  more 
injurious  than  opium- smoking.  Habitual  opium-smoker-> 
taking  to  morphine  injeciions  are  enabled  to  abstain  from 
the  opium-pipe,  but  a  cessation  of  the  injection-habit  in- 
evitably leads  to  an  increased  indulgence  in  smoking.  More- 
over, no  care  is  taken  to  keep  the  syringes  properly  clean, 
and  the  doctor  has  even  seen  blunt  syringes  rubbed  on  a 
common  piece  of  grindstone  for  the  purpose  of  sharpening 
them.  Virulent  sores  are  liable  to  be  caused  by  the  insertion 
of  these  dirty  syringes  into  the  skin."  In  Hong-Kong,  which 
is  a  British  possession,  the  habit  has  to  a  large  extent  been 
stopped  by  Government  interference;  but  in  the  Chinese 
ports  nothing  appears  co  be  done  to  check  it.

N.S.W.  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  N.S.W.  propo;e  to  appoint  a  lecturer  shortly. 
It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Carson  will  get  the  position  once- 
more. 

Petroleum-wells  have  been  discovered  at  the  little 
town  cf  New  Plymouth,  N  Z.  A  company  has  been  formed 
to  work  the  oil,  shares  are  applied  for  on  all  sides,  and  great 
things  are  expected  from  it.    May  they  be  fully  realised  ! 

Early  Hours. — The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Queensland  have  djcided  to  hold  their  meetings  in  the 
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morning,  and  are  endeavouring  to  get  the  rise  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board's  rooms  for  the  pnrpose.  It  is  reported, 
however,  that  the  Pharmacy  Board  are  likely  to  be  called 
upon  to  remove  once  more,  and  for  the  fifth  time  in  ten  years. 

Erasing  a  Name  from  the  Register. — At  the  Jane 
meeting  of  the  N.S.W.  Pharmacy  Board  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  to  erase  from  the  register  the  name  of  Mr.  Arthur 
Iorwerth  Joseph  ("  Alfred  Jowerth  Josephs "  the  official 
report  puts  it)  because  he  is  not  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
It  appears  that  Mr.  Joseph,  who  is  in  business  at  19  O'Connell 
Street,  Sydney,  was  accidentally  registered  on  the  strength 
oj  his  Minor  certificate,  and  the  Board  have  discovered  that 
pharmaceutical  chemists  only  may  be  registered,  although 
they  would  willingly  register  Minor  men  if  the  law  were 
altered  to  allow  them  to  do  so. 

Exporting  Duboisi a- leaves  to  Germany. — The  firm 
of  E  Merck,  of  Darmstadt,  Germany,  has  written  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  New  South  Wales,  asking  to  be 
supplied  with  a  large  quantity  of  dried  leaves  of  the  Duboisia 
myoporoides  (N.O  Scropliularinece) — a  shrub  which  grows 
luxuriantly  in  the  coastal  districts  of  New  South  Wales,  and 
possesses  toxic  properties.  The  Australian  aborigines 
throw  branches  of  it  into  waterholes  to  intoxicate  eels  and 
bring  them  to  the  surface.  The  leaves  contain  the  alkaloid 
duboisine,  which  is  used  in  ophthalmic  surgery,  and  for 
other  purposes.  Mr.  Merck  has  offered  to  take  1,000  lbs.  of 
-the  dried  leaves  at  6d.  per  lb.  The  Agricultural  Department 
has  already  pat  the  matter  into  different  private  hands,  and 
the  quantity  required  will  forthwith  be  sent  to  Germany.  It 
seems  a  pity,  from  a  national  point  of  view,  that  a  German 
firm  should  have  been  allowed  to  forestall  British  houses  in 
securing  the  assistance  of  the  N.S.W.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  this  matter. 

Are  Chemists  Entitled  to  Free  Medical  Atten- 
dance ? — At  the  Barcaldine  (Qi.)  Court  recently,  Dr.  R.  A. 
Symes  sought  to  recover  the  sum  of  231. 12s.  Qd;  less  31  contra 
account,  from  Mr.  Oscar  Bancke,  chemist,  for  medical  atten- 
dance upon  Mrs  Bancke,  who  had  been  thrown  from  a  buggy. 
Mr.  Bancke  conducted  his  own  case,  and  cross-examined  the 
doctor  with  a  vie  w  to  show  that  the  services  had  been  rendered 
for  friendship's  sake,  but  plaintiff  did  not  look  upon  the 
hospitality  which  he  had  received  from  defendant  as  a  set- 
off. At  first  his  bill  was  15Z.  15s.,  but  he  increased  it  to 
23i.  12s.  6d.  He  made  reduced  charges  for  attending 
chemists'  families,  although  there  was  no  legal  reason  for 
giving  chemists  exceptional  terms :  it  was  merely  an  act 
of  courtesy.  Mrs.  Bancke  deposed  to  asking  plaintiff  not 
.to  call  so  frequently,  in  reply  to  which  he  said,  "  It  is  a 
great  pleasure  for  me  to  pay  back  a  little  of  your  kindness." 
After  hearing  other  evidence,  the  Bench  returned  a  verdict 
for  the  plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed,  231.  12s.  Qd.,  less 
31.  contra,  with  31.  9s.  Id.  expenses,  or  24Z.  2s.  altogether. 

What  is  a  Drug? — A  curious  case  has  been  heard  at 
Warrrambool  where  Mr.  H.  London,  chemist,  sued  the 
Warrrambool  Hospital  and  Benevolent  Asylum  for  the  re- 
covery of  V..  19s  3d  alleged  to  be  due  for  extras  supplied. 
These  included  extract  of  malt,  Condy's  fluid,  hazeline,  and 
chloroform.  We  gather  from  the  evidence  that  Mr.  London 
had  for  a  fixed  sum  agreed  to  supply  the  defendants  with 
■their  drugs.  He  contended  that  the  first  article  was  a  food, 
the  second  two  proprietary  preparations,  and  the  chloroform 
practically  in  the  same  category,  for  he  was  prepared  to 
supply  a  quality  sufficiently  good  for  the  purpose,  which  cost 
2s.  a  pound,  but  the  doctor  obtained  Duncan  &  Flockhart's, 
which  cost  8s.  6d.  a  pound.  The  hospital  authorities 
recognised  malted  milk  as  a  food  by  paying  extra  for  it, 
though  they  considered  malt  extract  came  within  the  tender 
for  drugs.  After  hearing  eviderjce  the  Police  Magistrate,  in 
giving  his  decision,  said  that  plaintiff  was  only  entitled  to 
payment  for  the  bottle  of  Condy's  fluid  and  also  for  the 
hazeline.  An  order  was  made  for  the  payment  of  7s.  6d., 
with  15s.  costs. 

Business  Changes. — The  Australian  Drug  Company, 
O'Connell  Street,  Sydney,  have  just  completed  extensile 
alterations  and  improvements  on  their  premises.  The  officf  s, 
which  were  formerly  on  the  first  floor,  have  been  removed  to 
the  ground  floor,  where  there  are  rooms  for  the  managing 
director  and  the  board  and  general  offices.  The  offices, 
i?oard-rppai,  &c,  are  finished  with  csdar  fittings.   The  show- 


rooms and  drug-rooms  are  approached  by  a  new  and  hand- 
some staircase,  and  the  company  have  also  taken  the  oppor- 
tunity to  overhaul  their  laboratories. — Mr.  Harold  Brooke, 
who  has  been  for  some  years  resident  agent  in  Wanganui  for 
Kempthorne,  Prosser  &  Co 's  New  Zealand  Drug  Company, 
has  taken  up  his  residence  in  Wellington,  where  also  Mr.  G. 
E .  Warburton,  from  Timaru,  has  gone  to  act  as  manager  to 
Barraud  &  Son  during  Mr.  Edward  Cohen's  absence  in 
England.— Mr.  A.  J.  Webster,  Hobart,  Tas  ,  has,  owing  to 
medical  advice,  sold  his  business  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Moir,  for 
many  years  with  Mr.  A.  P.  Miller.  Mr.  Webster  has  gone  to 
New  South  Wales  to  try  station-life. — Mr.  J.  Laybourn  Smith, 
of  Coolgardie,  W.  A  ,  has  had  his  pharmacy  renovated  through- 
out, adding  a  large  room  for  dentistry,  and  another  for 
laboratory-work. 

The  Sanitas  Trade-mark  in  New  Zealand. — At  the 
civil  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Zealand,  held 
at  Auckland  on  June  17,  before  his  Honour  Mr.  Justice 
Conolly,  the  Sanitas  Company  (Limited)  claimed  a  writ  of 
injunction  to  restrain  William  Ogle  from  using  their  trade- 
mark, also  claiming  accounts  and  damages.  The  injunction 
applied  for  was  to  restrain  Mr.  Ogle,  of  Auckland,  from 
carrying  on  business  as  the  Auckland  Sanitas  Company  and 
the  New  Zealand  Sanitas  Company,  and  from  selling  his 
preparations  as  sanitas,  or  so  resembling  the  company's 
trade-mark  as  to  be  calculated  to  mislead.  The  plaintiff 
company  in  1876  registered  "  Sanitas "  as  their  trade- 
mark ;  and  their  counsel  stated  that  in  1891  defendant 
unlawfully  carried  on  business  as  the  "  New  Zealand  Sanitas 
Company "  and  the  "  Auckland  Sanitas  Company,"  and  as 
such  manufactured  toilet-requisites,  and  Sanitas  pumice- 
sand  soap,  with  the  object  of  gaining  pecuniary  advantage 
from  the  wido  reputation  of  the  plaintiff's  preparation.  For 
the  defence  it  was  admitted  that  defendant  has  and  does 
make  pumice- sand  soap  from  articles,  the  product  of  New 
Zealand,  which  the  plaintiffs  did  not  prepare.  He  denied 
making  toilet-requisites,  only  pumice-sand  soap,  which  he 
sold  under  the  style  alleged,  and  he  denied  that  he  in  any 
way  imitated  plaintiffs'  trade-mark  or  goods.  We  have  not 
yet  received  the  conclusion  of  the  case.

The  chemist's  and  druggist's  business  carried  on  at 
12  Elvet  Bridge,  Durham,  by  the  late  Mr.  J.  H.  Leighton, 
has  been  acquired  by  Mr.  William  Burn. 

Me.  Elijah  J  Molloy,  formerly  representative  of  the 
Bisoach  Water  C Dm pany  in  New  York,  has  started  a  drug- 
brokerage  business  at  110  Beekman  Street,  New  York. 

Mr.  T.  Richards,  of  Porth,  has  disposed  of  his  Treherbert 
branch  to  Mr.  Morgan  Davies  Evans,  for  many  years  assistant 
to  Mr.  Grose,  of  Swansea.  Terms  were  arranged  through 
Mr.  Brett,  Leicester. 

The  business  of  Mr.  Thomas  Burn,  446-448  Rochdale 
Road,  Manchester,  who  has  retired  after  successfully  carry- 
ing it  on  for  the  last  twenty-one  years,  has  been  purchased 
by  Mr.  Johnson  Beal,  chemist  and  druggist,  Pendleton. 

Messrs.  Schieppelin  &  Co  ,  wholesale  druggists,  170  and

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

THE  Council- chamber  was  this  month  like  a  small  photo- 
graphic salon,  Bournemouth  and  Plymouth  having 
contributed  to  the  exhibition,  and  recollections  of  the  former 
place  kept  the  Councillors  talking  merrily  for  some  minutes 
after  the  President  took  the  chair,  while  later  in  the  day  Mr. 
Carteighe  threw  off  some  of  his  energy  in  praising  Bourne- 
mouth for  its  hospitality.  The  first  item  of  serious  business 
came  up  on  the  finance  report,  when  the  committee  recom- 
mended that  all  that  remains  of  the  Society's  investments  in 
Consols — viz.,  1,0002. — should  be  sold  out  to  meet  current  ex- 
penses. This  seemed  to  cause  the  members  some  alarm,  but 
Mr.  Bottle  was  the  only  one  able,  or  willing,  to  speak  about 
the  matter,  and  he  prescribed  caution.  But  there  are  no 
more  Consols  to  realise,  and  the  present  sale  will  still  leave 
1,0002.  shortage  in  the  August  account,  which  can  only  be 
met  by  the  examination- fees  which  come  in  next  month.  The 
President  briefly  explained  why  things  are  so — to  wit,  altera- 
tions on  the  journal,  &c  ,  and  the  Edinburgh  bouse.  After 
the  Vice-President  had  given  particulars  of  an  excellent 
example  of  the  benefits  of  the  Benevolent  Fand,  it  was 
intimated  that  the  endowment  of  the  materia-medica  chair 
is  to  be  increased  by  50Z.,  to  1502.,  and  Professor  Green's 
assistant  will  get  his  honorarium  (202.)  from  the  Council. 
From  this  to  prize  awards  was  a  natural  step.  A  Bell  scholar 
is  transferred  to  the  research  laboratory  as  Redwood  scholar, 
and  the  same  man  takes  the  Pereira  medal.  The  competition 
for  the  Bell  scholarships  has  been  keen,  thirty- two  competing, 
and  more  than  a  third  of  them  meriting  a  scholarship.  Two 
get  them,  one  being  an  Edinburgh  assistant,  who,  if  not  the 
first  Scotchman  to  hold  the  scholarship,  is  the  first  actually 
residing  in  Scotland.  The  senior  scholar  is  Mr.  Stamp,  of 
Hampstead,  who  mu9t  be  proud  of  his  sons,  for  one  is  a 
Wrangler.  A  competitor  for  the  Manchester  Assoeiation 
scholarship  is  nowhere,  and  it  goes  a-begging  once  more. 
The  donor  should  withdraw  the  condition  as  to  locality,  and 
let  all  other  conditions  remain.  In  its  present  form  it  is  a 
useless  thing.  The  herbarium  competition  seems  to  have 
been  good,  and  the  four  young  men  who  entered  have  each 
got  something.  Mr.  Corder  tried  to  get  the  President  to 
explain  the  exceptional  failures  at  the  London  Minor  last 
month,  but  he  could  draw  nothing  of  importance  from  the 
Chair  except  that  it  is  possible  for  a  man  to  go  up  for  the 
examination  fourteen  times.  It  is  almost  a  pity  not  to  let 
such  persevering  fellows  through :  they  could  do  it  so  much 
cheaper  the  v  *her  way.  There  was  a  queer  communication 
from  Mr.  Bottle  about  the  research  laboratory  staircase.  It 
is  almost  too  brief  to  summarise,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
place  is  sadly  in  want  of  supervision. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended,  all  the  members  being 
present  except  Messrs.  Johnston,  Newsholme,  Southall,  and 
Rymer  Young.  Mr.  M.  Carteighe,  President,  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  11.25,  and  the  Secretary  read  the  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting,  which  were  approved. 

"Like  Other  Learned  Bodies," 
as  the  President  put  it,  the  Plymouth,  &c.  (Three  Towns), 
Chemists'  Association  had  their  photograph  taken  when  on 
their  first  annual  outing  the  other  day,  and  they  sent  a  copy 
of  it  to  the  Society.  The  President  said  it  was  one  of  the 
best  he  had  ever  seen,  and  it  would  be  placed  in  the  archives 
of  the  Society. 

Elections 

were  then  proceeded  with,  but  there  was  little  of  exceptional 
interest  except  that  Messrs.  Josiah  Ward  and  A.  E.  Wood, 


both  of  Southampton,  were  restored  to  the  register  of  chemists' 
and  druggists. 

Finance. 

The  report  showed  a  balance  of  1,3162.  on  the  General  Fnnd 
account  and  demands  of  3,5152.  against  it.  The  Benevolent- 
Fund  showed  a  balance  of  4452.,  the  Donation  account  4192., 
and  the  Orphan  Fund  362.  It  was  proposed  to  sell  put 
1,0002.  of  Goschens  on  the  General  Fund  account,  whereupon 

Mr.  Bottle  asked :  Is  there  no  deposit  at  the  bank  ? 

The  President  :  No.    I  will  explain  that  in  a  minute. 

The  Secretary  proceeded  with  the  report,  which  put  dowe 
the  receipts  during  the  month  at  1232.  The  3,5152.  required 
was  for  salaries  (two  months'),  law  costs  (6462.),  journal 
(9562.),  North  British  Branch  building  (1112.),  examiners' 
fees,  repairs  and  painting,  &c. 

The  President,  commenting  upon  the  report,  said  that 
expenses  were  unusually  heavy  this  month,  and  as  this  year- 
the  Council  had  paid  1,0002.  in  respect  to  the  building  in 
Edinburgh  they  could  not  now  get  along  without  selling  the  ■ 
Goschens.  There  were  various  heavy  expenses,  such  as  the 
journal,  two  months'  salaries,  and  so  on,  which  absorbed 
money,  but  he  hoped  they  would  be  able  to  refund  it  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Bottle  :  This  is  a  good  time  to  sell,  but.  I  feel  that 
we  spend  more  money  than  we  can  afford.  The  Finance 
Committee  should  look  after  it,  or  is  it  you  Mr.  Hampson  ? 
(Laughter.) 

The  Treasurer  :  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  It  is  the 
Council's  business. 

The  President  said  there  had  been  a  good  deal  of 
expense  with  the  journal,  and  there  were  considerable  altera- 
tions going  on,  as  the  Council  knew. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

Of  seven  applications  one  was  deferred,  two  were  not; 
entertained,  two  received  grants  of  102.  each,  one  122.,  and 
another  72. 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  John  Harrison)  said  all  the 
cases  were  of  the  usual  type,  except  one,  which  showed  ad- 
mirably the  benefits  of  the  fund.  This  was  the  case  of  a 
chemist  of  49,  who  had  been  in  business  for  years  with; 
a  creditable,  but  not  successful,  record.  Then  from  1878  tc> 
1893  he  had  acted  as  an  assistant,  when  bad  health  attacked 
him.  He  had  undergone  an  operation,  and  had  applied  for 
relief  in  order  to  enable  him  to  go  to  a  convalescent  home. 
He  had  since  got  an  order  for  that,  but  he  might  not  be  able 
to  get  well  during  the  time  allowed  him,  and  the  grant  was 
made  to  keep  him  there  until  well,  and  to  discharge  arrears 
of  25s.  to  30s.  in  rent.  The  applicant  had  three  children  at 
home,  and  his  wife  had  earned  8s.  to  9s.  a  week  by  needle- 
work— in  fact,  the  couple  had  been  working  well  to  keep> 
their  heads  above  water.  The  committee's  object  in  making 
the  grant  was  to  give  the  man  another  fair  start  in  life,  amS 
he  trusted  that  the  friends  of  the  fund  would  see  how  use- 
fully subscriptions  were  employed.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Bottle  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  it 
was  agreed  to. 

Death  of  Mr.  Bland. 

The  President  referred  in  sympathetic  terms  to  the  death 
of  Mr.  Bland,  who,  he  said,  was  a  man  of  superior  education, 
who  worked  every  department  of  his  business  with  his  own 
hands,  and  kept  himself  abreast  with  the  knowledge  of  the  ■ 
day.  Mr.  Bland  had  been  a  frequent  attendant  at  the- 
evening  meetings,  and  sometimes  took  an  intelligent  part  in . 
the  discussions. 

Mr.  Atkins  mentioned  that  he  also  attended  the  annua)' 
meetings  regularly,  sitting  in  the  same  place. 

Mr.  Hampson  said  that  Mr.  Bland  was  an  old  neighbour 
of  his,  and  he  had  always  admired  the  vigour  of  his  rnirj«3 
and  his  attainments  as  a  practical  chemist.  He  was  a  naaix 
of  great  probity  and  strong  individuality. 

School  of  Pharmacy  Matters. 

In  the  course  of  the  report  of  the  Library,  &e,  Committee,, 
it  was  stated  that  500  copies  of  the  curator's  report  should1 
be  printed.  Professor  Green  reported  on  the  condition  of 
the  diagrams  used  in  teaching,  and  added  that  two  micro- 
scopes have  gone  a-missingfrom  the  histology  class,  and  cannot; 
be  found.    He  recommended  that  the  name  of  the  Society 
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should  be  pat  on  the  twenty  microscopes  in  stock  and  their 
cases,  and  that  no  student  should  be  allowed  to  bring  his 
own  instrument  to  the  class.  Professor  Green  also  asked 
the  Council  to  pay  the  201  which  he  gives  his  assistant. 
The  committee  had  received  an  application  from  Professor 
H.  G.  Greenish  for  a  larger  stipend,  and  granted  a  50Z. 
addition. 

The  PEB3IDENT  stated  in  his  speech  on  the  report  that  the 
50?.  is  to  encourage  Professor  Greenish  in  the  original 
histological  research  in  which  he  is  engaged,  although  apart 
from  that  he  had  done  much  extra-professorial  and  extra- 
official  work  which  merited  recognition. 

This  report  was  also  adopted. 

Kedwood  Scholabship. 

There  were  two  applicants  for  this  research  scholarship, 
-and  the  committee  recommended,  through  the  President, 
-that  it  be  given  to  Mr.  Harold  Browne. 

Mr.  Martin  :  He  is  in  the  house  now? 

The  President  :  He  is  the  late  Bell  scholar,  and  you  will 
•liear  his  name  in  connection  with  various  honours. 

Another  German. 

The  Council  authorised  the  acceptance,  in  lieu  of  the 
'Preliminary  examioati  >d,  of  certificates  in  favour  of  Mr. 
"Richard  Weiss,  from  the  Real  Gymnasiums,  Hassruhe  and 
Carl  Stuttgart. 

Hanbury  Medallist. 
The  report  of  the  usual  committee  showed  that 

Augustus  Vogl, 
professor  of  pharmacology  and  pharmacognosy,  Vienna 
University,  had  been  selected  to  receive  the  Hanbury  gold 
medal  in  October.  The  President  mentioned  that  so  far 
the  medal  had  gone  to  recipients  in  Russia,  Germany,  France, 
United  States,  and  England,  and  there  is  a  fitness  in  now 
giving  it  to  an  Austrian. 

An  Exceptional  Proceeding. 

The  President,  as  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Bournemouth,  reported  upon 
his  visit.  His  remarks  were  mainly  complimentary  of  the 
local  committee,  especially  Mr.  G.  E.  Bridge,  whose  power  of 
organisation,  patience,  long-suffering,  and  boundless  hospi- 
tality he  referred  to  with  evident  pleasure.  The  advantage 
of  nearly  all  the  visitors  staying  under  one  roof  he  com- 
mented upon,  and  dealt  with  a  few  of  the  incidents  of  the 
meeting  allied  to  the  social  side. 

Mr.  Martin  endorsed  what  the  President  said,  throwing 
in  Mr.  Hardwick  and  Mr.  Toone  as  deserving  of  special 
mention. 

Mr.  Atkins  acknowledged  the  compliments  on  behalf  of 
the  chemists  of  Bournemouth,  as  he  considers  himself  almost 
a  Bournemouth  man,  and  said  that  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference would  tend  to  consolidate  the  interests  of  pharmacy 
on  the  spot. 

Mr.  Martindale  put  in  a  word  for  the  Liverpool  meeting, 
over  which  he  is  to  preside  next  year,  and  the  matter 
dropped.

Whitewash  Needed. 

The  Research  Laboratory  is  in  a  bad  mess,  Mr.  Bottle 
reported,  for  he  had  gone  over  it  the  previous  night  and 
found  the  ceiling  of  the  staircase  much  damaged  because 
the  researchers,  or  somebody  immediately  concerned,  have  not 
used  the  means  of  ventilation.  Moreover,  the  walls  of  the 
balance-room  show  signs  of  damp  having  trickled  down, 
which  happened  before  the  balances  were  put  there,  and  Mr. 
Bottle  thought  it  was  time  for  those  responsible  to  look  after 
the  balances.  His  part  of  the  matter  was  to  confer  with  the 
painter,  who  has  recommended  that  the  walls  be  scraped, 
whitewashed,  &c. 

The  members  had  a  little  talk  about  this  whitewashing, 
and  Mr.  Walter  Hills  gummed  it  up  neatly  in  saying  of  Mr. 
Bottle's  report,  "  This  shows  what  a  committee  of  one  can 
do."    With  that  the  public  business  terminated.

THE  Exhibition  held  at  the  Conjoint  Board  Examination 
Hall,  Victoria  Embankment,  in  connection  with  the 
British  Medical  Association  meetiDg,  closed  on  Friday 
evening.  It  was  a  distinct  success.  In  fact,  few  who  par- 
ticipated in  it  dreamt  that  it  would  go  so  well,  for  during 
the  two  weeks  preceding  the  opening  of  it  the  Exhibition 
seemed  to  receive  the  cold  shoulder  from  the  Association 
paper.  As  it  was,  few  medical  men  could  resist  the  feast 
that  was  spread  out  for  their  delectation  figuratively  and 
actually,  and  thousands  of  them  trooped  through  the  rooms 
during  the  week.  We  now  conclude  our  report  of  the 
Exhibition. 

On  a  second  visit  before  closing  time  we  became  conscious 
that  our  notes  of  Duncan,  Flockbart  &  Co.'s  exhibit  had  got 
mixed  slightly,  for  we  observed  that  they  did  not  give  their 
blue-label  chloroform  prominence,  but  the  other  makes 
which  are  specially  intended  for  aesthetic  purposes. 

Drugs  and  Pharmaceutical  Preparations. 

Arthur  &  Co  ,  69  Berners  Street,  London,  W.,  had  a  small 
stand  upon  which  they  exhibited  a  variety  of  products, 
among  which  were  antiseptic  handkerchiefs  for  patients 
with  influenza,  &c,  tongue-cloths  of  Japanese  paper,  and  a 
liquid  face- tint  known  as  "Bloom  of  Roses,"  which  is  said 
not  to  wash  off  with  cold  water. 

The  British  Castor  Company,  whose  process  of  manu- 
facturing castor  oil  lea  been  recently  desciibed  in  this 
journal,  made  a  small  but  attractive  display.  Many  of  the 
medical  men,  we  understand,  expressed  satisfaction  with 
this  product,  for  the  reason  that  it  had  not  been  exposed  to 
any  oxidising  influence. 

T.  Christy  &  Co  ,  of  25  Lime  Street,  E  C,  had  their 
usual  interesting  arid  expensive  txbioit  of  lare  plants  and 
drugs,  and  preparations  from  them  Th^se  articles  have 
lately  been  increased  by  several  Brazilian  d  ugs  hitherto  un- 
known or  very  rarely  used  in  Europe,  which  have  been 
brought  back  from  South  America  by  Mc.  Christy,  junr., 
who  has  just  returned,  alter  a  prolonged  stay  in  that  country. 
Among  the  latter  are  syrup  of  Solanum  grandif/orum,  said 
to  be  extensively  used  in  Brazil  as  an  asthma  cure.  Kola 
preparations  of  various  1  i  .els,  including  ko'a  chocolate  and 
cocoa,  kola  tablets, and  nine  and  kolatine  form  an  important 
part  of  the  exhibit.  The  use  of  ko'a  is  contunally  increas- 
ing, and  in  Messrs.  Christy's  preparations  caie  has  been 
taken  to  combine  palatability  with  tfficiency — the  percent- 
age of  kola  ranging,  according  to  the  preparaiion,  from  25 
upwards.  Christia  lint  and  Ctrristia  lintine,  an  aiticle  similar 
to  the  first  named,  but  of  greater  absorbent  power,  and  free 
from  any  fluffy  substance  which  may  be  brooght  into  direct 
contact  with  the  open  wounds,  were  also  shosn,  and  adeps 
lance,  N.W.K  ,  was  well  represented.

had  a  pretty  exhibit  of  cachets  and  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions.   Of  the  latter,  liquor  quininre  salicylatis  was  unques- 


tionably the  most  interesting,  as  each  fluid  drachm  contains 
1  grain  of  the  salicylate,  yet  mixes  clear  with  water.  It  is 
an  elegant  preparation.  The  cachets  are  made  according 
to  a  new  French  system,  that  of  Dr.  Finot,  and  Messrs. 
Cooper  &  Co.  are  agents  for  the  machine  as  well  as  suppliers 
of  the  cachets.  The  cachets  are  similar  in  construction 
but  different  in  appearance  from  others,  as  they  have  a 
beautiful  polished  surface,  and  may  be  tinted  to  any  colour  : 
heDce  the  small  space  occupied  by  Cooper  &  Co.  was  as- 
pretty  a  space  as  there  was  in  the  Exhibition.    We  under- 


stand that  the  basis  of  the  cachets  is  wheaten  flour,  and  the 
polish  is  obtained  simply  by  steam-heat  and  pressure.  The 
apparatus  used  for  filling  the  cachets  is  simple.  First,  there 
is  a  polished  mahogany  tray  to  leceive  the  first  halves  of  the 
cachets.  Next,  the  metal  tray  with  the  cups  inserted  into  it 
is  placed  on,  and  the  powder  introduced,  the  rod  being  used 
to  pack  the  powder,  if  necessary  ;  then  the  tray  is  taken  off, 
and  the  second  halves  of  the  cachets  are  lifted  by  the  holder, 
the  edges  damped,  and  the  half  pressed  upon  the  other, 
releasing  it  by  pressing  the  spring  frjtctor  shown  in  the 
section  of  the  holder.  The  apparatus  is  as  beautifully  made 
as  the  cachets,  and  the  printing  on  the  latter  gives  them  a 
distinction  all  their  own. 

Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb  made  a  small  display,  in 
which  they  included  their 
Savaresse's  capsules,  a 
number  of  fluid  extracts, 
the  Montserrat  lime-fruit 
juice,  and  a  specially  fine 
sample  of  sandal  oil,  of 
remarkably  pale  colour.  A 
few  good  specimens  of 
drugs  were  al-o  included. 

Messrs.  Glbndenning 
&  Sons,  of  Newcastle-  on- 
Tyne,  UEable  to  get  SDace 
at  the  Examination  Hall, 
obtained  shelter  for  their 
exhibit  of  beefand-malt 
wine  from  Parbe,  Davis  & 
Co.  At  the  laboratories  of 
the  latter  they  set  up  a 

handsome  stand,  upon  which  the  wine  was  displayed,  and  it 
made  not  an  inappropriate  side-show  to  the  "Mosquera" 
peptonised  beef,  for  that  is  the  preparation  which,  with 
malt-extract,  goes  to  form  the  active  constituents  of  the 
wine,  and  certainly  it  is  one  of  the  nicest  flavoured  and 
most  nutritious  we  have  met  with.  Messrs.  Glendenning 
are  also  makers  of  a  coca  wine.  They  claim— justly,  we 
think — that  their  special  knowledge  of  the  wine-trade 
enables  them  to  select  fit  wines  for  these  preparations,  and 
that  this  knowledge  is  an  important  factor  in  the  medicated- 
wine  trade. 

Messrs.  R  W.  Greefp  &  Co.  had  an  interesting  collectioD 
of  some  of  the  latest  of  the  German  synthetic  products.  The- 
anti-venomous  serum,  which  is  serum  taken  from  the  ass- 
or  horse  immunised  against  snake-poison,  is,  we  believe, 
the  very  latest.  Airol,  an  odourless  substitute  for  iodoform 
and  saccharin  (Monnet),  were  also  included  in  this  exhibit,, 


Evan's,  Lescher  &  Webb. 
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together  with  specimens  of  phenacetin,  sulphonal,  salol. 
and  thiol. 

C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Sons,  of  35-42  Charlotte  Street,  E.C., 
although  only  occupying  a  medium-sized  stand,  showed  a 
variety  of  preparations,  the  mere  enumeration  of  which 
would  be  impossible  in  this  space.  The  left-hand  corner 
was  occupied  by  a  number  of  large  bottles  of  tasteless  fluid 
-extract  of  cascara,  lin.  algae,  syr.  hypophos.  co.,  and  soluble 
liquid  extract  of  cinchona,  prepared  by  Hewlett's  process. 
The  antiseptic  "preparations  included  emollient  cream,  anti- 
septic pellets  for  the  rapid  preparation  of  perchloride  solu- 
tion, and  jellies  containing  1  part  per  mille  of  perchloride  of 
mercury,  in  combination  with  thymol,  eucalyptus,  and  other 
such  substances.  A  large  show  was  made  of  clinical  tests  for 
urine-analysis  ;  while  the  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions numbered  about  twenty  different  varieties.  Small  bottles 
■of  fluid  extracts  and  liquors  and  compressed  tablets  com- 
pleted the  show.  That  old  favourite  cough  -remedy,  Hewlett's 
Mist,  tussi  rub.  cone ,  a  preparation  of  hydrobromic  acid, 
oulorodyne,  ether,  hydrocyanic; acid,  syrupus  cocci,  &c,  was, 
seedless  to  say,  very  much  in  evidence. 

The  Ichthyol  Company,  of  Hamburg  and  20  High 
Bolborn,  were  not  represented  in  the  main  building,  where  we 
understand  they  could  not  obtain  a  suitable  position,  but 
secured  a  position  in  a  back  room  in  King's  College,  where 
their  beautiful  exhibition  case  was  seen  at  a  decided  dis- 
advantage. The  firm's  products,  as  is  well  known,  consist  of 
ichthyol,  which  is  obtained  by  the  distillation  of  the  fossilised 
remains  of  fish  and  sea  animals  found  on  the  Alps  and  Tyrol, 
probably  at  altitudes  just  under  the  snow  line.  It  is  now 
some  years  since  the  derivatives  of  this  bituminous  mineral 
•were  first  introduced  into  therapeutics,  and  they  have  since 
Tapidly  made  their  way.  At  the  exhibit  in  King's  College 
several  specimens  of  the  deposit  still  showing  the  fossilised 
remains  of  fish  were  on  view,  as  well  as  nearly  all  the  sub- 
stances manufactured  from  ichthyol,  which  contains  sulphur 
•in  a  perfectly  soluble  form  to  the  extent  of  fully  15  per  cent. 
The  principal  agent  used  in  therapeutics  is  the  ammonium 
salt,  which  is  generally  preferred  to  the  salts  of  sodium, 
lithium,  and  zinc  ;  indeed,  this  salt  has  become  to  be  gene- 
rally known  by  the  name  of  ichthyol.  It  is  largely  used 
internally  in  the  form  of  a  solution,  or  in  pills  and  capsules, 
the  latter  being  preferable  for  patients  who  find  some  diffi- 
■cnlty  in  accustoming  themselves  to  the  peculiar  taste  of 
the  salt.  Ichthyol  soaps  are  also  becoming  very  popular,  the 
two  kinds  shown  at  the  exhibition  being  a  10-per-cent. 
superfatted  soap  mainly  used  for  medical  purposes  and 
named  after  Dr.  Unna  its  inventor,  and  a  toilet-soap. 

Jeyes'  Sanitaby  Compounds  Company  (Limited) 
occupied  one  of  the  largest  stands  in  Room  A.  The  variety  of 
articles  shown  by  this  enterprising  firm  is  becoming  almost 
bewildering.  They  are  constant  exhibitors  at  the  annual 
•Museum,  and  every  year  new  preparations  are  added  to  their 
list.  On  this  occasion  they  especially  showed  three  new  iodine 
compounds  called  Noaophene,  Antinosine,  and  Eudoxine. 
The  articles,  which  are  introduced  as  iodoform  substitutes, 
are  manufactured  in  Germany,  and  the  agency  for  them  has 
just  been  taken  up  by  Jeyes' Company ;  in  fact,  we  under- 
stand that  a  representative  of  the  German  factory  travelled 
■especially  to  London  with  samples  of  the  new  remedies,  so 
as-  to  have  them  ready  for  exhibition.  Nosophene  is  the 
.mother-substance  from  which  the  two  others  are  derived, 
antico3ine  being  its  soluble  sodium  salt,  eudoxine  the 
'bismuth  salt.  Nosophene  is  a  greyish-brown  powder; 
it  i3  completely  odourless  and  tasteless,  and  contains  67  7 
per  cent,  of  iodine  in  combination  ;  it  is  insoluble  in  water, 
■slightly  soluble  in  alcohol,  and  more  soluble  in  ether  and 
■chloroform.  Several  investigators  have  found  that  it  is 
absolutely  devoid  of  toxic  properties.  Antinosine  is  an 
indigo- blue  powder;  it  is  readily  soluble  in  water,  and 
possesses,  it  is  said,  greater  antiseptic  powers  than  iodoform 
or  any  of  the  iodine  preparations  hitherto  employed. 
Eudoxine  occurs  as  a  reddish-brown  powder,  insoluble 
in  water,  and  without  either  odour  or  taste.  It  is  specially 
recommended  for  internal  use  in  stomachic  and  intestinal 
troubles.  A  good  show  was  also  made  of  migrainin  and 
lysidine,  the  latter  being  a  solvent  of  uric  acid  ;  and  of  caini- 
ferrine.  Jeyes'  well-known  disinfecting- preparations,  it  is 
needless  to  say,  were  tastefully  and  well  represented. 

B  Kuhn,  of  36  St.  Mary-at-Hill,  B.C.,  showed  the  papain 
products  Of  Dr.  Finkler  &  Co  ,  of  which  he  is  the  agent,  as . 


well  as  the  various  chemical  manufactures  of  the  firm  of 
Knoll.  Dr.  Balme's  sublimated  paper  was  also  exhibited. 
These  papers  give  in  two  minutes  a  solution  of  corrosive 
sublimate  of  any  strength  required,  the  sublimate  contained 
in  them  being  kept  in  a  soluble  form.  Dr.  Bengue's  ethyl- 
chloride  inhaler  has  lately  been  placed  on  the  market  in  an 
improved  shape.  It  has  been  noticed  occasionally  that  the 
ethyl  dissolved  the  indiarubber  in  the  stopper,  which  blocked 
up  the  orifice.  For  that  reason  the  container  is  now  made 
with  a  double  outlet,  one  being  intended  for  use  in  case  of 
emergency  only.  Our  illustration  shows  the  improvement  in 
question. 

Mackey,  Mackey  &  Co.,  of  175  Grange  Road,  Bermond- 
sey,  S.E  ,  had  a  nice  and  varied  exhibit  of  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  numbering  about  sixty  varieties.  Their  new 
cerium  preparations  consist  of  nine  salts— ammonio-citrate, 
ammonio-tartrate,  ammonio-lactate,  potassio-citrate.potassio- 
tartrate,  potassiolactate,  sodio-citrate,  sodio-tartrate,  and 
sodio-lactate — all  of  them  soluble  and  neutral,  and  forming 
valuable  therapeutic  agents  in  combination  with  other 
medicines.  Mackey 's  mistura  bismuthi  composita  was  also 
shown  prominently.  It  contains  bismuth  in  combination 
with  chloroform,  hydrocyanic  acid,  nux  vomica,  and  morphia, 
and  mixes  in  water  without  precipitation. 

Me.  MabtinDale's  collection  of  pharmaceutical  remedies 
though  it  occupied  a  comparatively  small  space,  seemed  to 
be  almost  a  full  line  of  his  ' '  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  "  items.  He 
was  somewhat  reluctant  to  commit  himself,  in  reply  to  our 
inquiry  as  to  the  very  latest ;  but  ultimately  voted  in  favour 
of  scopolamine  hydrobromate.  This  remedy  is  administered 
in  very  minute  doses,  and  Mr.  Martindale  says  it  has  super- 
seded hyoscine.  Besides  chemicals,  he  showed  a  great 
number  of  pharmaceutical  preparations,  bougies,  capsules, 
tablets,  ointments,  elixirs,  &c.  The  object  of  the  exhibit 
was  to  show  how,  by  extemporaneous  pharmacy,  medicine 
can  be  adapted  to  the  patient  rather  than  the  patient  to 
the  medicine,  as  the  preparations  could,  with  few  excep- 
tions, be  made  in  an  hour's  time.  It  goes  without  saying 
that  there  were  on  the  stand  more  examples  of  elegant 
pharmacy  thaD,  perhaps,  in  any  other  exhibit  in  the  museum, 
because  they  were  simply  samples  picked  out  of  a  West- 
end  dispensing-pharmacy  which  is  frequented  by  the  lead- 
ing medical  men  of  the  day.  For  this  very  reason  it  is 
difficult  to  paiticularise,  as  our  space  would  limit  us  to  a 
mere  list  of  the  preparations. 

Francis  Newbeby  &  Son's  exhibit  was  a  prettily- 
arranged  display  of  the  pharmaceutical  products  made  by 
William  R.  Warner  &  Co., 
of  Philadelphia.  The 
novelties  to  which  atten- 
tion was  particularly 
directed  at  this  stand 
were  lithia  and  Vichy 
effervescent  tablets.  One 
of  these  tablets  dropped 
into  a  glass  of  water 
yields  a  well-charged 
draught  possessing  all 
the  properties  of  the 
well-known  medicinal 
waters  which  they  repre- 
sent. Compound  sumbul 
pills  (made  of  sumbul, 
asafostida,  sulphate  of 
iron,  and  aisenious  acid) 
from  a  formula  by  Dr. 
Goodell      were  shown 

as  superior  in  many  cases  to  Blaud's  pills.  A  cathartic 
cascara  pill  and  many  others,  and  a  compound  salicylic 
elixir,  the  exact  formulae  of  all  of  which  were  given,  were 
examined  with  interest  by  the  medical  visitors.  The  virtues 
of  bromo  soda  with  caffeine,  ingluvin,  and  the  other 
establiahed  specialities  which  the  house  of  Warner  has  made 
famous  were  expounded  as  opportunity  occurred. 

Paeke,  Davis  &  Co.,  of  Detroit  and  London,  had 
an  attractively-arranged  exhibit,  which  comprised  an  im- 
mense variety  of  the  most  modern  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts. Among  the  latest  of  their  medicinal  novelties  we 
noticed  f erratic,  a  combination  of  iron  and  albumen,  and 
laotophenin,  an  antipyretic  and  analgesic,  acting  like 
phenacetin,  and  recommended  as  a  specific  in  typhoid. 


W.  R.  Warner  &  Co. 
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The  exhibit  was,  however,  cc  mparatively  subsidiary  to  the 
attractions  which  the  firm  ofiered  at  their  laboratories  and 
warehouse,  North  Audley  Street,  W.,  to  which  they  were 
compelled  to  ieso:t  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  securing 
adequate  space  at  the  Examination-hall ;  in  fact,  they  really 
used  the  latter  chiefly  for  dispensing  invitations  to  medical 
men  to  visit  their  laboratories.  One  of  our  staff  called  there, 
and  found  a  most  attractive  exhibit,  and  Mr.  Welz?l,  from 
Detroit,  and  Mr.  Fisk  to  do  the  honours.  Mr.  Wetzel  has 
just  returned  from  the  Continent,  where  he  has  been  in  1 
communication  with  leading  bacteriologists  and  pharma- 
cologists, the  growth  of  animal  and  serum  therapeutics 
being  the  subject  of  his  interviews.  This  is  a  matter  which 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  have  grappled  with  as  thoroughly  as  they 
have  done  vegetable  materia  medica,  as  to  which  no  one  who 
has  seen  their  botanical  laboratories  in  Detroit,  or  studied 
their  botanical  and  pharmacological  bulletins,  can  doubt  their 
pre-eminence.  Now,  Mr.  Wetzel  says,  whether  serum 
therapeutics  is  a  passing  phase  of  medical  treatment  or  a 
permanent  acquirement,  P.  D.  &  Co.  have  kept  in  touch 
with  it  from  the  first,  and  have  supplied  the  remedies  on  the 
commercial  scale.  But  other  departments  of  their  work 
have  gone  on  uninterruptedly,  and  there  were  not  a  few 
novelties  exhibited  in  the  collection  of  galenical  and  other 
products  shown  at  the  la- 
boratories. The  annexed 
illustration  gives  a  fair  idea 
of  the  nature  of  the  exhibit. 
In  the  compressing- room 
the  machines  were  at  work, 
and  medical  men  seemed  to 
be  much  interested  in  how 
it  is  done.  One  machine 
was  making  bronchial  lo- 
zenges from  a  dry-sugar 
basis,  the  pressure  em- 
ployed being  three  tons. 
At  a  corner  of  the  labora- 
tory a  woman  was  making 
tablet-triturates,  and  close 
by  a  sugar-coating  pan  was 
at  work.  Elsewhere  the 
superintending  chemist  was 
demonstrating  the  com- 
parative activity  of  half-a- 
dozen  commercial  pepsins, 
as  a  result  of  which  we 
noted  that  £  gr.  of  the  P., 
D.  &  Co.  aseptic  pepsin 
completely  digested  as 
much  albumen  as  10  gr.  of 
an  English  pepsin  ;  indeed, 
the  latter  had  not  effected 
solution  completely  in  the 
time  that  the  aseptic  pepsin 
showed  complete  peptoni- 
sation.  But  the  most  inte- 
resting thing  in  the  diges- 
tive line  was  undoubtedly 
Taka-Diasta-e.  We  men- 
tioned some  time  ago  (vol. 
xlv„  p  885)  that  Mr. 
Jokichi  Takamine,  a  Japan- 
ese chemist,  had  obtained, 

by  the  cultivation  of  a  fungus-growth  on  wheat-bran,  a  change 
similar  to  what  takes  place  in  malting.  From  the  cultivated 
fungus  an  extract  is  produced,  which  is  exceedingly  powerful  i 
in  diastase.  Several  forms  of  the  product  are  made,  and  the 
manufacture  of  that  for  medicinal  purposes  has  been  secured 
by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  It  is  called  Taka- Diastase,  and 
appears  in  the  form  of  a  light-brown,  non-bygroscopic 
powder,  being,  we  understand,  a  mixture  of  the  principle  and 
milk-sugar.  The  activity  of  Taka-Diastase  is  astonishing. 
We  saw  it  compared  with  malt-extracts,  a  drachm  of  the 
latter  being  used  with  a  drachm  of  corn-starch,  but  only 
§  gr.  of  the  Taka-Diastase  was  used,  yet  it  completed 
the  conversion  of  the  starch  well  within  ten  minutes,  while 
the  other  mixtures  still  reacted  with  iodine.  It  is  obvious, 
therefore,  that  there  is  a  great  future  for  this  product.  In 
our  illustration  (which  13  a  section  of  the  exhibit)  a  tableful 
of  George  F.  Davis's  publications  is  shown. 


Price's  Patent  Candle  Company  had  a  modest  show 
for  so  big  a  firm.  Their  pure  glycerine  was  the  leading 
article,  but  it  was  supplemented  by  a  number  of  their  sani- 
tary and  other  soaps  and  night-lights. 

James  Robertson  &  Co  ,  of  Edinburgh,  occupied  a  small 
stand,  at  which  they  showed  specimens  of  their  flexible  gela- 
tine capsules,  which  are  a  speciality  of  the  firm.  The 
capsules  are  made  in  eight  different  sizes,  containing  respec- 
tively from  3  to  90  minims  of  fluid  medicaments.  The 
leading  varieties  here  shown  were  apiol,  antifebiin,  cascara,. 
creasote,  and  guaiacol. 

Salamon  &  Co.  (Limited),  Rainham,  Essex,  who,  a  few 
years  ago  commenced  the  manufacture  of  chloroform  and 
ether,  showed  samples  of  both.  Their  absolute  sether.  puris- 
simus,  B  P.  (sg.  0  720),  is  used  in  many  hospitals. 

The  Sanitas  Company  (Limited)  had  an  excellently 
arranged  exhibit  of  their  Sanitas  antiseptics  and  disinfectants, 
special  attention  being  given  to  those  used  in  medicine  and 
surgery.  The  various  kinds  of  apparatus  devised  by  Mr. 
Kinzett  for  vaporisirg  Sanitas,  and  a  special  antiseptic 
solution  for  use  during  surgical  operations,  were  exhibited, 
and  appeared  to  be  much  esteemed  by  the  medical 
visitors. 

G.  &  G.  Stern  showed  a  novelty  called  the  "  Neena.

Breast-shield,"  a  convex  sheet  of  xylonite,  perforated,  and 
bound  on  the  circumference  by  a  pneumatic  silk-covered 
air-tube.  These  are  found  to  be  very  useful  in  the  treatment 
of  sore  breasts,  and  they  are,  we  are  told,  sold  in  Bond  Street 
to  ladies  who  desire  to  improve  their  figures.  Messrs.  Stern 
are  now  bringing  forward  a  new  chocolate-flavoured  food  for 
infants  and  invalids,  which  they  name  "  Narissa."  It  is 
declared  to  contain  over  20  per  cent,  of  albumen,  and  to  be 
rich  in  fats  and  phosphates.  Their  pepsalia  and  pumiline 
preparations  were,  of  course,  the  staple  of  their  exhibit. 
Another  addition  to  their  list  is  a  lozenge  for  the  relief  of 
bronchial  affections,  which  contains  a  combination  of  pumi- 
line essence  and  menthol.  These  lozenges  are  described  as 
"  Talones." 

Warrick  Brothers,  of  Old  Swan  Lane,  E.G.— The  only 
article  exhibited  by  this  firm  out  of  their  numerous  speci- 
alities, was  the  iron  jelloids,  which  have  now  been  on  the 
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market  for  two  or  three  years,  and  consist  of  a  permanent 
preparation  of  the  prosalts  of  iron  by  a  patent  process 
which  prevents  oxidation.  The  jelloids  of  Bland's  pills  are 
of  5,  10,  15,  and  20  grains  strength,  and  lately  they  have 
also  been  made  in  combination  with  arsenic  and  certain 
other  substances.  The  firm  showed  a  large  number  of  testi- 
monials and  orders  from  medical  men. 

"  Terrol,"  the  petroleum  substitute  for  cod-liver  oil,  was 
offered  for  inspection  for  the  first  time  at  these  exhibitions. 
The  Terrol  Company's  office  is  at  Devonshire  Road,  Forest 
Hill. 

Wyleys'  (Limited),  Coventry. — This  well-known  firm  of 
manufactuiing  chemists  had  a  small  stand  next  to  that  of 
Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb.  They  showed  an  interesting  selec- 
tion of  pellets,  hypodermic  requisites,  pearl-coated  pills,  and 
pharmaceutical  preparations  generally.  AmoDg  the  pellets 
was  Photopel,  which  still  retains  its  ho  d  with  amateur 
photographers  as  a  reliable  and  ^convenient  developer. 
Our  representative  was  also  shown  a  new  hsematic  pellet 
containing  iron  with  a  chocolate  base,  as  well  as  a  new  and 
very  practical  ophthalmic  ointment-tube  in  which  the  chief 
novelty  consists  of  a  small  wooden  cone  which  is  screwed  on 
in  place  of  the  ordinary  cap  covering,  so  that  the  ointment 
can  be  at  once  applied  to  the  eye.  The  exhibit  also  con- 
tained many  excellent  galenical  preparations  and  granular 
effervescing  compounds. 

Foods. 

In  the  absence  of  opportunities  for  sampling  medicated 
owines,  which  have  been,  perhaps,  rather  too  abundant  at 
previous  exhibitions,  visitors  con- 
soled themselves  occasionally  by 
draughts  of  "  Ideal "  milk,  handed 
to  them  by  one  of  two  smart 
nurses  at  the  stand  of  the  Anglo- 
American  Condensed  Milk 
Company.  It  is  claimed  for  this 
milk  that  it  is  not  sweetened,  but 
preserved  solely  by  sterilisation, 
and  enriched  by  the  addition  of 
20  per  cent,  of  pure  cream. 

The  Aylesbury  Daiby  Com- 
pany   (Limited),   of    31  St. 
Petersburg     Place,  Bayswater, 
occupied   places   at    each  side 
of  the  large  exhibit  of  Messrs. 
Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  No 
vnew  preparations  were  shown  by  the  firm  this  year,  but 
they  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  some 
alteration  in  the  mode  of  putting  up  their  special  milk-food 
for  infants,  hitherto  sold  under  the  green  label.    This  food  is 
»now  divided  into  two  classes— No.  1,  humanised  milk,  which 
is  prepared  with  a  minimum  percentage  of  casein,  and  should 
be  used  as  a  preliminary  diet ;  and  No.  2,  milk  containing  the 
full  percentage  of  albuminoids.    Other  articles  shown  by  the 
•  firm  were  their  special  sterilised  milk-food,  which  is  put  up 
in  vacuum-stoppered  bottles,  and  their  specially-prepared 
sterilised  whey,  free  from  acid,  fat,  or  casein,  and  containing 
.  almost  all  the  salts  present  in  whole  milk.     The  proportion 
of  phosphates  in  the  whey  is  smaller  than  that  of  milk  ;  on 
the  other  hand,  that  of  chlorides  is  considerably  larger. 
Koumiss,  of  course,  occupied  a  prominent  place  in  the 
exhibit. 

Other  opportunities  of  refreshment  were  supplied  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  exhibition  by  the  Aylesbury  Dairy 

-Company  and  by  Messrs.  J.  S.  Fry  &  Sons,  whose  cocoa 
and  chocolate  seemed  extremely  attractive. 

On  Thursday  the  directors  of  Bovril  had  carriages  waiting 
to  take  the  medicos  to  afternoon  tea  at  the  company's  offices, 

•63  Bath  Street,  City  Road,  and  when  they  got  there  they 
naturally  gravitated  to  the  "invalid"  section,  where  special 
preparations  of  bovril,  combining  vegetables,  meat,  and 
digestive  concomitants,  were  on  view.  In  inspecting  the 
-various  departments,  which  were  in  full  operation,  the 
visitors  were  informed  that  the  directors  had  set  aside  1,0002. 
as  a  bonus  fund  for  distribution  among  the  most  deserving 
members  of  the  staff  at  the  head  office,  branches,  and 
factory,  whose  ordinary  remuneration  is  not  regulated  by 
percentage  on  sales  or  by  percentage  of  profits  earned  by 
•the  company.  Lord  Playfair  and  several  other  directors  of 
4he  company  were  in  attendance  during  the  afternoDn. 


Amclo-Swiss  Courtesies. 


Callard  &  Co.,  of  65  Regent  Street,  W.,  bad  a  nice  exhibit 
of  starchless  and  sugarless  foods,  specially  recommended  for 
sufferers  from  diabetes,  gout,  obesity,  &c.  They  kept  a 
bottle  of  iodine  solution  on  their  exhibit  so  as  to  convince 
visitors  that  their  preparations  stand  the  iodine  test.  The 
principal  articles  displayed  were  gluten  bread,  soy  biscuits  and 
bread,  and  various  fancy  biscuits  sweetened  with  saccharin 
instead  of  sugar.  Callard's  ivory  jelly  for  invalids  is  pre- 
pared from  powdered  ivory,  which  was  also  shown  on  one 
or  two  plates.  The  jelly  is  naturally  rich  in  phosphates  and 
bone  salts,  both  of  which  were  here  found  in  an  easily 
assimilable  state.  It  may  be  had  sweetened  either  with 
saccharin  or  with  sugar. 

The  Liquor  Carnis  Company,  of  23a  Farringdon 
Street,  B.C.,  and  Aston  Clinton,  this  year  departed  from  the 
policy  of  not  exhibiting  their  products  which  they  adopted 
at  Bristol.  It  is  true  that  the  Bristolian  diagrams  were  pre- 
sent on  this  occasion  al90 ;  but  they  served  only  as  a  kind  of 
foil  to  a  fairly  large  display  of  the  firm's  products.  "  Virol," 
or  bone-marrow  food,  one  of  the  many  preparations  that 
have  of  late  years  appeared  on  the  market  expressly  to  dis- 
possess that  old  favourite  cod-liver  oil,  was  there,  as  well  as 
"  Marrol,"  "  L.C.C. "  meat-juice  (not  named  in  honour  of  the 
London  County  Council,  but  after  the  company  itself), 
"  Virol  sans  suere"  and  all  the  other  popular  Liquor  Carnis 
p-eparations.  Tne  diagrams  illustrated  the  relative  digesti- 
bility of  virol  and  milk,  and  their  chemical  composition. 
A  novelty  on  the  table  was  a  square  piece  of  what  looks  like 
linoleum  or  imitation  crocodile-skin,  but  which  is  really 
the  residue  of  the  raw  beef  from  which  the  Liquor  Carnis  is 
made  as  it  leaves  the  powerful  hydraulic  press  where  its 
juice  is  extracted. 

The  Norwegian  Milk  Condensing  Company  (Limited), 
of  5  Philpot  Lane,  EC,  were  represented  at  the  Exhibition  for 
the  first  time;  indeed,  so  far  as  we  know,  they  are  the  first  con- 
densed-milk company  who  have  appealed  to  our  markets  from 
Norway.  The  "  Viking"  milk  is  unsweetened,  and  certified  by 
analysis  to  be  prepared  by  concentration  of  fresh  unskimmed 
cows'  milk.  No  preservative  is  added,  in  spite  of  which  it 
appears  that  the  keeping  properties  of  the  milk  are  very 
satisfactory.  The  article  is  very  nicely  put  up,  and  there 
was  something  really  remarkable  in  the  ingenious  way  in 
which  the  tins  had  been  manipulated  and  arranged  into 
mathematical  figures  on  the  stand.  This  condensed  milk 
has  been  on  the  English  market  for  some  time,  but  it 
is  only  recently  that  the  proprietors  have  started  an 
office  of  their  own  in  London.  The  originator  of  the  process 
by  which  the  milk  is  manufactured  is  Dr.  Olaf  Olsen,  of 
Christiania.  The  same  firm  who  exhibited  this  milk  also  act 
as  agents  for  Gaskin's  cocoa,  of  which  they  showed  several 
samples. 

The  Standard  Malt  Extract  Company  (Limited),  of 
23  Billiter  Street,  B.C.,  showed  their  speciality  in  its  various 
forms,  of  which  the  principal  are  a  liquid  extract,  called 
"  Diastol,"  said  to  be  from  fifteen  to  twenty  times  stronger  in 
diastase  than  any  other  extract  on  the  market ;  the  extract 
of  malt  with  cod-liver  oil,  containing  25  per  cent,  of  the 
latter  ;  and  the  "  Standard  Malt  Extract,"  affirmed  to  be 
unusually  rich  in  carbohydrates,  mineral  phosphates,  and 
albuminoids,  while  retaining  the  greatest  possible  amount 
of  diastase  present  in  the  barley  from  which  it  is  made. 
An  alteration,  the  gentleman  in  charge  of  the  exhibit  told 
us,  has  lately  been  made  in  the  ptice  and  shape  of  the 
bottles,  the  square  bottles  having  been  discarded  in  favour 
of  others  with  rounded  corners  ;  while  the  price  of  the  Is. 
size  has  been  raised  to  Is  3d ,  and  the  2s.  6d.  and  4s.  6d. 
bottles  are  reduced  to  2s.  3d.  and  4s.  respectively. 

Surgical  Appliances  and  Instruments. 

Curry  &  Paxton,  195  Great  Portland  Street,  W.,  showed 
a  varied  selection  of  spectacles  and  other  appliances  for 
ophthalmic  use.  Among  the  novelties  which  they  have 
recently  brought  out  one  is  the  double  action  pince-nez, 
which  is  specially  constructed  for  reading  near  objects ; 
the  other  is  a  new  modern  trial  frame,  which  is  said 
to  be  the  lightest  of  the  kind  ever  manufactured ;  the  spherical 
lens  is  placed.in  a  groove  behind  the  graduated  scale  and  the 
cylindrical  lens  in  front,  both  being  held  in  position  by  means 
of  a  light  spring,  which  prevents  the  dropping  of  lenses  when 
the  frame  is  removed  from  the  face.    The  other  exhibits  of 
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The  Domes  Company's  Varicose-vein 
Pad. 


ithe  firm  included  various  ophthalmoscopes,  optometers,  and 
perimeters. 

The  "  Dombn"  Belts  company,  of  61  Moor  Lane,  E  C, 
'had  a  good  exhibit,  though  rather  ineffectively  placed,  of 

their  abdominal  and  ob- 
stetric beks  and  other 
surgical  appliances.  One 
of  these — the  "  Domen  " 
varicose  circlet — we  illus- 
trate here.  It  is  a  simple 
but  ingenious  contrivance, 
acting  as  an  artificial  vein- 
valve,  and  looks  like  a 
garter  (a).  It  is  fitted  with  a 
curved  watch-spring  steel, 
and  contains  a  pad  filled 
with  glycerine,  in  order  to 
keep  the  part  moist.  The 
pad  rests  on  the  part 
affected,  and  care  should 
be  taken  to  apply  the 
circlet  above  the  distended 
portion  of  the  vein.  As 
the  spring  is  so  curved  that 
no  pressure  is  applied  ex- 
cepting to  the  part  where 
the  pad  lies,  the  circulation 
,  of  the  blood  is  not  im- 
peded. The  "  Stoop-cure," 
an  appliance  of  which  the 
'name  fully  indicates  the  use,  is  constructed  on  an  auto- 
matically-shaped back-piece  to  the  corset.  It  contains 
steel  watch-springs  running  parallel  with  the  spine  and  two 
springs  extending  from  the  centre  line  to  the  shoulders, 
■with  straps  drawing  the  shoulders  backwards,  thus  increasing 
the  size  of  the  thoracic  cavity.  The  "  Domen  "  abdominal 
■belts  for  pregnancy,  umbilical  hernia,  &c,  should  also  be 
mentioned. 

Dowie  &  Marshall,  of  455  Strand,  had  a  small  exhibit 
showing  their  hygienic  boots  and  shoes.  This  firm  is  repre- 
sented at  the  Exhibition  every  year  with  great  regularity ; 
but  on  this  occasion  no  novelties  were  shown.  Perhaps  the 
most  interesting  thing  in  their  little  pamphlet  giving  par- 
ticulars of  their  boots  was  a  facsimile  of  a  testimonial  to  Mr. 
James  Dowie  by  no  less  a  person  than  the  late  Mr.  Thomas 
Carlyle,  who  writes,  as  he  pleasantly  puts  it,  '  Not  for 
your  sake  alone,  but  for  that  of  the  public  suffering  much 
in  its  feet,"  and  he  addresses  his  letter  to  "  Mr.  Dowie,  shoe- 
maker, of  Charing  Cross,  or  whatever  the  right  address  may 
be." 

Down  Bbothees,  of  5  and  7  St.  Thomas  Street,  S.E  , 
had  a  very  large  exhibit  of  surgical  instruments.  Among 
the  new  articles  shown  were  an  anaesthetic  inhaler  by 
Mr.  Norman  Porritt,  an  ether- inhaler  with  double  water- 
jacket  by  Mr.  Tyrrell,  and  several  new  ear-instruments.  In 
■contrast  to  the  fine  display  of  the  newest  surgical  instru- 
ments made  by  this  firm  was  a  small  and  dilapidated  case  of 
■old-fashioned  instruments  in  red  morocco  which  belonged  to 
Dr.  Leonard  Gillespie,  who  was  Physician-General  to  the 
fleet  of  Adn_:ral  Nelson,  and  when  retiring  from  active  ser- 
vice established  himself  in  Paris. 

A  large  and  handsome  stand  of  the  Liverpool  Lint 
Company,  Netherfield  Road,  Liverpool,  exhibited  an  assort- 
ment of  flax,  and  lints,  and  wools,  of  which  this  firm  were  the 
pioneers.  The  company  showed  for  the  first  time  the  two 
bronze  medals  of  the  Sanitary  Institute,  which  were  awarded 
•to  them  in  1889  and  1894,  of  which  they  are  especially 
proud.  Their  gentleman  in  charge  of  the  stand  called  our 
attention  to  the  fact  that  protective  lint  and  skin-paddiog 
is  now  put  up  in  nice  metal  boxes,  from  which  it  can  bs 
conveniently  taken  of  any  required  length,  and  also  to  the 
■first-  aid  field  dressings,  which  are  regularly  supplied  to  the 
War  Office  by  the  company.  The  exhibit  was  one  which 
showed  admirably  how  well  the  company  keep  pace  with 
surgical  requirements,  and  even  in  the  small  item  of  crino- 
lette,  cotton,  and  flannel  bandages,  there  was  an  assortment 
which  covered  all  that  peculiar  and  ordinary  cases  demand. 
The  company  also  exhibited  a  selection  of  their  chest  and 
lung  protectors  in  various  styles,  including  the  natural 
lamb's-wool  stockingette,  and  other  things  made  of  similar 
material; 


Montague's  Ear-syringe. 


J.  H.  Montague,  101  New 
Bond  Street,  W.,  showed  a 
variety  of  surgical  instruments, 
among  which,  perhaps,  the 
most  interesting  was  the  patent 
ear-syringe  shown  in  our  illus- 
tration. This  syringe  was  now 
exhibited  for  the  first  time.  Its 
peculiarity  is  that  it  can  be 
inserted  into  the  ear  without 
the  least  danger ;  the  fluid 
injected  returns  through  the 
small  secondary  tube  fixed 
below  the  main  tube,  thus 
rendering  the  operation  at  once 
more  thorough  and  cleanlier. 
Another  novelty  on  this  stand 
was  a  newcombirjation  carriage  - 
satchel    containing    a  clock, 

stethoscope,  hypodermic 
syringe,     looking-glass,  and 
memorandum-book. 

The  Sanitary  Wood  wool 
Company  (Limited),  of  26 
Thavies  Inn,  E.C.,  had  their 
usual  assortment  of  accouche- 
ment outfits,  in  guinea  and 
half-guinea  boxes,  sterilised 
wood  wool  wadding,  wood-wool  antiseptic  sponges  (which 
have  greater  power  of  absorption  than  ordinary  sponge 
possesses),  sanitary  wood-wool  sheets,  and  Hartmann's 
hygienic  antiseptic  towelettes. 

Books  and  Stationery. 
Publishers  of  medical  works  were  unusually  prominent  at 
this  exhibition,  and  their  collections  seemed  to  attract  con- 
siderable attention.  Young  J.  Peatland,  of  London  and 
Edinburgh  ;  the  Scientific  Pi  ess,  of  London  ;  H.  K.  Lewis,  of 
London  ;  the  New  Sydenham  Society,  for  which  H.  K.  Lewis 
is  the  agent,  and  John  Wright  &  Co.,  Bristol,  weie  fully 
represented. 

Cassell  &  Co.  (Limited),  of  Ludgate  Hill,  E.C.,  aie 
probably  more  generally  known  as  publishers  than  Mr. 
Rebman.  They  are  also  the  publishers  of  the  medical  paper 
The  Practitioner,  edited  by  Mr.  Malcolm  Morris.  The  well- 
known  "Handbook  on  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics," by 
J.  Mitchell  Bruce,  M.D.,  and  Dr.  G.  H.  Savage's  book  on 
"  Insanity  "  were  also  shown  on  this  stand,  as  well  as  Mr.  F. 
Treve's  new  and  important  work  entitled  "  A  System  of 
Surgery,"  of  which  as  yet  only  one  volume  has  been  issued, 
the  second  being  in  preparation. 

Danielson  &  Co.,  of  52  Beaumont  Street,  Portland  Place, 
W.,  exhibited  medical  illustrations,  diagrams  for  lectures, 
drawings  from  the  microscope,  and  pathological  specimens 
of  various  kinds,  as  well  as  several  lantern- slides  forlecturing- 
purposes,  slates  engraved  with  brain-diagrams  for  use  in  the 
post-mortem  room,  &c  A  handy  little  book  of  gummed 
detachable  outlines  for  recording  diseases  of  the  chest  and 
abdomen  was  also  shown. 

F.  J.  Rebman,  chemical  publisher,  of  11  Adam  Street, 
Strand,  W.C.,  occupied,  as  usual,  a  very  prominent  position. 
He  has  not  brought  out  many  new  books  since  last  year,  but 
there  are  one  or  two  of  considerable  importance,  one  of  these 
being  Dr.  A.  M.  Hamilton's  "  System  of  Legal  Medicine," 
illustrated  by  many  coloured  plates,  and  a  pictorial  atlas  of 
cutaneous  diseases,  which  is  being  brought  out  in  monthly 
parts.  There  is  also  the  American  standard  work  on 
"  Obstetrics,"  edited  by  Dr.  R  C.  Norris,  in  two  volumes,  and 
copies  of  four  or  five  medical  journals  published  by  Mr. 
Rebman  were  also  to  be  seen  on  the  stand. 

H.  Silverlock,  92  Blaokfriars  Road.  S  E  ,  had  a  small 
exhibit  of  account-books  for  medical  men.  diagrams  for 
clinical  use  in  hospitals,  Symes'  diet-cards  for  consulting- 
rooms,  medical  labels  of  various  kinds,  case- books,  sick-room 
and  nursing  charts,  &c.  Special  attention  was  drawn  to  a 
bulky  but  compact  book  embodying  Dr.  W.  W.  Hardwicke's 
system  of  medical  bookkeeping,  which  combines  in  one 
volume  a  visiting-list,  daybook,  ledger,  cash,  midwifery, 
partnership,  and  banking  bonks.  The  names  are  arranged 
alphabetically,  and  room  is  provided  for  various  members  of 
one  family  among  the  patients. 
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Camwal's  Syphons. 


Waters  . 

Chemists'  Aerated  Mineral- water  Association 
(Limited),  better  known  by  the  name  of  C.A.M.W.A.L., 
had  one  of  the  largest  stands 
in  Room  B.  Their  exhibits 
looked  fresh  and  clean,  owing 
to  the  quantity  of  glass  and 
mirrors  employed  in  putting 
up  the  stand  and  to  the  white 
calico  with  which  it  was  draped. 
One  almost  feared  that  the 
table  on  which  their  ex- 
hibits were  placed  would  give 
■way,  on  account  of  the  very 
large  syphons  of  mineral 
water,  of  which  twenty  were 
shown.  There  was,  further,  a 
large  exhibit  of  non-alcoholic 
pure-fruit  cordials,  including 
sherry,  raspbeny,  strawberry, 
pineapple,  and  lemon,  and  the 
top  of  the  staDd  was  decorated 
by  a  number  of  match-boxes  of 
the  shape  of  syphons,  which 
were  given  away  to  visitors  as 
an  advertisement.  Our  illustra- 
tion shows  the  relative  size  of 
one  ot  these  toy-syphons  and  one  of  the  giants  above 
named.  Particular  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
firm's  syphons  are  filled  at  the  Raven  Spring  in  Mitcham, 
the  water  of  which  is  estimated  to  rise  from  a  depth  of 
2,000  feet. 

J.  Defries  &  Sons  (Limited),  147  Houndsditch,  E  O, 
exhibited  Pasteur-Cham berland  filters  for  various  purposes  ; 
Dr.  Scurfield's  portable  air-testirjg  apparatus,  ecablirjg  an 
approximate  estimate  of  the  efficiency  of  ventilation  of  a 
room  to  be  formed  on  the  spot ;  and  a  number  of  their 
"  Equitex "  appliances  for  disinfection.  Among  the  latter 
were  a  spray  for  disinfecting  rooms  and  objects  to  which  steam 
cannot  be  applied,  a  saturated  steam-disinfector  for  theatres, 
and  a  boiling-pan  for  tuberculous  sputa,  linen,  &c  ,  giving  a 
constant  temperature  of  212°  F. 

Idris  &  Co.,  Pratt  Street,  Camden  Town,  N  W.,  shared  with 
C.A.M.W.AL.  such  distinction  as  attaches  to  the  possession 
of  the  largest  and  most  attractive  stands 
in  Room  B.  There  were  the  usual  speci- 
mens of  the  waters  manufactured  by 
the  firm,  such  as  soda,  lithia,  seltzer, 
lemonade,  &c,  and  they  also  had  a 
dozen  or  so  of  large  2-gallon  show- 
syphons.  The  central  portion  of  the 
stand  was  occupied  by  a  quantity  of 
laboratory-apparatus, in  charge  of  Messrs 
Idris's  chemist,  who  explained  to  visitors 
the  careful  way  in  which  all  the  firm's 
preparations  are  tested  with  regard  to 
their  purity.  He  showed  cultivations 
of  bacilli  along  with  the  processes  by 
which  the  water  employed  by  the  firm 
is  sterilised,  and  visitors  were  afforded 
an  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  various  microscopic 
growths,  ferments,  &c.  Our  illustration  shows  the  apparatus 
employed  by  the  firm  for  ascertaining  the  purity  of 
carbonic  acid.  Gas  is  first  carried  into  one  of  the  glass 
globes,  this  holding  a  definite  measured  quantity.  By 
simply  lifting  the  other  globe,  which  is  filled  with  water 
and  is  in  connection  with  the  gas-globe,  the  gas  is  passed 
into  the  graduated  tube  which  contains  a  solution  of  caustic 
potash.  So  much  of  the  gas  as  is  not  taken  up  by  the  solu- 
tion of  caustic  potash  is  probably  air,  and  it  can  be  read  off 
instantly.  The  proportion  in  Idris  CO„  as  shown  by  the  ex- 
periments is  practically  infinitesimal.  In  connection  with 
Messrs.  Idris's  exhibit  there  was  a  stand  of  the  Viking  Food 
and  Essence  Company,  33  King's  Road,  N.W.,  at  which 
the  well-known  "Viking"  food  specialities  and  delicacies 
for  invalids  were  exhibited.

Testing  Cahbonic- 
acid  Gas  (Idris). 


The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  have  appointed 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Groves,  P.ES.,  Professor  W.  R.  Dunstan, 
Professor  J.  M.  Thomson,  Dr.  Samuel  Rideal,  and  Dr.  R.  T. 
Plimpton  as  examiners  in  chemistry  and  chemical  physics. 

The  whole  of  the  number  of  Arcltiv  der  Pharmacie  issued 
on  July  31  is  devoted  to  a  biography  of  the  late  Professor 
F.  A  Fliickiger,  written  by  Professor  Ed.  Scbiir.  This  shows 
that  in  the  course  of  forty-two  years  of  his  life  he  wrote, 
spoke,  or  was  referred  to  as  an  authority  on  more  than 
three  hundred  subjects. 

A  few  weeks  ago  we  referred  to  an  important  thesis  on 
"  The  Digestive  Ferments,"  which  Dr.  E.  Moody  Smith,  of 
York,  had  presented  to  the  Edinburgh  University  for  his 
M  D.  degree.  This  was  accepted,  and  the  degree  granted, 
and  now  the  University  Senatus  have  intimated  their  inten- 
tion of  conferring  upon  Dr.  Moody  Smith  the  Milner-Fother- 
gill  gold  medal  in  therapeutics  in  further  appreciation  of  his 
thesis. 

The  Evening  Mail  of  Bangalore  has  recently  interviewed 
Mr.  James  Beaty  Forster,  the  principal  of  J.  B.  Forster  &Co., 
pharmaceutical  chemists  there,  and  gives  him  the  better 
part  of  two  columns  of  Mail  space,  of  which  Mr.  Forster 
contributes  some  incidents.  &c ,  which  make  ns,  -who  are 
"  in  the  know,"  smile  Mr.  Forster  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  Mr.  Robson,  of  Carlisle,  is  a  Westminster  College  and 
Major  man,  became  "  a  fellow  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  June,  1888,"  and  was  a  lecturer  in  theoretical  and  practical 
pharmacy  in  the  Westminster  College.  He  also  studied 
medicine.  His  partner  is  Mr.  W.  G.  Paddock,  who  served 
his  apprenticeship  at  Portsea.  They  were  both  together  in 
Madras,  and  their  venture  in  Bangalore  is  a  success.  They 
have  recently  opened  a  new  building  on  South  Parade, 
wherein  the  pharmacy  is  situated,  and  in  the  compound  is 
the  aerated- waters  factory. 

We  subjoin  a  portrait,  which  we  have  received  from  the 
Bolton  Herald,  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Wallwork  Forbes, 
chemist,  Bolton,  to  whose  death  we  referred  last  week. 
Another  local  paper  says:— "  Doctor"  Forbes,  as  he  was 
sometimes  called,  bad,  for  trifling  ailments,  more  "  patients" 
than  aDy  two  medical  men  in  Bolton,  and  his  shop  in  New- 


port Street  was  the  rendezvous  for  many  who  believed  in  his 
skill  to  cure  some  slight,  but  none  the  less  objectionable, 
complaint,  whilst  the  consulting-room  of  a  medical  man 
would  not  be  sought.  "  Draughts,"  supplied  by  Mr.  Forbes, 
were  in  frequent  and  constant  request  by  a  numerous 
clientele,  who  enjoyed,  more  than  their  medicine,  the  old- 
timed  gossip  of  the  chatty  old  dispenser. 
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The  pictures  annexed  represent  a  couple  of 
displays  which  formed  a  background  to  the 
very  attractive  exhibition  of  medical  anti- 
quities which  Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  & 
Co.  offered  at  the  Victoria  Kooms  of  the 
Savoy  Hotel  last  week  during  the  session 
of  the  British  Medical  Association.  These 
were  placed  in  recesses  of  the  spacious 
rooms,  the  floDr  being  occupied  with  the 
glass  cases  cantaining  the  many  objects  of 
surgical  interest  of  Korean,  Etruscan,  and 
Pompeian  origin.  The  ancient  bottles, 
pots,  mortars,  &c,  shown  in  the  upper 
sketch  were  lent  to  Messrs.  Oppen- 
heimer by  Mr.  W.  P.  Lawrence,  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist,  of  Knaresborough,  whose 
"  oldeste  Chymiste's  Shoppe  in  England " 
we  illustrated  a  few  years  ago.  The  modern 
style  of  shop-fittings  was  the  work  of  Messrs. 
Bawling  &  Govier,  and  the  special  feature 
of  it  was  that  the  centre  of  the  shelving 
was  occupied  with  a  case  containing  a  full 
line  of  Messrs.  Oppenheimer's  palatinoids. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday  last,  August  1, 
Messrs.  Oppenheimer  received  at  the  Vic- 
toria Rooms,  Savoy  Hotel,  a  large  party 
principally  composed  of  chemists  to  whom 
invitations  had  been  issued.  The  exhibition 
of  medical  antiquities  was  a  great  attraction. 
M.  Chevreaux's  French  orchestra  gave  a 
selection  of  excellent  music,  ana  light 
refreshments  were  provided.  The  rooms 
were  well  filled  all  the  evening,  and  the 
guests  seemed  much  pleased  with  their 
reception. 

It  is  stated  that  it  is  Mr.  Oppenheimer's 
intention  to  ultimately  present  his  collection 
of  antiquities  to  the  Museum  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons.

COMPANY  PHARMACY 
THREATENED. 

A  Dbpaktmental  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was-- 
appointed  last  November  "  to  inquire  what  amendments  are 
necessary  in  the  Acts  ielatirg  to  joint-stock  companies 
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incorporated  with  limited  liability,  especially  with  a  view 
to  the  better  prevention  of  fraud  in  relation  to  the  formation 
and  management  of  companies,  and  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  clauses  of  a  draft  Bill  which  will  be  laid  before 
them  for  this  purpose."  The  Committee,  which  consisted 
of  Lord  Davey  (Chairman),  Sir  J.  W.  Chitty,  Sir  E. 
Vaughan  Williams,  Sir  W.  H.  Houldsworth,  M  P.,  Sir  A.  K 
Eollit,  M.P .,  Mr.  H.  B.  Buckley,  Q.C.,  Mr.  F.  B.  Palmer,  Mr. 
John  Smith  (Inspector-General  in  Bankruptcy),  Mr.  Alex- 
ander F.  Wallace,  Mr.  John  Hollams,  Mr.  Frank  Crisp,  Mr. 
E.  Waterhonse,  and  Mr.  George  Auldjo  Jamieson,  have  just 
published  their  report,  a  most  able  and  important  document. 
We  hope  to  allude  to  its  general  recommendations  in  a  sub- 
sequent article  ;  but  at  present  we  limit  our  comments  to 
the  references  which' it  contains  to  the  formation  of  com- 
panies with  the  object  of  evading  the  Pharmacy  Act.  These 
allusions,  it  will  be  seen,  though  not  quite  so  assuring  as  could 
be  wished,  indicate  a  recognition  of  dissatisfaction  with  the 
use  thus  made  of  the  Companies  Acts,  and  some  desire  to 
remedy  the  evil. 

Documents  submitted  to  the  Committee  by  the  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  appended  to  the  report, 
and  these  have  evidently  been  considered  with  care.  In  the 
first,  dated  January  9,  1895,  Mr.  Carteighe  states  that  he  is 
authorised  by  his  Council  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  to  certain  companies  which  have  been  registered 
under  the  Companies  Acts,  the  registration  of  which  the 
Council  conceives  to  be  prejudicial,  both  to  the  interests  and 
to  the  safety  of  the  general  public.  As  a  typical  case,  particu- 
lars of  the  company  registered  by  William  Day,  of  Southamp- 
ton, undar  the  title  of  the  Southampton  Drug  Company,  are 
given.  William  Day,  it  is  stated,  registered  the  above-named 
company  in  18B2  after  being  fined  51.  for  selling  poison,  he 
not  being  a  person  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
as  possessing  the  competent  skill  and  knowledge  which  that 
Act  declares  it  to  be  essential  for  persons  who  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  to  possess.  In  April, 
1886,  William  Day  held  5,995  of  the  6,000  shares  which 
represented  the  subscribed  capital.  None  of  the  share- 
holders, as  individuals,  could  have  lawfully  carried  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  An  abstract  of  the 
articles  of  association  is  given,  which  shows  that  the  business 
is  to  be  conducted  by  William  Day  exclusively.  Mr. 
Carteighe  adds  a  brief  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  to 
the  House  of  Lords  decision  in  the  action  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  against  the  London  and  Provincial  Co  operative 
Society  (Limited),  and  remarks  that — 

so  long  as  it  is  possible  for  companies  like  the  Southamp- 
ton Drug  Company  to  be  registered  under  the  Companies 
Acts,  the  Pharn,^cy  Act  is  incapable  of  being  the  safeguard 
which  the  Legislature  intended  it  to  be.  It  is  open  to  any 
person  without  training,  skill,  or  knowledge  to  associate 
himself  with  six  others,  equally  ignorant  and  unfitted,  and 
by  payment  of  the  necessary  registration-fee,  to  obtain 
sanction  under  the  Companies  Acts  to  sell,  dispense,  or 
compound  indiscriminately  any  potent  poison  or  dangerous 
drug. 

In  a  subsequent  communication,  dated  January  31,  1895, 
Mr.  Carteighe,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  gives  particulars  of  the  following  other  typical 
companies  : — J.  H.  Inman  &  Co,,  Newcastle-on-Tyne ;  Collins 
&  Co.,  Burnley;  Kidderminster  Supply  Stores;  Cooke 
(Limited),  Stourbridge ;  T.  N.  Turney  &  Co.,  Nottingham ; 
Coppen  Brothers  &  Co.,  Ashford;  Sydney  Smith  &  Sons, 
Sydenham ;  and  Waterloo  Medical  Drug  Company ;  and 
intimates  that  details  of  about  two  hundred  other  companies 
can  be  supplied  if  the  Committee  think  it  necessary.  He 
suggests  the  following  as  a  suitable  clause  for  a  new  Bill  :  — 


If  any  company  shall  practise,  carry  on,  or  exercise  any 
profession,  trade,  or  calling,  wherein  any  personal  qualifica- 
tion, whether  with  or  without  certificate  or  registration,  is  by 
law  required  in  the  persons  practising,  carrying  on,  or 
exercising  the  same,  or  shall  take,  use,  or  exhibit  any  name, 
title,  description,  or  addition,  which  cannot  by  law  be  taken, 
used,  or  exhibited  unless  the  person  taking,  using,  or  ex- 
hibiting the  same  has  a  personal  qualification,  such  company 
shall  thereby  incur  the  same  penalties,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  consequences  in  all  respects,  as  though  such  company 
were  an  individual  person  practising,  carrying  on,  or 
exercising  such  profession,  trade,  or  business,  or  taking, 
using,  or  exhibiting  such  name,  title,  description,  or  addition 
without  having  such  qualification." 

Eeferring  to  these  communications,  the  Committee  state 
that  they  do  not  think  the  specific  amendment  of  the  law 
asked  for  falls  within  the  scope  of  their  reference,  and  they 
are  of  opinion  "  that  any  real  grievance  should  be  met  by  an 
amendment  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical  Acts."  They 
recognise,  however,  that  the  instances  given  afford  cogent 
evidence  of  the  facility  with  which  an  individual  may  be 
converted  into  a  company.  But  in  the  draft  Bill  which  is 
the  ultimate  result  of  their  labours  they  make  a  proposal' 
which  they  think  might  meet  cases  of  the  kind  referred  to. 
After  referring  with  satisfaction  to  the  decision  of  the 
Courts  in  the  case  of  Broderip  v.  Aron  Salomon  &  Co. 
(Limited)  (see  C.  %  B.,  February  23,  1895,  page  285),  in 
which  it  was  held  that  if  a  company,  formally  complying 
with  the  Acts,  is  proved  to  be  a  mere  device  to  defraud 
creditors,  the  law,  as  at  present  administered,  will  go  behind 
the  legal  machinery  and  hold  the  beneficial  owners  of  the 
business  liable  to  indemnify  the  company  against  its  debts, 
they  propose  to  establish  and  to  extend  this  view  of  the  Act 
by  a  clause  which  would  give  power  to  the  Courts  to  wind 
up  a  company — 

(a)  where  a  certificate  of  incorporation  has  been  obtained  by 
fraud,  misrepresentation,  or  mistake,  or  by  a  wilful  violation 
of  any  provision  of  the  Companies  Acts,  or  (V)  where  the 
Court  is  satisfied  that  the  company  vas  formed  or  that  its 
business  has  been  carried  on  with  the  intent  or  in  such 
manner  as  to  defraud,  defeat,  or  delay  the  creditors  of  the 
company  or  of  any  other  company  or  person,  or  for  any 
fraudulent  or  illegal  purpose. 

It  is  clear  that  if  the  concluding  words  of  that  draft 
section  were  altered  so  as  to  indicate  any  purpose  which 
it  would  be  illegal  for  an  individual  to  compass,  a  satis- 
factory remedy  against  the  modern  system  of  company 
pharmacy  would  be  provided.  The  clause  jost  as  it  stands 
would  hardly  meet  our  requirement,  for  it  has  been  decided 
that  it  is  not  illegal  for  a  company  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  But  it  should  not  be  difficult  to 
persuade  Parliament  when  this  Bill  comes  before  it  to  enact 
that  what  is  illegal  for  a  person  to  do  shall  be  illegal  also  for 
a  company  to  do. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  find  that  the  evil  we  have  so  often 
complained  of  has  been  recognised  in  such  an  influential 
quarter,  and  we  gladly  baar  testimony  to  the  promptitude 
and  ability  with  which  the  grievance  was  represented  to  the 
Committee  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 


CONFERENCE  AFTERTHOUGHTS. 
Once  more  a  year  lies  between  us  and  the  next  meeting  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  wherefore  we  have 
both  space  and  time  for  reflection.  As  a  rule,  reflection, 
leans  rather  to  the  darker  side,  and  in  the  present  instance 
there  is  probably  more  of  the  dark  than  the  bright  in  our 
reflections  ;  for  when  we  think  that  we  gave  a  column  of  our 
space  last  week  for  each  man  who  attended  the  Conference 
we  are  prone  to  ask  what  extraordinary  event  justified  that. 
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expenditure.  The  fact  that  the  Conference  is  a  British  and 
a  pharmaceutical  institution  is  our  chief  justification,  and  we 
trust  that  in  the  full  report  of  the  proceedings  which  we 
gave  last  week  the  Conference  will  have  had  the  best  adver- 
tisement it  can  possibly  get.  We  are  sure  that  a  fiftieth 
part  of  the  space  devoted  to  any  business  house  in  the 
trade  would  give  that  house  great  gratification,  and  in  some 
cases  would  be  of  more  immediate  benefit  to  pharmacy. 
But,  in  common  with  all  good  pharmacists,  we  recognise  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  a  most  important  factor  in 
British  pharmacy ;  it  is  the  only  institution  in  the  United 
Kingdom  which  brings  pharmacists  together  from  all  parts 
of  the  kingdom  for  the  common  purpose  of  improving  the 
technique  of  the  trade  and  promoting  good  fellowship.  It 
is  not  every  day  that  there  are  brought  together  English, 
Irish,  Scotch,  and  Welsh  chemists  who  forget  everything 
except  that  they  have  come  there  to  enjoy  themselves  as 
pharmacists.  There  is,  indeed,  something  more  than 
commonplace  in  the  pleasure  which  the  cultured  examiner 
appears  to  have  in  the  society  cf  the  expert  counter-pre- 
acriber,  or  the  tolerance  which  the  old-fashioned  pharmacist 
has  towards  the  smart  young  wholesaler.  Ic  is  true  that 
some  are  there  feeling  that  they  are  Smith  of  Briskville  and 
Jones  of  Dullton,  who  last  winter  spoke  on  the  ethics  of 
pharmacy,  and  were  reported  at  greater  or  less  leDgth  in  the 
journals,  which  circumstance,  they  find,  is  not  so  fresh  in  the 
memory  of  Conference  people  as  in  their  own  faces ;  but 
even  such  persons  gradually  lose  their  importance  in  the 
pleasure  of  the  whole  thing.  Which  is  all  for  the  good  of 
pharmacy. 

The  moral  of  these  afterthoughts  is  that  if  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  to  live  it  should  or  must  be 
supported  by  the  rank-and-file  of  the  trade.  Is  it  worth  it? 
We  think  so,  but,  as  we  have  already  indicated,  reform  is 
required.  In  the  first  place,  the  Conference  is  in  need  of 
independent  existence.  It  would  pay  it  to  have  an  address 
other  than  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  for  as  long  as  that  is 
attached  to  it  the  Conference  will  be  considered,  whether  it 
is  so  or  not,  an  appendage  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Some  two  hundred  new  members  would  provide  it  with 
an  office  of  its  own — similar  to  that  rented  by  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry — in  some  central  chambers  where  societies 
most  do  congregate.  A  permanent  secretary  is  a  necessary 
accompaniment  of  an  office,  and  here,  again,  an  additional 
two  hundred  members  would  provide  the  salary. 

The  object  of  this  change  would  be,  apart  from  what  has 
been  said,  a  more  business-like  or  persistent  beating-up  of 
membership,  and  a  better  hold  upon  members  once  they 
have  been  secured.  All  that  the  Conference  has  at  Blooms- 
bury  Square  is  a  letter-box  ;  the  iniquity  of  the  attachment 
does  not  physically  extend  beyond  that.  Now,  a  letter- box 
is  a  comfortless  kind  of  dwelling-place ;  it  is  not  even 
dignified  when  one  finds  that  each  member  of  a  school  staff 
is  as  well  placed.  The  country  cousin  when  he  cornea  to 
town  is  not  impressed  by  it,  and'  the  foreign  visitor  becomes 
contemptuous  about  it.  The  Executive  Committee  should 
make  a  separate  habitation  the  first  plank  in  the  platform  of 
reconstruction.  The  second  one  should  be  in  regard  to  the 
Conference  proceedings.  There  is  room  for  a  general  dis- 
cussion during  one  session  of  the  meetings,  the  subject  to  be 
chosen  being  a  pharmaceutical  one  which  is  topical  at  the 
moment,  and  which  will  draw  speakers  from  all  part3  of  the 
country.  There  is  nothing  more  significant  at  the  meetings 
than  the  fact  that  when  non- scientific  subjects  are 
dealt  with  by  paper-readers  speakers  are  most  numerous 
and  most  attractive  ;  but  the  fact  that  every  paper- 
reader  is  supposed  to  b3  scientific  keeps  many  away  even 
though  they  are  within  call.    This  could  be  remedied  by  a 


set- discussion  on  a  well-chosen  subject,  especially  if  it  is  of 
trade-interest.  Commercial  interests  are  not  looked  after  by 
the  Conference,  unfortunately.  They  might  form  a  third 
plank  in  the  reform  platform,  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that 
the  constitution  of  the  body  does  not  contemplate  such 
business  ;  but  we  respectfully  submit  that  a  constitution  is 
not  worth  anything  if  it  cannot  be  altered,  and  we  question 
if  any  move  would  be  more  popular,  more  attractive,  than  a 
proposed  alteration  of  the  constitution  and  rules  of  the  Con- 
ference so  as  to  permit  greater  latitude  of  interest  and  dis- 
cussion. The  alteration  need  only  be  in  the  direction  of 
augmentation,  for  all  are  agreed  that  the  cultivation  of 
pharmaceutical  science  and  the  maintenance  of  purity  in 
medicine  are  proper  aspirations,  The  fourth  clause  of 
Article  1  in  the  constitution  needs  revision,  however.  It  is: — 

To  form  a  bond  of  union  amongst  the  various  associa- 
tions established  for  the  advancement  of  pharmacy,  by 
receiving  from  them  delegates  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

The  reception  of  delegates  is  a  farce ;  the  Federation  of 
Local  Associations  has  usurped  the  spirit  of  the  clause.  We 
suggest  that  the  clause  should  be  extended  by  adding,  "  or  by 
such  other  means  as  the  Executive  Committee  may,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  annual  meetings,  decide,"  whereby  provision 
would  also  be  made  for  the  respectful  interment  of  the 
Federation.  The  rule  applying  to  the  election  of  officers 
requires  alteration,  so  that  voting-papers,  for  the  first 
time  distributed  at  the  meeting  last  week,  may  be  sent  to  all 
the  members.  Probably  only  a  fraction  of  them  would  be 
returned,  but  the  interest  awakened  would  be  for  good,  and 
the  plan  would  be  modern. 

Thesocialside  of  the  Conference  has  developed  marvellously 
within  recent  years,  and  largely  because  it  is  unfettered  by 
constitution  and  rules.  The  old  features  remain,  and  each 
new  local  secretary  gets  his  first  lesson  in  management  from 
his  predecessor's  successes  and  failures.  A  reception  on 
Monday,  short  excursion  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  con- 
certs on  Wednesday  evening,  and  a  whole  day's  trip  on  the 
Thursday,  is  the  programme  in  brief.  Can  Liverpool  not  do 
something  different,  and  make  the  Conference-meetings 
socially  attractive  for  10  rather  than  1  per  cent,  of  those 
connected  with  pharmacy?  It  is  not  for  us  to  say  how,  for 
we  are  not  the  hosts ;  but  if  we  were  asked  to  select  a  city 
capable  of  inaugurating  a  new  era  in  this  annual  pharmacy- 
fote,  we  would  not  choose  other  than  the  great  city  on  the 
Mersey  which  draws  its  resources  from  all  ends  of  the  earth. 


MEDICAL  ETHICS. 

The  British  Medical  Association  which  met  in  London  last 
week  seems  to  have  been  a  great  success,  at  all  events  from 
a  social  point  of  view,  and  it  was  generally  agreed  by  those 
members  who  attended  the  gathering  that,  however  superior 
the  attractions  of  provincial  centres  may  be,  London  is  still 
good  enough  for  an  enjoyable  week's  holiday.  The  Associa- 
tion was  originally  a  "  Provincial  "  Medical  Association 
especially.  It  was  so  named,  and  the  older  members  clung 
with  gallant  faithfulness  until  only  some  twenty  years  ago 
to  the  antimetropolitanism  which  was  the  corner-stone  of 
their  foundation. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  1895  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion will  be  famous  for  the  announcement  of  any  great  medical 
discovery,  or  will,  indeed,  leave  any  mark  whatever  on  the 
very  sandy  surface  of  medical  history.  The  meetings  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  serve  admirably  as  a  stage  for 
the  great  consultants  to  put  themselves  in  evidence,  and  as 
a  forcing-house  for  the  budding  ones.    In  this  lespect  the 
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London  meeting  was  probably  unusually  successful.  Bat 
the  feature  of  the  meeting  which  was  particularly  charac- 
teristic was  the  inauguration  of  a  section  for  the  considera- 
tion of  ethics.  It  is  in  this  department  that  medical  science 
shines  with  the  most  lurid  glare.  Ethics  in  medical  practice 
means  income  ;  so,  at  least,  a  disinterested  person  would  inter- 
pret the  resolutions  adopted  by  this  Section.  The  first  was 
directed  against  the  employment  of  unqualified  assistants  for 
visiting  patients,  which  was  declared  to  be  "  injurious  to  the 
interests  of  the  public,  as  well  as  those  of  the  profession."  A 
simple  statement  that  the  practice  is  dishonest  would  not,  we 
suppose,  have  been  sufficient.  Next,  it  was  resolved  that 
"any  practitioner  who  wilfully  violates  generally  received 
rules  of  professional  ethics  be  not  met  in  any  professional 
intercourse  whatever,  save  in  a  case  of  very  urgent  danger  to 
an  individual  patient."  That  is  probably  directed  particu- 
larly against  cutting-doctors,  but  it  would  be  used  against 
everybody  who  did  not  agree  with  the  special  doxy  of  the 
practitioner  concerned.  Then  followed  the  familiar  platitude 
"  that  advertising  in  any  shape  is  highly  derogatory  to  the 
profession,  and  that  the  Council  be  requested  to  use  every 
effort  to  suppress  it."  As  a  comment  we  quote  from  the  Times 
the  statement  that  "  every  facility  was  afforded  to  reporters." 
The  Council  was  further  requested  to  take  steps  to  prevent 
members  of  the  British  Medical  Association  accepting  posts 
in  medical-aid  and  kindred  societies ;  and  it  was  the  opinion 
of  the  Section  that  no  practitioner  who  accepts  office  in  any 
society  of  this  kind  ought  to  be  eligible  for  membership  of 
the  Association.  These  medical-aid  societies  are  a  terrible 
trial  to  the  general  practitioner.  They  formed  the  staple  of 
much  of  the  discussion  in  the  Section.  They  are  the  "  stores  " 
of  the  profession.  Three  or  four  other  resolutions  were  directed 
against  ihem,  and  the  great  object  seemed  to  be  to  find 
some  way  of  suppressing  them.  We  do  not  by  any  means 
defend  the  doctors  who  accept  appointments  with  such 
institutions,  for  it  can  hardly  be  considered  that  this  penny- 
a-week  doctoring  is  the  ideal  condition  for  the  community. 
But  the  general  practitioner's  objection  to  it  is  the  mercenary 
one ;  he  is  quite  justified  in  expressing  his  commercial 
objection,  and  in  forming  a  trade-union  to  suppress  the 
competition  if  possible.  But  he  need  not  describe  his  irri- 
tation as  "  ethics." 

In  another  discussion  Dr.  G.  W.  Potter  is  reported  to  have 
denounced  the  cheap  dispensaries,  "  the  keepers  of  which 
were  little  better  than  thieves."  This  may  be  true  of  some 
of  them,  but  we  are  quite  disposed  to  think  that  the  pro- 
portion of  thieving  is  as  large  in  the  two-guinea  circles  as  it 
is  among  the  sixpenny  dispensaries.  There  are  educated  and 
honourable  men  who  are  doing  a  sixpenny  or  shilling  "  advice- 
and-medicine  "  business  conscientiously,  with  credit  to  them- 
selves and  with  benefit  to  the  masses  around  them.  Thieving 
is,  we  imagine,  in  medical  ethics  only  another  term  for 
competition. 

Perhaps  the  richest  item  from  this  Section  which  has 
reached  the  public  was  in  a  speech  by  Mr.  K.  W.  Doyne,  in 
adiscussion  on  "  The  Ethics  of  Gratuitous  and  Cheap  Contract 
Practice."  This  gentleman,  dilating  on  the  crimes  of  the 
medical-aid  societies  generally,  said  the  working  classes 
could  afford  reasonable  payment  to  the  doctor,  "  and 
employers  should  be  asked  to  make  such  additions  to  wages 
as  would  render  this  possible."  The  audacity  of  this 
suggestion  was  sublime.  Wages  to  be  raised  all  over  the 
land — for  the  benefit  of  the  doctor  !  It  does  not  appear 
that  Parliament  is  at  present  to  be  asked  to  enforce  this 
simple  conception. 

THE   BRITISH  PHARMACOPOEIA. 

In  reference  to  our  recent  encomiums  on  his  annual 
reports,  Professor  Attfield  asks  us  to  state  that,  while  he  has 


always  advocated  their  publication  and  full  criticism  as 
being  advantageous  to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  he  disclaims  the 
origination  of  reports  ah  ovo  usque  ad  mala,  the  Medical 
Council  itself  instituting  the  plan  in  1863,  and  Christison, 
Moore,  and  Farre  being  contributors. 


Jfc-bcratiort  of  'Coral  |^armat£iitkal 
Associations, 


THE  second  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Mont 
Dore,  Bournemouth,  at  10  A.M.,  on  Friday,  August  2, 
Mr.  Kemp  (Manchester  Association)  in  the  chair.  After  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  bad  been  read,  the  Secretary 
reported  that  during  the  past  year  fourteen  associations  had 
responded  favourably  to  the  letters  sent  out  asking  them  to 
connect  themselves  with  the  scheme ;  fourteen  others  had 
not  replied,  the  latter  including  three  or  four  which  have 
practically  ceased  to  exist.  One  association  had  written 
declining  to  be  connected  with  it. 

The  balance-sheet  showed  that  31.  Is.  bd.  was  owing  to  the 
Treasurer  for  expenses  incurred  from  the  initiation  of  the 
movement  to  the  present  for  printing,  postages,  and  hire  of 
room  at  Oxford.  The  report  and  statement  of  account 
having  been  adopted,  on  the  proposition  of  Dr.  Symes 
(Liverpool  Association),  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson 
(Brighton  Association),  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to- 
collect  subscriptions  from  the  affiliated  associations  to  repay 
the  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Kemp  then  addressed  the  delegates  at  some  length, 
and  dwelt  especially  upon  the  need  for  an  emphatic  decision, 
there  and  then,  whether  they  should  proceed  with  the  work 
they  had  taken  up  or  allow  it  to  die  out.  Personally,  he  was 
as  much  possessed  with  the  possibilities  of  a  federation  as 
ever  he  was  ;  but  he  wished  to  point  out  that  the  probabilities- 
of  its  becoming  a  power  for  good  were  remote  unless  greater 
activity  was  shown  and  a  more  veal  desire  for  mutual  good 
evinced.  He  had  been  much  disappointed  witli  the  coldness 
with  which  the  scheme  had  been  received  in  some  quarters, 
although  he  believed  that  it  might,  in  some  measure,  be 
accounted  for  by  an  impression  which  had  unfortunately  got 
abroad  that  a  part  of  the  work  to  be  undertaken  was  counter 
to  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Nothing  could  be 
further  from  the  intentions  of  the  promoters,  and,  speaking 
for  himself,  as  a  loyal  adherent  of  the  Society  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  he  was  convinced  that  it  would  be  quite  futile 
to  engage  in  work  antagonistic  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  On  the  other  hand,  it  might  in  many  ways  prove 
a  useful  handmaid  to  it.  If  the  assumption  had  its  origin 
in  certain  inflammatory  speeches  made  at  the  inception  of 
the  Federation,  he  wished  to  point  out  that  those  speeches 
did  not  emanate  from  friends  of  the  movement,  and  did  not 
receive  their  approval.  Up  to  the  present  their  idea  had  been 
to  elicit  opinions  from  others  rather  than  press  their  own 
upon  them  ;  to  say  to  them,  "  If  you  believe  that  good 
can  come  out  of  a  federation,  join  us,  and  give  us  the  benefit 
of  your  views — assist  us  in  formulating  a  plan  of  operations 
and  a  code  of  rules."  He  did  not  desire  to  depress  them 
with  prophecies  of  failure,  but  rather  to  impress  them  with 
the  necessity  for  taking  a  definite  line  of  policy,  and  acting 
upon  it.  He  concluded  by  indicating  work  which  might  be 
undertaken,  especially  in  reference  to  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill, 
to  the  recognition  of  pharmacy,  in  the  compilation  of  a 
national  Pharmacopoeia,  and  to  matters  of  a  more  com- 
mercial character. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Gibbs  (Midland  Association),  whilst  expressing 
himself  somewhat  disappointed  with  the  tone  of  the  Chair- 
man's remarks,  said  he  thought  the  Federation  was  capable 
of  great  development,  and  urged  that,  as  the  preliminaries  of 
I  devising  and  providing  the  ma-cbinery  had  been  got  over,  it 
would  be  unwise  to  turn  back  now. 

Mr.  Gibson  said  he  thought  the  Chairman  had  not 
intended  to  discourage  them,  but  rather  to  stimulate  them  to 
good  work.  He  was  convinced  there  was  much  to  be  done 
by  combination  of  effort,  and  should  certainly  vote  for  going 
ahead.  A  general  discussion  followed,  Dr.  Symes,  Mr.  Park 
(Plymouth),  Mr.  Guyer  (London  Assistants),  Mr.  Thompson 
(Midland),  and  other  gentlemen  present  taking  part  in  it, 
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and  each  in  turn  offering  suggestions  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  cause  and  emphasising  the  remarks  from  the 
chair  regarding  the  attitude  towards  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

The  Chairman  then  asked :  "  Is  it  your  pleasure,  gentle- 
men, that  we  proceed  with  the  prosecution  of  this  work  ?  " 

An  affirmative  and  unanimous  response  being  given,  the 
•delegates  at  once  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed rules,  which  were  finally  adopted  in  the  following 
amended  form : — 

Rules. 

1.  That  this  Association  shall  be  called  "  The  Federation  of  Local  Phar- 
maceutical Associations  of  Great  Britain." 

2.  That  it  shall  consist  of  representatives  from  all  properly  constituted 
and  subscribing  local  pharmaceutical  or  chemists'  associations  in  England, 
Scotland,  and  Wales.  That  each  association  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint 
one  delegate. 

3.  That  the  objects  of  the  Federation  are — 

a.  To  establish  more  intimate  communication  and  co-operatioil 
between  local  associations. 

b.  To  advise  and  assist  in  the  promotion  of  local  associations. 

4.  That  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

5.  That  every  local  association  shall  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  10s. 

6.  That  the  annual  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  same  town  and  during 
the  same  week  as  the  annual  meetings  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference.  Five  delegates  shall  form  a  quorum. 

7.  These  rules  shall  not  be  altered  except  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  then 
only  after  fourteen  days'  notice  have  been  given. 

Certain  proposals  were  made  for  communication  to  the 
local  associations,  and,  after  these  had  been  adopted,  Mr. 
Kemp  was  re-appointed  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Thompson, 
having  intimated  that  his  business  engagements  would  not 
allow  of  his  holding  office  any  longer,  Mr.  Guyer  was  elected 
Secretary. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  brought  the  meeting  to 
a  close.

UNSTAMPED  PATENT  MEDICINES. 
Mb.  Newton  heard  a  summons  at  the  West  London  Police 
Court  on  Tuesday  against  Messrs.  Harry  Hodgkinson 
Charlesworth  and  William  Creswell  Collen,  who  carry  on  the 
business  of  chemists  at  113  Dawes  Road,  Fulham,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Excise  authorities,  for  selling  a  bottle  of  a 
certain  medicine  without  the  same  being  duly  stamped.  Mr. 
R.  A.  Germaine  defended.  Mr.  Hawkins,  who  represented 
the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  said  this  was  a  medi- 
cine which  was  liable  to  stamp  duty.  The  Commissioners 
had,  however,  granted  a  concession  to  chemists  in  respect  to 
such  medicines  as  are  used  for  dispensing  only.  Mr.  Germaine, 
in  defence,  said  the  assistant  inadvertently  handed  to  the 
purchaser  the  wrong  bottle.  Mr.  Newton  pointed  out  that 
the  revenue  must  be  protected  from  such  accidents.  He 
smposed  a  penalty  of  50s  ,  with  2s.  costs. 


MINERAL- WATER  TRADE-NAME— "  FRANZ  JOSEF." 

On  Wednesday  Mr.  Grosvenor  Woods,  Q  C,  moved,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Stirling,  sitting  in  the  Chancery  Division,  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  Moritz  Hirschler,  against  the  Franz 
Josef  Water  Company  (Limited)  and  Messrs.  Hertz  & 
Collingwood  (the  plaintiff's  late  agents  in  London),  to  restrain 
them  by  injunction,  until  the  trial  of  the  action  or  further 
order,  from  infringing  a  trade-  mark.  The  terms  of  the  notice  of 
motion  are  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  selling,  or  allow- 
ing to  be  sold,  any  mineral  water  not  the  product  of  the 
Franz  Josef  spring,  in  the  kingdom  of  Hungary  (the  pro- 
perty of  the  plaintiff),  under  the  name  and  description  of 
Franz  Josef  Water,  or  Franz  Josef  Aperient  Water,  or 
New  Franz  Josef  Water,  or  under  any  other  name  or  de- 
scription, or  in  any  other  way,  so  as  to  induce  the  belief  that 
such  mineral  water  was  the  Franz  Josef  mineral  water  of  the 
plaintiff;  also  from  affixing,  or  allowing  to  be  affixed,  to 
bottles  or  jars  of  mineral-water,  not  being  the  water  of  the 
plaintiff,  any  labels,  wrappers,  capsules,  &c,  so  as  to  repre- 
sent or  lead  to  the  belief  that  the  mineral  water  contained 
in  the  bottles  or  jars  was  the  plaintiff's  Franz  Josef  mineral 
water. 

The  learned  counsel  stated  that  the  defendants  Messrs. 
Hertz  &  Collingwood  were  the  sole  consignees  of  the 
plaintiff  until  difficulties  arose  whi;h  terminated  in  legal 
proceedings.  Messrs.  Hertz  &  Collingwood  had  now 
formed  the  Franz  Josef  Water  Company,  with  a  nominal 
capital  of  5.000Z.,  and  were  advertising  that  they  were  selling 
water  taken  from  a  new  spring  adjacent  to  the  Fracz  Josef 
Spring  in  Buda- Pest,  that  they  were  selling  under  the  same 
mame  as  the  plaintiff,  but  that  the  labels  were  different. 
The  case  for  the  plaintiff  was  that  there  was  a  clear  infringe- 
ment. 

Mr.  Hastings,  Q.C  ,  and  Mr.  Ribton  submitted  that  there 
was  no  infringement,  as  the  water  was  drawn  from  a  spring 
not  half  a  mile  from  the  plaintiff's  spring.  The  whole  dis- 
trict abounded  in  mineral  springs,  and  the  plaintiff's  water 
was  drawn  from  various  sources.  A  large  number  of  affida- 
vits were  read  on  both  side.". 

His  Lordship  held  that  there  hid  been  a  clear  infringement 
of  a  trade-name,  and  granted  an  interim  injunction. 

THE  PHARMACY  ACT  OF  IRELAND. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  v. 
Corcoran. 

This  case  was  briefly  reported  in  oar  last  week's  issue.  It 
was  heard  in  the  Southern  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on  August  1. 
John  Frederick  Corcoran,  the  defendant,  was  summoned  for 
having,  on  June  10  last,  at  1  Cuarlemont  Street,  Dublin, 
compounded  and  sold  a  medical  prescription  to  Patrick 
Waters,  an  inspactor  of  the  Society,  ha  not  being  legally 
qualified  to  do  so.  In  the  case  of  the  Society  v.  Mrs. 
Barnes,  in  which  Mr.  Swifte  reserved  his  judgment,  the 
defendant  in  the  present  summons  was  examined  as  a 
witness,  and  stated  that  hq  made  up  the  prescription  in 
respect  of  which  Mrs.  Barnes  was  summoned.  Mr.  Murchi- 
son,  representing  Mr.  Clay,  the  Society's  solicitor,  nov  asked 
the  M  igistrate  to  sanction  an  arrangement  whiih  had 


been  come  to  with  the  defendant's  solicitor,  by  which  the 
defendant,  who  was  willing  to  plead  guilty,  was  to  pay  11. 
fine  and  11.  costs.  Mr.  Wheatley,  who  appeared  for 
Corcoran,  said  the  defendant  was  sorry  for  what  had  hap- 
pened, and  had  so  stated  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Swifte  remarked  that  the  fine  and  costs  were  very 
moderate,  and,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  John  Walker,  who  had 
appeared  for  Mrs.  Barnes  in  the  previous  case,  and  who  now 
asked  that  some  evidence  should  be  given  to  indicate  the 
prescription  in  respect  of  which  the  present  summons  was 
brought,  Mr.  Swifte  adjourned  the  case  until  the  following 
day. 

The  case  was  resumed  on  August  2,  when  Mr.  Robert  K- 
Clay  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Jeffer- 
son and  Mr.  Walker,  counsel  and  solicitor  for  Mrs.  Barnes  in 
the  case  against  that  lady,  attended. 

Mr.  Clay,  at  the  outset,  protested  against  any  interference 
on  the  part  of  Mr.  Walker  in  this  prosecution.  The  defen- 
dant, he  added,  had  been  dismissed  from  Mrs.  Barnes's 
service. 

Mr.  Jefferson :  My  locus  standi  is  this  :  I  challenge  this  a3 
a  collusive  proceeding  between  this  Society  and  this  servant 
of  ours,  who  for  objects  of  his  own  

Mr,  Clay:  Will  your  Worship  allow  a  slanderous  statement 
like  this  ?  There  is  not  a  particle  of  foundation  for  it.  It 
is  a  prostitution  of  the  process  of  the  Court. 

Mr.  Wheatley  :  I  appear  for  Corcoran,  and  I  am  in  collu- 
sion with  nobody.    I  advise  what  I  think  is  for  tha  best. 

Mr.  Swifte:  It  is  unnecessary  to  make  these  charges.  It 
was  charged  in  the  hearing  of  the  other  case  that  there  was 
collusion  between  Mr.  Walker  and  Corcoran.  I  don't  think 
there  was ;  and,  up  to  the  present,  I  don't  think  there  is  any 
ground  for  Mr.  Jefferson  saying  that  there  is  collusion 
between  the  Society  and  Corcoran. 

Mr.  Jefferson :  The  object  for  which  they  have  got 
Corcoran  to  plead  guilty  is  to  use  it  in  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr.  Swifte:  Mr.  Jefferson,  I  have  heard  you  as  a  matter 
of  indulgence,  but  I  don't  think  I  can  hear  you  any  further. 

Mr.  Jefferson  :  I  would  ask  your  Worship  to  have  the  case 
proved. 

Mr.  Clay  :  This  theatrical  proceeding  won't  do. 

Mr.  Jefferson :  Well,  I  think  I  have  removed  the  impres- 
sion you  wanted  to  create. 

Mr.  Clay  then  said  that  when  the  Society  decided  to 
prosecute  the  present  defendant,  Corcoran  came  and  repre- 
sented that  he  was  a  married  man  and  had  children,  and  had 
no  means  whatever,  and  that  if  the  Society  should  press  for 
whatever  penalties  against  him  the  Magistrate  should  think 
fit  to  impose,  he  would  have  to  go  to  gaol.  The  Society  had 
that  representation  before  them  at  a  special  meeting,  and 
decided  that  they  would  not  press  the  case  against  him. 
His  father  also  intervened  ;  and  it  was  arranged  that  if  he 
pleaded  guilty  and  paid  11.  fine  and  11.  costs,  they  would  not 
press  for  any  severer  decision.  He  (Mr.  Clay)  would  prove 
this  in  order  to  show  the  allegation  on  the  other  side  to  be 
unfounded. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  I  don't  think  you  need  trouble  yourself  about 
the  allegations  from  the  other  side  ;  but  I  should  like  to  have 
the  case  proved. 

Mr.  Waters,  the  Society's  inspector,  was  then  examined  by 
Mr.  Clay,  and  repeated  the  evidence  which  he  gave  in  Mrs. 
Barnes's  case  about  the  dispensing  of  the  prescription. 

After  a  further  intervention  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  Mr.  Swifte 
made  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs  men- 
tioned, and  then  said :  I  suppose  neither  party  has 
considered  whether  this  proceeding  has  any  effect  on  the 
other  case. 

Mr.  Clay :  It  was  not  with  that  object  at  all  that  we 
instituted  this  proceeding  pending  your  Worship's  decision 
in  the  other  case.  The  summons  in  the  present  case  was 
issued  before  you  decided  to  adjourn  your  judgment  in  the 
other  case.  This  case  will  not  have  any  effect  on  the 
pending  case,  but  it  will  have  an  effect  in  five  other  sum- 
monses that  we  intend  to  issue  against  Mrs.  Barnes. 


THE  "  HOMOCEA  "  TRADE-MARK. 
On  August  1,  Mr.  Justice  Stirling,  sitting  in  the  Chancery 
Division,  had  berore  him  a  motion  to  remove  from  the 
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register  three  trade-marks,  numbered  respectively  172,619, 
180,222,  and  183,079,  vested  in  the  Liverpool  Mortgage 
Insurance  Corporation  (Limited).  The  applicants  were 
Messrs.  Johnson  &  Johnson,  of  Long  Acre,  London,  who 
sought  to  have  expunged  from  the  register  the  marks  with 
a  hand  pointing  to  a  spot,  with  the  legend  "  It  touches  the 
spot." 

Mr.  Graham  Hastings,  Q  C,  and  Mr.  Willis  Band  appeared 
for  the  applicants,  a  firm  of  patent- medicine  vendors,  Long 
Acre,  London ;  Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q.C.,  Mr.  Bousfield, 
Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Jenkins  appeared  for  the  respondent  corpora- 
tion, who  are  the  registered  proprietors  of  the  marks. 

Mr.  Hastings  said  in  1892  his  clients,  who  carried  on  busi- 
ness in  New  York  as  well  as  in  London,  were  minded  to 
bring  out  a  plaster,  now  known  as  ood's  penetrating  plaster, 
and  they  advertised  for  a  suitable  advertising  design. 
Amongst  the  designs  sent  in  was  one  of  a  hand  and  wrist 
approaching  a  wafer,  and  the  words  "  It  touches  the  spot." 
Ten  dollars  was  paid  for  the  design,  which  was  used  largely 
by  the  applicants  in  America,  who  proposed  to  register  their 
mark  in  England.  They,  however,  ascertained  that  a  certain 
Homocea  Company  (Limited)  had  registered  the  marks  now 
sought  to  have  removed,  and  amongst  these  a  hand  touching 
the  spot.  The  solicitors  for  Messrs.  Johnson  wrote  to  the 
Homocea  Company,  asking  them  to  consent  to  an  applica- 
tion to  expuDge  the  marks  from  the  register.  The  Homocea 
Company  declined,  and  then  the  applicants  applied  to  register 
their  design,  but  their  application  was  declined  on  the  ground 
that  the  marks  of  the  Homocea  Company  were  already  on 
the  register.  On  May  27  last,  notice  of  the  present  motion 
was  given.  Mr.  Brandreth,  of  Birkenhead,  a  representative 
of  the  Homocea  Company  (Limited),  made  an  affidavit  ex- 
plairing  how  the  respondents  came  to  register  the  mark  of 
the  hand  touching  the  spot.  From  this  it  appeared  that  in 
June,  1892,  Mrs.  Boulton  was  carrying  on  business  as  a  patent- 
medicine  vendor  in  King  William  Street,  London,  and  Mr. 
Brandreth  entered  into  an  agreement  with  her  by  which  he 
was  to  carry  on  the  business  as  his  own  for  a  period  of  two 
years  by  way  of  trial,  with  the  option  of  purchasing  the 
business  during  that  period.  The  business  of  Mrs.  Boulton 
was  taken  over  in  1894,  and  amongst  the  things  taken  over 
was  a  patent  medicine  the  name  of  which  was  changed  to 
homocea.  In  March,  1893,  Messrs.  Barber  &  Wood,  printers, 
Liverpool,  showed  Mr.  Brandreth  the  design  of  a  hand  touch- 
ing a  spot,  said  to  have  been  copied  from  a  Californian  paper, 
and  Messrs.  Barber  &  Wood  suggested  that  this  would  be  a 
good  advertising  design  for  homocea.  On  April  10,  1895, 
the  goodwill  and  trade-marks  of  the  company  were  assigned 
to  the  Liverpool  Mortgage  Insurance  Company  (Limited) 
for  5.000Z.  The  case  for  the  applicants  was  that  this  assign- 
ment of  trade-marks  beiDg  to  a  company  which  never  carried 
on  the  business  of  patent-medicine  manufacturers,  the 
assignees  were  not  entitled  to  the  marks  to  the  injury  of  the 
applicants,  who,  in  the  language  of  the  Act,  were  persons 
aggrieved. 

Mr.  Moulton  submitted  that  the  motion  was  wholly  mis- 
conceived. The  validity  of  the  deed  of  assignment  to  the 
Liverpool  Company,  he  submitted,  could  not  be  challenged 
successfully  in  law  since  it  was  impossible  in  cases  like  the 
present  to  separate  the  goodwill  of  a  business  and  the  trade- 
marks forming  part  of  the  property  mortgaged.  It  could 
not  be  said  that  the  assignment  was  unlawful.  The  trust- 
deed  executed  was  simply  a  deed  for  securing  5,0002. 
debentures  issued  by  the  company,  and  all  that  the  com- 
pany had  to  pledge  was  the  goodwill  and  trade -marks.  The 
assignment  of  the  goodwill  and  trade-marks  was  not  a 
fraud,  and  nothing  against  public  policy  should  be  urged 
against  such  a  mortgage-deed.  There  was  no  legal  obliga- 
tion on  the  mortgagees  to  carry  on  a  patent-medicine  busi- 
ness in  order  to  have  a  legal  right  in  the  property  assigned. 
The  effect  of  the  deed  was  simply  to  create  a  charge  on  the 
estate  mortgaged. 

The  hearing  was  at  this  stage  adjourned.  When  it  was 
resumed,  on  August  2,  Mr.  Bousfield,  Q.C.,  was  heard  on 
behalf  of  the  respondents.  He  submitted  that  the  deed  of 
assignment  by  which  the  property  passed  to  the  Liverpool 
Mortgage  Insurance  Company  was  perfectly  valid,  and  con- 
veyed a  proper  title  to  the  trade-marks  in  question. 

Mr.  Graham  Hastings,  Q  C,  replied,  contending  that  the 
registration  of  an  individual  as  proprietor  of  a  trade-mark 
was  primd-facie  evidence  of  his  right  to  use  it  exclusively. 


The  assignment,  however,  gave  no  exclusive  right  to  such 
use  unless  it  was  the  assignment  of  a  business  co-extensive 
with  that  for  which  the  trade-mark  had  been  registered. 
That  was  not  the  case  here,  and  it  was  a  well-established 
rule  that  if  a  person  registered  a  mark  which  he  was  not 
justified  in  registering,  it  was  liable  to  be  removed.  If  the 
company  was  wrongly  on  the  register,  the  present  applicants 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  question  of  how  far  the  public 
might  be  affected.  He  asked  the  Court  to  make  an  order 
for  the  removal  of  the  marks  from  the  register. 
His  Lordship  deferred  judgment. 


SUGGESTIONS  BY  THE  COUET. 

On  August  7  Mr.  Justice  Stirling  gave  his  opinion  on  the 
motion.    After  briefly  explaining  the  claim  of  the  applicants, 
his  Lordship  remarked  that  the  first  of  the  three  marks  in 
question  was  registered  on  May  8,  1893,  in  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Boulton.    The  second  and  third  were  registered  in  the  name 
of  Mr.  Brandreth.    The  present  proprietors  (the  Liverpool 
Mortgage  Insurance  Company)  had  been  put  on  the  register, 
and  certified  to  be  the  proprietors  by  the  Controller- General, 
the  trade-marks  and  goodwill  having  been  assigned  to  them. 
That  was  certainly  a  strange  procedure.    It  was  admitted 
that  the  business  and  the  manufacture  of  the  goods  in 
question  were  still  carried  on  by  the  Homocea  Company, 
and  the  insurance  company  did  not  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  manufacture  of  the  article  at  all.    But  the  company  in 
question  were  really  trustees  for  the  holders  of  certain  de-  • 
benture  stock,  under  a  deed  which  purported  to  contain  an 
assignment  of  the   trade-marks  and  goodwill  "  until  the 
security  should  become  enforceable."    There  were  other  pro- 
visions in  the  deed  under  which,  his  Lordship  thought>J;he 
insurance  company  might,  if  necessary,  when  the  security 
became  enforceable,  themselves  enter  into  possession  with  a 
view  to  a  sale,  and  might  carry  on  the  business  and  use  these 
trade- marks ;  but  he  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  enter  into 
that  at  present.    Avoiding  the  question  of  whether  they 
were  the  real  owners  of  the  trade-marks,  as  against  the 
Homocea  Company  and  Mr.  Brandreth  and  Mrs.  Boulton,  the 
applicants  said  it  was  not  such  a  trade-mark  as  fell  within 
the    section    of    the    Trade-marks   Act,    because  the 
assignment   was    not    really    an    assignment    of  the 
goodwill    of  the    business.     In    the    first   place,  his 
Lordship  thought  the  deed  was  perfectly  valid.  Indeed, 
it  was  not  disputed  that  it  constituted,  in  equity  at  all 
events,  a  perfectly  good  charge  on  the  goodwill  and  the 
trade- marks.    It  had  also  been  suggested  that  the  registra- 
tion constituted  a  fraud  upon  the  public  ;  but  his  Lordship 
was  unable  to  see  that  any  fraud  would  be  perpetrated  on 
the  public  if  the  provisions  of  the  deed  were  adhered  to.  A 
fraud  would  be  perpetrated  if  one  man  manufactured  the 
goods  and  another  used  the  trade-marks ;   but  if  the 
provisions  of  the  deed  were  adhered  to,  everything,  it 
appeared  to  him,  would  go  on  smoothly,  the  goods  would  be 
manufactured  by  the  Homocea  Company,  and,  when  the 
security  became  enforceable,  the  insurance  company  would 
enter  and  manufacture.     His  Lordship  did  not  feel  any 
difficulty  on  those  points,  but  he  felt  difficulty  as  to  whether 
this  was  an  assignment  in  connection  with  the  goodwill  of 
the  business.    It  pointed  to  an  assignment  of  the  goodwill 
under  which  the  business  was  actually  to  be  carried  on.  For 
some  indefinite  period,  until  the  security  became  enforceable, 
nothing  would  be  ;done  by  the  insurance  company  in  the 
way  of  carrying  on  the  business.    Everything  would  go  on 
as  before,  and  the  goods  would  continue  to  be  manufactured 
by  the  Homocea  Company,  to  whom  would  resort  those  of 
the  public  who  wanted  these  goods  under  these  marks,  and 
the  Homocea  Company  would  continue  owners  of  the  good- 
will, notwithstanding  the  transfer  of  the  goodwill  under  the 
deed.  On  that  point  he  felt  great  difficulty ;  but,  on  pointing 
it  out  to  Mr.  Bousfield  during  the  hearing,  Mr.  Bousfield 
said  that  that  was  a  matter  of  comparative  indifference  to  the 
respondents,  for  the  case  he  was  there  to  meet  was  that  of 
taking  the  marks  off  the  register  altogether,  and  the  result  of 
that  would  be  that  the  register  had  been  irregularly  kept,  and 
that  if  the  insurance  company  were  removed  from  it  somebody 
else  wonld  have  to  be  put  on ;  and  further,  that  the  registra- 
tion which  had  been  made  had  been  directed  by  the  Con- 
troller himself,  who  declined  to  recognise  mortgagees  of 
trade-marks  at  all,  and  required  the  proprietor  himself  to  be 
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placed  on  the  register.  From  that  point  of  view  the  notice 
of  motion  required  amendment.  If  parties  wanted  the 
real  case  raised  on  this  motion — in  which  case  the  Homocea 
Company  and  all  others  interested  should  be  made  parties  as 
respondents — he  would  give  liberty  to  amend  the  motion. 
The  notice  of  motion  might  also  be  amended,  so  as  to  direct 
it  to  a  point  argued  by  Mr.  Hastings— namely,  that  the  state  of 
the  register  was  not  such  as  was  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 
That,  however,  raised  an  important  question  not  for  the 
insurance  company,  but  for  the  Controller.  The  Controller 
was  not  represented,  and  before  His  Lordship  could  do  that 
the  Controller  ought  to  be  called  and  the  Court  would  hear 
what  he  had  to  say. 

After  consultation  with  counsel  on  the  subject,  his  Lord- 
ship said  he  would  direct  a  communication  to  be  made  to 
the  Controller  that  the  Court  desired  to  hear  him  on  the 
matter,  and  the  motion  would  stand  over  until  the  second 
motion  day  next  sittings,  with  liberty  to  amend. 


COMPENSATION  TO  A  CHEMIST. 

On  July  29  and  30,  before  Mr.  Under-Sheriff  Burchell  and  a 
jury,  an  inquiry  was  conducted  as  to  the  compensation  pay- 
able in  respect  of  No.  215  Finchley  Road,  N.W.,  owned  by 
Mr.  J.  H.  Lewis,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  acquired  by  the 
M.S.  and  L.R.  Company. 

Sir  Edward  Clarke,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Bray  (instructed  by  Dr. 
Taylor,  New  Broad  Street)  represented  the  claimant ;  Mr. 
R.  D.  M.  Littler,  C.B.,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Lewis  Coward  (instructed 
by  Mr.  R.  Lingard  Monk)  appeared  for  the  railway  company. 

Mr.  Lewis,  the  claimant,  said  he  traded  under  the  name 
of  Lewis  &  Burrows.  His  shops  were  taken  over  by  a 
limited  liability  company  in  March,  1895,  except  the  shop  ic 
question,  for  which  the  railway  company  had  given  notice  to 
treat.  It  had  the  best  trade  of  any,  and  the  business  was 
increasing  ;  he  put  the  gross  profits  at  52  per  cent.,  and  the 
net  profits  at  33  per  cent.  His  central  deput  was  at  22  and  24 
Great  Portland  Street,  and  he  had  shops  in  Kilburn,  Baker 
Street,  and  Oxford  Street ;  but  the  company,  of  which  he  was 
a  director,  had  acquired  several  others.  The  premises  were 
rated  at  125/.  gross.  Mr.  Littler  asked  numerous  questions 
concerning  the  ledger,  and  witness  said  the  book  had  been 
kept  by  his  clerk  for  five  years,  and  showed  every  consign- 
ment to  the  shop,  detailed  invoices  being  also  kept.  Witness 
sold  the  other  businesses  at  four  and  a  quarter  years'  pur- 
chase between  himself  and  the  company.  If  it  had  not  been 
for  the  railway,  he  should  have  sold  this  shop  to  the  limited 
company,  which  had  already  declared  a  dividend  from  the 
business  taken  over  in  November. 

Mr.  John  Griffiths,  the  clerk,  confirmed  Mr.  Lewis  in 
respect  to  the  ledger.  It  was  examined  by  Messrs.  Pannell 
and  Mr.  Shead,  accountants,  representing  both  sides,  some 
months  ago,  and  he  had  never  heard  until  now  that  it  was 
manufactured. 

Sir  Edward  Clarke  said  the  suggestion  of  fraud  was  mon- 
strous, and  he  would  do  nothing  for  the  company  after  the 
way  the  case  had  been  conducted. 

Mr.  Littler  denied  that  he  suggested  fraud,  but  considered 
he  was  justified  in  asking  the  questions.  He  also  asked  for 
other  books. 

Mr.  Alfred  Baker,  surveyor  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
surveyor  to  the  Metropolitan  Railway  Company  for  a  good 
deal  of  land  in  the  neighbourhood,  said  the  premises  in 
question  were  substantially  built  and  in  a  good  position, 
with  a  basement,  which  was  a  special  advantage,  because 
other  shops  near  had  not  one.  The  rental  value  he  con- 
sidered was  350/.  per  year,  bis  figures  being —

Considering  the  character  of  the  business  and  neighbour- 
hood, Mr.  Baker  said  he  treated  this  as  an  extinction  of  the 
goodwill  altogether,  and  claimant  was  fairly  entitled  to 
three  years'  value.     Where  the  business  was  continuously 


increasing,  it  was  fair  to  take  the  last  year's  profits ;  it  was 
usual  to  take  an  average,  but  there  were  circumstances 
where  the  rule  should  be  departed  from.  Claimant  should 
try  to  find  other  premises,  but  he  did  not  know  of  any 
suitable.  He  understood  that  covenants  against  shops  in 
the  district  were  in  existence,  and  that  would  materially 
enhance  the  value  of  shops  remaining.  No  one  had  more 
experience  than  he  of  property  in  the  district,  and  his  rent 
was  based  on  that  experience.  The  shops  occupied  a  unique 
position,  and  it  was  practically  impossible  for  claimant  to 
reinstate  himself.  These  premises  were  the  second  shop  from 
the  station ;  other  shops  right  out  of  the  trade  area,  and 
without  basements,  were  empty  at  200/.  a  year ;  he  would 
rather  pay  350Z.  than  take  one  of  those,  as  they  were  right 
out  of  the  world. 

Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  L.C.C.,  mineral-water  manufacturer 
and  retail  druggist,  said  he  thought  there  would  be  no 
opportunity  of  claimant  obtaining  another  shop  in  an  equally 
good  position.  There  were  shops  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
road  further  up,  but  he  did  not  think  claimant  would  suc- 
ceed there,  because  it  was  on  the  other  side  of  the  railway, 
and  another  chemist  established  in  the  road  would  be  the 
first  met  with  by  customers.  He  bad  known  a  chemist's 
busicess  of  1,000/.  a  year  sold  for  5,000/.  The  net  profit 
was  generally  a  third  of  the  takings. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Read,  chemist  and  druggist,  90  Victoria  Street, 
S.W.,  considered  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  remove  in 
this  case  without  injuring  the  goodwill,  and  he  did  not 
think  the  business  could  be  carried  on  in  the  other  shops. 
By  removing  ten  doors  down  on  the  same  side  a  large  portion 
of  the  trade  could  be  retained,  but  the  customers  would 
have  to  pass  two  other  chemists'  shops. 

Mr.  M.  E.  Foster,  chemist  and  druggist,  50  Bishopsgate 
Street  Within,  gave  similar  evidence. 

Mr.  Ernest  Otvers,  surveyor,  auctioneer,  land  and  estate 
agent,  18  Grand  Parade,  Finchley  Road,  who  claimed  to 
have  special  experience  in  the  neighbourhood,  said  the  value 
of  shop  property  there  had  gone  up  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
and  had  been  improving  for  the  last  five  years.  If  claimant's 
shop  was  vacant  he  could  obtain  350/.  per  year  rent  for  it, 
and  very  likely  a  substantial  premium  of  from  500/.  to 
1,000/.  There  were  covenants  against  shops  for  the  whole  of 
the  land  at  the  North  Parade,  except  in  eight  cases,  and 
the  lord  of  the  manor  would  not  let  it  for  shops.  The 
frontage  was  for  private  houses,  the  great  majority  of  which 
were  being  put  up  now.  That  fact  would,  of  course,  in- 
crease the  value  of  these  shops.  He  estimated  the  leasehold 
interest  thus : —

Mr.  W.  Fulcher,  accountant  (Messrs.  W,  H.  Pannell  &  Co., 
13  and  14  Basinghall  Street),  said  he  had  prepared  a  profit- 
and-loss  account  of  the  business.  The  takings  for  five  years 
were:— 1890,  4,226/.;  1891,  4,951/.;  1892,  5,054/.;  1893, 
5  382/. ;  and  1894,  5,935/.  The  gross  profits  worked  out  at 
52  per  cent.    It  was  a  ready-money  business. 

Mr.  Littler  objected  to  evidence  of  the  takings  in  1895, 
and  the  Under-Sheriff  ruled  that  after  the  notice  to  treat  in 
September,  1894,  no  future  period  could  be  taken. 

Mr.  Fulcher  said  he  found  all  the  books  were  honest. 
The  net  profit  for  1894  was  2,208/ 

Mr.  Bruce  Johnston,  inventory  and  valuation  clerk  to 
Messrs.  Baker  &  Son,  said  he  had  valued  the  fixtures  in  this 
case  at  790/. 

Sir  Edward  Clarke  consented  to  the  charge  of  5  per  cent, 
interest  on  a  capital  of  2,000/.,  and  to  debit  the  profit  rental, 
givicg  the  net  profit  of  1,570/.    This  concluded  his  case. 

For  the  railway  company  Mr.  Littler  contended  that  the 
business  could  be  removed,  and  2,000/.  for  the  lease  and  100/. 
cost  of  lemoval  of  stock  would  be  ample  compensation,  with 
fixtures  agreed  at  550/.  The  claim  sent  in  amounted  to 
13,500/. 

Mr.  Temple  Brodie,  surveyor  and  estate  agent,  who  said 
he  had  considerable  experience  in  selling  and  letting 
property  in  the  district,  and  resided  close  by,  valued  the 
property  as  follows  : —

Mr.  William  Henry  Dunn,  F.S.I.,  one  of  the  valuers 
appointed  by  the  LoDdon  County  Council  under  the  Finance 
Act,  said  he  had  lived  opposite  these  premises  seven  years, 
and  had  known  them  ever  since  they  were  built.  His  esti- 
mate corresponded  with  that  of  Mr.  Brodie,  and  Mr. 
Ales.  R.  Stenning,  F.S.I.,  the  adviser  of  the  railway,  con- 
curred. 

Mr.  James  Harris,  accountant,  of  8  Old  Jewry,  said  that 
so  far  as  the  Finchley  Road  shop  was  concerned,  the  ledger 
did  not  contain  the  true  accounts  of  the  goods  purchased ; 
and  it  was  impossible,  he  thought,  that  it  should;  nothing 
like  its  proportion  of  the  outgoings  were  charged  to  the 
branch.  The  ledger  seemed  not  to  have  been  in  use  since 
1890,  and  seemed  to  have  only  recently  been  written  up. 
The  prcspectcs  of  Messrs.  Lewis  nc  Bur  ows  justified  his 
view  of  the  profits,  and  he  found  noshing  in  the  report  to 
justify  claimant's  profits  in  this  busioess. 

Cross-examined :  It  was  his  impression  that  the  ledger  was 
recently  writ.ten  up,  from  the  fact  that  the  cover  of  the  book 
was  new,  the  style  and  colour  of  the  writing  were  similar 
right  through,  and  that  the  year  1891  had  been  written 
1895  in  going  to  the  next  folio.  If  he  approved  the 
principle  of  arriving  at  it,  Messrs.  Pannell  &  Co.'s  figures  of 
purchases  were  the  same  as  his  own.  He  would  suggest 
that  there  should  te  one  account  for  each  business,  and  the 
profits  got  from  each  place.  He  would  not  suggest  that 
claimant  did  not  make  correct  return?.  There  were  not 
such  materials  as  were  necessary  to  get  a  proper  profit.  He 
put  the  average  net  profit  at  15  per  cent ,  8902  ,  subject  to 
interest  on  capital  and  improved  rental. 

Mr.  Thomas  Hawkins,  chemists'  valuer  and  agent  for  the 
sale  of  chemical  businesses,  of  32  Ludgate  Hill,  E  C,  said  he 
had  twentj-five  years'  experience.  He  considered  1,1002. 
to  1,2002.  was  the  value  of  ihe  stock.  The  loss  on  that  for 
forced  sale  would  be  20  to  25  per  cent.  By  removing 
300  yards  1002.  would  be  ample  to  cover  any  loss.  Thirty  - 
three  per  cent,  was  simply  astounding  for  a  cutting- chemist's 
business,  and  a  fair  percentage  of  the  net  profit  of  such 
would  produce  15  or  20  per  cent,  at  the  outside.  Compared 
with  large  old- style  businesses  in  London,  33  per  cent,  was 
the  outside  price  he  had  ever  seen.  Drug-stores  of  cutting 
chemists  were  seldom  sold  except  to  companies.  He  did 
not  believe  that  here  there  would  be  total  annihilation,  but 
there  would  be  a  loss.  For  ordinary  conservative  businesses 
one  year's  purchase  would  be  the  maximum,  based  on  the 
net  profit,  for  the  absolute  purchase  of  the  goodwill,  and 
vendor  excluded  from  the  neighbourhood.  Where  a  portion 
had  been  sold  off,  and  the  old  name  was  kept,  he  should  say 
a  man  could  not  sell  his  goodwill  twice,  and  here  the  com- 
pany had  all  the  proprietary  rights.  Thus  there  was  nothing 
left  but  stock  and  fixtures. 

Cross-examined  :  He  was  principal  in  the  firm  of  Orridge 
&  Co  ,  and  in  an  advertisement  he  was  offering  one  at  33  per 
cent.,  but  this  would  include  stock  and  fixtures. 

Mr.  Richard  Jackson,  6  Great  Turnstile,  member  of  the 
firm  who  sold  the  ledger,  producei  his  book  of  sales,  and  said 
the  number  in  the  ledger,  No.  202,  referred  to  a  particular 
pattern.  He  supplied  to  Mr.  Lewis  two  ledgers  in  1890,  and 
one  in  1891,  with  the  wholesale  name  on.  He  supplied  also 
Nos.  201  and  202,  with  Baker  Street  and  retail  printed  on, 
in  1894 ;  the  ledger  in  question,  numbered  202,  was  dated 
1890,  and  was  not  one  of  those,  having  only  wholesale 
printed  on,  and  might  be  one  of  the  first  three  in  1890-91, 
as  they  generally  made  the  books  of  the  same  description  as 
before.  He  did  not,  however,  know  another  No.  202  he 
could  refer  to,  and  that  number  in  the  ledger  must  be  a 
mistake. 

Sir  Edward  Clarke  said  it  seemed  monstrous  that  the 
suggestion  should  have  been  persisted  in  on  such  frivolous 
and  stupid  grounds  as  advanced  by  Mr.  Harris. 

The  Under-Sheriff  said  it  appeared  that  the  imputations 
had  not  been  substantiated,  but  the  jury  must  consider  if 
the  remarks  were  justified. 

The  jury  awarded  3.9702. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  AC r. 
Small  Sago. 

At  Andover  on  July  30,  the  International  Tea  Company  were 
summoned  for  selling  adulterated  sago.  One  pound  of  small 
sago  was  asked  for,  and  the  analyst's  certificate  certified  that 
the  sample  contained  50  per  cent  of  starch.  Mr.  Arthur  Angellr 
public  analyst,  was  put  into  the  box,  and  stated  that  the 
white  sample  of  seed  was  tapioca.  It  was  quite  of  equal 
food- value  with  sago,  and  the  purchaser  was  not  prejudiced. 
The  official  term  for  the  substitution  was  "  adulteration."  It 
was  explained  that  pearl-seed  tapioca  had  been  sold  for  small 
sago.  While  the  latter  cost  only  7s.  6d.  to  8s.  6d.  per  cwt., 
the  former  was  sold  at  10*.  3d.  and  Us.  3d.  per  cwt,,  and, 
instead  of  defrauding  the  public,  the  defendant  company 
had  been  defrauding  themselves.  The  Bench  were  of  opinion 
that  nothing  had  been  done  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser, 
and  the  case  was  dismissed. 


Analysts  and  Arithmetic. 

In  a  case  of  alleged  milk-adulteration  heard  at  Newark  od 
August  1,  the  borough  analyst,  Dr.  Ashby,  certified  that  there 

j  were  nine  parts  of  added  water  in  the  sample.  Mr.  W.  A. 
Smith,  who  defended,  pointed  out  that  the  figures  of  the 

i  analyst  totalled  up  made  111-3  in  100  parts.  The  Bench 
agreed  that  the  parts  were  greater  than  the  whole,  and  that 
the  figures  were  faulty;  therefore  they  dismissed  the  case.

Re  Geohgb  Hebbeet  Brown,  Thurlow  Road,  Torquay, 
Clerk  to  a  firm  of  Druggistr. 

The  public  examination  of  the  above-named  debtor  took 
place  at  the  Exeter  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Dawe,  on  August  1.  The  statement  of  affairs  filed  by  the 
debtor  showed  liabilities  802.  12s.  9d. ;  the  assets  were  esti- 
mated to  produce  nothing. 

Replying  to  questions  the  debtor,  stated  that  his  income  had 
not  been  sufficient  to  meet  his  household  expenses.  The 
receiving  order  wa3  made  upon  his  own  petition,  in  conse- 
quence of  pressure  by  creditors.  As  he  had  never  been  in 
business  on  his  own  account,  he  had  not  kept  any  books. 
The  furniture  at  his  house  was  claimed  by  the  trustees  of  a 
marriage-settlement  made  about  six  years  ago,  before  he 
was  married.  He  had  been  in  difficulties  for  some  time 
past.  He  was  receiving  a  salary  of  12.  per  week,  as  book- 
keeper to  a  firm  of  Exeter  druggists.  When  he  was  married 
he  had  1502.  worth  of  furniture,  but  that  was  made  over  to 
his  wife  under  a  marriage- settlement.  His  wife  carried  on 
business  as  a  dressmaker,  and  had  been  assisting  him  to. 
supplement  his  earnings,  and  thus  enable  them  to  live.  The 
examination  was  ordered  to  be  closed.

He  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  Mr.  Eli  Wood,  chemist  and  druggist,  Mos9ley,  and 
commenced  business  at  the  age  of  20  in  Market  Street, 
Droylsden.  He  held  many  public  offices;  foi  thirty  years  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Local  Board,  and  at  one  period  its 
chairman,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

O'Neill. — Mr.  Jas.  O'Neill,  chemist,  Regent  Street, 
Morecambe,  died  on  August  3,  under  peculiar  circumstances.

Suggested  Great  Chemical  Combination. 

The  Exchange  Telegraph  Company  says : — It  has  been 
suggested  to  the  great  chemical-manufacturers  all  over  the 
world  that  to  go  on  producing  at  the  present  unremunera- 
tive  prices  should  be  stopped.  This  feeling  has  been  inten- 
sified by  the  action  of  the  firm  of  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co. 
having  absorbed  the  business  of  Murgatroyd's  (Limited),  of 
Middlewich.  Measures  are  now  being  taken  by  which  not 
only  the  continental  and  European,  but  also  American, 
manufacturers  may  wheel  into  line,  and  thus  produce  one  of 
the  most  gigantic  commercial  combinations  known  in  modern 
times.  Already  the  English  manufacturers  of  heavy  chemicals 
are  demanding  higher  prices  for  forward  delivery,  particularly 
on  contract. 

The  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemical-market. 

Our  Newcastle  correspondent  writes  on  August  7  as  under : 
— The  most  important  question  which  is  at  present  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  market  here  are  the  continued  rumours 
of  further  combinations  in  the  chemical  trade.

Ordinary  to  fair  leanish  root  realised  5s.  Id.  to  5s  2d.  per 
lb. ;  fair  to  good  medium  fair,  5s.  3d.  to  5s.  <\d.  per  lb. ;  and 
bad  country  damaged,  4s.  6d.  to  4s.  9d.  per  lb.  Cartagena 
bas  been  until  recently  exceptionally  scarce,  and  privately 
4s.  6d  per  lb.  has  been  willingly  paid.  Eleven  bags  grey  to 
bright  plump  root,  new  import,  sold  at  4s.  Id.  to  4s  3d.  per 
lb.  This  shows  about  3d.  decline  on  previous  rates,  but 
now  nothing  more  is  to  be  had  at  the  price. 

Jalap. — Of  29  bales,  fine  heavy  bold  and  medium  Vera 
Cruz,  only  1  bale  wormy  was  placed.  The  market  remains 
very  firm,  and  holders  will  not  give  way,  and  still  ask  lid. 
per  lb.  for  sound  root. 

Kino  is,  except  in  very  small  quantities,  unobtainable. 
Good  genuine  still  commands  almost  a  prohibitive  price. 
To-day  3  packages  of  doubtful  quality  were  shown,  but  found 
no  buyer. 

Kola-nuts. — Privately  several  tons  have  been  moved  off  at 
lOd.  to  lO.vd.  per  lb.  A  few  bags  good  West  Indian  realised 
10^d.  to  lid.  per  lb.  at  auction. 

Menthol  remains  irregular,  holders  having  vary  divergent 
views  as  to  value,  which,  up  till  yesterday,  ranged  from  13s. 
to  13s.  6d.  per  lb.  Available  stocks  in  Japan  are  reduced 
to  almost  a  vanishing  point,  the  bulk  now  being  centered 
in  London.  The  season  for  new  Menthol  will  be  a  backward 
one,  and  the  present  c  i  f .  value  is  quite  on  a  par  with  the 
spot  price. 

Musk. — Tonquin,  fine  thin  blue  skins,  small  to  bold  pods, 
fair  dry  (Pile  I.),  are  held  for  72s  6d.  per  oz. ;  and  ditto,  not 
so  sightly  and  dampish,  68s.  to  70s.  per  oz. ;  good  grey  skins, 
few  brown  small  to  bold  dampish,  Pile  III.,  blue  thin  skins 
doubtful,  obtainable  at  42s  ;  low  skinny,  18s.  to  20s.  per  oz. ; 
half-trimmed  medium  small  to  bold  grey,  few  blue  skins, 
Pile  I,  taken  out  at  65*.  per  oz, ;  1  tin  old-fashioned 
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trimmed  medium,  unsightly,  small  and  medium  dry,  sold 
at  38*.  per  oz.,  subject.  A  bottle  of  fair  Assam  grain  was 
disposed  of  at  32s.  per  oz.  Apparently  no  orders  are  about, 
and  the  article  is  very  quiet. 

Nux  Vomica. — Some  qualities  may  be  had  almost  for  the 
asking,  the  market  being  glutted,  especially  with  inferior 
nuts.  Of  fair  boldisb,  but  dark,  Bombay,  114  bags  sold  at 
6s.  per  cwt.,  subject. 

Oil  (Camphor). — Good  brown  crude,  not  exhausted  of 
camphor,  is  scaice.  Twenty  cases  white  oil  are  offered,  for 
which  the  owner  asks  28*.  per  cwt. 

Oils  (Essential). — The  latest  reports  from  Messina 
announce  an  advance  in  the  price  of  Bergamot,  owing  to  the 
low  condition  of  the  stocks  held  in  Sicily.  Super  quality 
now  figures  at  8s.,  but  we  understand  there  is  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  oil  in  London  of  the  same  standard  at  7s.  6d.  per  lb. 
There  is  little  doing  in  Lemon,  and  the  demand  is  quiet.  As 
to  the  new  crop,  the  ieports  from  the  Catania  distiict  are  as 
usual  of  a  pessimistic  character,  and  ic  seems  that  owing  to 
the  strong  winds  of  last  month  there  has  been  a  considerable 
loss  of  small  fruits.  On  the  other  band,  there  are  districts 
in  which  the  crop  is  abundant  and  the  prospects  satisfactory. 
Aniseed :  6s  5d.  to  6s.  6d.  has  been  paid,  and  6s.  9d.  is  now 
being  asked  ;  August-October  shipment  is  quoted  6s.  4<2.  to 
6s.  5d.  per  lb.  Cassia  :  Price  has  rapidly  stiffened  owing  to 
adverse  reports  from  country  of  production,  and  now  ranges 
from  6s.  to  6s.  3d.  for  oil  containing  70  per  cent,  to  75  per 
cent,  of  cinnamic  aldehyde.  There  are  no  c.i.f.  quotations 
on  the  market.  Lavender:  This  year's  crop  will  be  almost 
nil,  the  herb  having  suffered  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  the 
mint  plant,  due  to  the  Arctic  severity  of  the  past  winter. 
The  harvesting  of  the  peppermint  plant  is  now  on  the  thres- 
hold, but  the  prospects  as  regards  quantity  are  far  from 
encouraging.  The  acreage  under  cultivation  is  said  to  be 
below  the  average,  and  the  severity  of  the  weather  last 
winter  played  great  havoc,  whicb,  coupled  with  the  drought 
during  the  spring  and  early  summer,  prevented  development, 
and  plants  remained  very  stunted  in  growth.  The  recent 
rainfall  has  somewhat  improved  the  position,  and  given  fine 
ripening  weather,  the  hitherto  extant  pessimism  will  give 
room  to  a  more  optimistic  view.  The  yield  of  oil  from  the 
black  mint  has  been  short  for  some  few  years  in  succession, 
and  this  season  the  shortage  threatens  to  be  accentuated,  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  quality  is  expected  to  reach  a  high 
standard.  The  last  prices  realised  for  fine  genuine  1894 
distillation  were  34s.  and  35s.  per  lb.  firsthand,  stocks  being 
exceptionally  low,  whilst  secondhand  is  almost  exhausted. 
Values  for  1895  oil  may,  therefore,  become  rather  inflated. 
White  Peppermint  Oil  may  be  quoted  at  50s.  per  lb.  nominally. 
A  New  York  report  states  in  regard  to  American,  oil  that 
there  is  a  very  pronounced  opinion  prevalent  that  the  highest 
prices  paid  will  be  those  at  the  beginning  of  the  distillation. 

Oil  (Eucalyptus). — Ten  cases  from  Adelaide  aie  held 
for  2s.  3d.  per  lb. 

Oil  (Peppermint). — Cooking's,  in  cases  of  30  bottles 
each,  was  bought  in  to-day  at  6s.  9d.  per  lb. 

Opium' — Our  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  July  26 
as  follows: — A  few  orders  reached  this  market  at  the 
beginning  of  this  week.  Some  old  opium  was  taken  for 
Scotland,  and  at  the  tame  time  a  native  speculator  offered  to 
buy  both  old  and  new.  This  apparent  revival  of  demand 
caused  firmness  on  the  part  of  the  large  holders  of  old  opium, 
and  if  it  depended  on  them  alone,  no  sales  would  have  been 
registered  this  week.  Thanks,  however,  to  the  holdings  of 
the  syndicate,  which  have  now  passed  into  the  hands  ot  the 
English  houses,  sales  have  been  easily  effected,  31-  cases  old 
Karahis&ar  at  the  parity  of  7s.  4d.  for  England,  and  20  at 
the  same  price  taken  for  speculation.  Two  cases  of  Bogaditz 
taken  at  the  parity  of  7s.  6^d.  for  France.  New  Talequale 
has  been  purchased  speculatively  up  to  63p ,  equai  to 
6s.  lOf  rf. 

Orange  peel. — Malta  found  no  buyers.  For  quarters 
<\d.,  and  for  thick  to  fine  cat  9d.  per  lb.  is  asked. 

Otto  of  Rose. — A  small  quantity  of  the  new  otto  has 
been  received,  but  the  helpers  ate  not  disposed  to  put  any 
prices  upon  it  at  present,  owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the 
market.  Both  the  Ktzinlik  houses  and  outside  operators 
are  anticipatirg  a  slight  advance. 


Quassia. — Eight  bags  of  bold  chips  were  offered  and 
bought  in  at  10Z.  per  ton.  The  market  remains  very  sick  for 
logs,  and  in  view  of  absence  of  demand  some  holders  are 
still  willing  to  consider  bids  under  51.  per  ton,  which  is  the 
nominal  value.

High-dried  flat  medium, 
good  fair  fracture,  was  placed  at  10^d.  per  lb.  Since  tne 
auction  sales  in  Canton,  root  have  taken  place.

green,  6\d.  per  lb. 

Spices. — Little  doing.  Pepper :  Business  continues  on  a 
small  scale  at  steady  prices,  including  10  tons  Singapore  for 
arrival  near  at  band  at  2^d. ;  August-October  shipment,, 
sellers  at  2f^d.  Penang  white  pepper  also  remains  quiet  j, 
sellers  at  3^d.  to  arrive.  Cloves :  The  market  for  Zanzibar 
remains  quiet ;  800  bales  sold.  October- December  delivery, 
2^d.  to  2\d.,  closing  at  the  latter  figure.

The  Danger  of  Preservative.  —  The  Manchester 
Deputy- Coroner,  Mr.  Sydney  Smelt,  held  an  inquest  on 
Wednesday  touching  the  death  of  the  infant  son  of  a- 
labourer  named  Kervin.  The  mother  said  that  the  child 
had  alwa}s  been  delicate.  About  a  fortnight  ago  it  was  ill, 
and  she  procured  some  infants'  preservative  from  a  chemist 
in  the  locality,  and  gave  it  two  doses.  The  child  became 
worse,  and  next  day  she  took  it  to  a  doctor,  who,  on  seeing, 
it,  asked  her  if  she  had  been  giving  it  "  preservative,"  and 
told  her  not  to  let  it  go  to  sleep.  The  child,  however,, 
became  drowsy,  and  eventually  expired  on  Monday  last. 
Alexander  R.  Ramsey,  assistant  to  Mr.  Sharratt,  chemist, 
but  not  himself  registered,  said  he  mixed  the  "  preservative," 
which  contained  a  trace  of  tincture  of  opium.  The  Deputy- 
Coroner,  in  addressing  the  jury,  commented  strongly  upon 
the  fact  of  the  bottle  not  being  labelled  "  poison,"  and  said 
he  was  surprised  that  any  respectable  chemist  would  sell  a. 
mixture  containing  opium  to  be  administered  to  infants.  In, 
his  opinion,  the  attention  of  the  Home  Secretary  should  be-, 
called  to  the  indiscriminate  Eale  of  mixtures  containing, 
opiates  for  administration  to  infants.  Such  mixtures  were 
responsible  for  the  deaths  of  a  large  number  of  children.  A. 
verdict  of  death  from  illness  aggravated  by  the  administra- 
tion of  "infants'  preservative  "  containing  laudanum  was- 
returned,  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  jury,  the  Deputy- 
Coroner  admonished  Mr.  Ramsey  for  selling  the  m  xtuse; 
without  labelling  it  "poison."

Sib, — With  regard  to  your  criticism  of  my  paper  con- 
tributed to  the  Conference  upon  glycerine  tincture  of 
cinchona,  may  I  be  permitted  to  point  out  that  although 
an  apparent  discrepancy  exists,  yet,  in  fact,  none  is  present  ? 

It  will  be  observed  the  strength  of  the  tinctures  operated 
upon  is  not  mentioned.  This  is  a  grave  omission  upon  my 
part ;  but  I  may  now  state  in  all  cases  a  valoid  preparation  of 
the  bark  was  made,  and  5  11.  oz.  of  this  preparation  con- 
sidered as  equivalent  to  a  pint  of  ordinary  tincture— that  is, 
of  the  same  strength  as  if  a  pint  of  tincture  had  been 
obtained  from  5  cz  of  the  bark.  Hence  it  will  be  seen, 
by  referring  to  the  first  three  columns  of  my  comparative 
table,  that  in  some  cases  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids 
contained  in  the  barks  were  present  in  the  resulting  tinc- 
tures. It  is  apparent,  also,  a  better  tincture  results  from  the 
use  of  glycerine  and  spirit,  although  the  actual  difference  is 
not  large.

Sib, — The  President  of  the  Conference  has  delivered  him- 
self of  what  all  must  acknowledge  is  a  well-thought-out 
address,  and  has  placed  before  us  a  high — though  some  may 
think  a  Utopian — ideal  worthy  of  deepest  consideration  by 
everyone  connected  with  pharmacy.  Since  Mr.  Martin  has 
asked  us  to  criticise  the  views  he  has  communicated,  I  feel 
less  reluctant  than  I  might  otherwise  have  done  to  enter  my 
respectful,  though  none  the  less  emphatic,  protest  against 
what  I  feel  to  be  mistaken  ideas  and  ill-timed  comments. 
Leaving  for  the  moment  the  "waste  of  energy  and  the 
diversion  of  aim,"  by  which  he  sums  up  the  various  efforts 
being  made  to  improve  the  status  of  pharmacy  as  a  livelihood , 
I  refer  now  especially  to  that  part  of  his  address  wherein  he 
t  poke  of  the  recent  attempts  at  consolidation  of  the  Phar- 


maceutical Society,  and  said,  in  substance,  "  Let  every  man,' 
who  desires  to  become  a  member  of  the  Society  pass  the' 
Major  examination,  as  that  is  the  only  portal  through  which 
he  can  honourably  enter."  Ergo, "  he  that  would  come  in  by 
any  other  way  is  a  You  know  the  rest,  Sir  ! 

This  is  not  the  time  to  sow  discord,  and  although  I  know 
that  at  an  earlier  period  Mr.  Martin's  views  were  shared  by 
a  majoiity  of  the  Council  and  by  a  fair  proportion  of  Major- 
men  outside,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  it  is  not  the  case  at 
present ;  and  there  have  been  many  expressions  of  opinion 
favourable  to  the  removing  of  this  existing  banier  to  a 
united  Society  both  from  councillors  and  laymen.  I  feel 
sure  that  Mr.  Martin  will  agree  with  me  in  this  :  that  the  ma& 
who  passes  the  Minor  examination  to-day  must  know  quite 
as  much  as  the  man  who  passed  the  Major  when  Mr.  Martini 
was  a  student ;  and  I  maintain  that  if  the  Major  men  of  those 
days  have  been  worthy  to  be  entrusted  with  the  direction 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  both  as  an  ex- 
amining and  as  an  educational  body,  so  would  those  affairs- 
continue  to  be  jealously  safeguarded,  even  though  some 
portion  of  that  august  Council  should  consist  of  men  who 
had  passed  merely  the  one  qualifying  examination.  When 
he  further  said,  "  There  are  hundreds  of  men  who  are  on  the 
register  to-day  as  a  result  of  having  passed  the  Minor  ex- 
amination, but  whose  minds  are  a  perfect  blank  with  respect 
to  any  scientific  knowledge  of  pharmacy,"  he  said  nothing 
but  the  truth ;  but  he  might  have  equally  well  added,  "  and 
hundreds  of  such  who  have  passed  the  Major."  The  mere 
passing  successfully  through  the  examination-rooms  wili' 
never  make  a  dull  head  into  a  man  of  science,  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  have  been,  and  still  are,  hundreds  of 
assiduous  students  in  the  science  of  pharmacy  and  of 
chemistry  who  have  never  gone  beyond  the  one  qualifying 
examination.  Far  be  it  for  me  to  underrate  or  depreciate  in 
any  way  the  value  of  the  prolonged  studies  necessitated  by 
the  higher  examination.  I  am  too  well  convinced  of  the 
wisdom  of  higher  education  in  all  branches  of  knowledge  % 
but  it  was  with  pain  that  I  heard  him  reopen  this  question 
in  words  which  savoured  of  a  sneer  at  those  who  have  been 
less  fortunate,  yet  whom  it  is  extremely  desirable  to  enlist 
into  the  ranks  of  a  United  Society  of  Pharmacists.  There  is 
still  another  point  or  two  to  which  I  would  like  to  refer,  but' 
this  must  suffice  for  the  present.

The  British  Medical  Exhibition  and  Wine  Exhibits. 

Sir, — It  may  be  some  consolation  for  you  to  know  that- 
you  are  not  the  only  one  who  complains  of  what  you  describe- 
as  "  apparent  deliberate  discourtesy "  on  the  part  of  the 
committee  of  the  B.M  A 

We  have  exhibited  "  Hall's  Coca  Wine  "  for  some  years  at 
the  meetings  of  this  Association,  and  have  always  met  with 
most  courteous  treatment  from  the  different  committees. 
This  year  we  were  invited  to  tender  for  space  as  usual,  which 
we  did.  After  waiting  some  two  moDths  we  received  a  curt 
notice  that  our  application  was  declined.  Subsequently,  or_> 
the  B.M. A.  soliciting  us  to  renew  our  advertisement  in  their 
journal,  they  gave  as  a  reason  for  our  exclusion  "  the  objection 
of  the  College  of  Surgeons  to  the  exhibition  of  medicated 
wines."  This  of  course  they  had  a  perfect  right  to  do,  but  &> 
deputation  of  the  "  Exhibitors'  Association  "  waited  upon  the 
committee  to  ask  them  to  reconsider  their  decision  to  exclude 
ns  and  others,  and  to  ask  whether  other  makers  of  medicated1 
wines  who  were  exhibiting  drugs  would  be  prevented  from 
showing  these  preparations ;  they  were  curtly  told  that  the 
committee  would  not  reconsider  the  matter  and  would  not 
object  to  drug-houses  exhibiting  coca  and  other  wines. 

We  think  it  will  be  the  general  opinion  of  exhibitors  that 
these  medical  gentlemen  woakl  be  well  advised  to  take 
your  advice  and  in  future  put  their  arrangement  in  the  hand& 
of  a  "  prof essional  showman."  This  year  we  have  seen  that- 
which  has  never  before  been  witnessed — viz  ,  the  medical* 
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profession  putting  the  space  up  to  auction  with  the  declara- 
tion of  their  Chairman  that  they  intended  making  as  much 
money  as  possible  out  of  the  exhibitors. 

We  notice  that  one  of  the  subjects  discussed  at  the 
Congress  was  "  professional  etiquette."

I  think 
he  is  entirely  wrong  when  he  says  that  early  closing  is  a 
right  move  only  from  the  assistants'  point  of  view.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  far  more  necessary  from  the  principals'  stand- 
point. When  we  remember  the  number  of  chemists  in 
business  on  their  own  account  who  keep  no  assistant,  it  is 
plain  that  they  are  benefited  in  a  greater  degree  than 
assistants.  Nothing,  I  believe,  intellectually  cramps  and 
hampers  more  than  being  penned  up  alone  from  week-end 
to  week-end  the  year  round.  Hundreds  of  chemists,  the 
men  who  need  it  most,  get  no  annual  holiday.  I  went  a 
stretch  of  twelve  years  without  one. 

It  is  too  late  in  the  day  to  put  in  the  plea  that  a  man 
has  a  right  to  do  what  he  likes  with  his  own  shop.  Legis- 
lation has  so  far  interfered  with  personal  rights  that  the 
alight  further  interference  which  will  enable  the  traders  of 
a  district  to  overcome  a  selfish  and  obstinate  man  should  be 
welcomed  and  not  hindered. 

The  financial  aspect  of  the  matter  may  trouble  some  of  your 
readers.  I  will  give  you  my  own  experience.  Bolton  is  a  town 
of  some  120,000  people,  with  twenty-five  to  thirty  chemists' 
shops.  These  include  three  limited  companies.  Five  years 
ago  the  general  traders  of  the  town,  after  a  hard  struggle, 
obtained  the  weekly  half-holiday.  The  chemists  held  en- 
ti;ely  aloof,  except  one  old  and  respected  trader.  He  closed 
on  his  own  account.  Four  and  a  half  years  ago  I  decided 
to  begin  taking  the  holiday.  No  other  chemist  would  join 
■me ;  in  fact,  I  only  asked  one.  My  friends  characterised  the 
jesolution  in  terms  not  at  all  calculated  to  flatter  me,  for,  to 
i>at  it  mildly,  I  am  not  a  wealthy  man.  The  first  effect  of 
my  change  was  to  kill  off  almost  entirely  Wednesday's  trade. 
This  was  not  surprising,  seeing  that,  except  the  one  case 
referred  to,  all  the  other  men  were  open  umil  8  p.m.,  and  I 
-closed  at  1.  But  in  less  than  three  months  a  reaction  set  in, 
which  is  not  yet  spent.  My  average  takings  on  a  Wednesday, 
vp  to  1  p.m.,  are  never  less  than  they  were  when  I  was  open 
ail  day :  they  are  frequently  double  and  treble.  But  the 
most  pleasing  feature  about  the  matter  was  that  from  the 
beginning  my  Tuesday's  and  Thursday's  takings  began  to 
am  prove,  and  my  total  weekly  turnover  was  never  less  for 
five  and  a  half  days  than  for  the  six. 

My  customers,  I  believe,  respect  me  more  for  having  the 
•courage  of  my  opinions.  On  the  few  occasions  they  trouble 
me  after  hours  on  Wednesday  they  take  my  attentions  as  a 
kindly  service.  True,  they  do  not  often  find  me  in.  Two 
years  ago  I  succeeded  in  getting  my  confreres  here  to  close 
■at  5  p.m.  Now,  not  only  are  they  unwilling  to  give  up  that, 
but  most  of  them  ask  me  when  I  am  going  to  get  them  to 
toe  the  1  o'clock  line.  I  have  spent  several  of  my  half- 
(bolidays  on  the  work,  and  am  not  without  hope  that  I  shall 
succeed.  Yours  truly,

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Sib, — The  letters  which  appear  in  this  week's  C.  $  B. 
in  answer  to  "  Straggler"  are  evidently  written  by  assistants, 
and  therefore  not  free  from  prejudice.  Like  "  Struggler " 
I  am  a  chemist  in  business  on  my  own  account,  and 
with  only  an  apprentice,  and  because  of  that  I  am  looking 
forward  with  glad  anticipation  to  the  passing  of  the  Shop- 
hours'  Early-closing  Bill.  The  "voluntary"  principle  of 
agreement  is  so  constantly  breaking  down  through  the 
greed  or  ill-temper  of  a  very  small  minority  that  legislation 
is  most  necessary. 

I  would  remind  "Struggler"  that  laws  are  needful  for 
evildoers,  and  I  regard  keeping  shops  open  to  the  late 
hours  to  which  chemists  generally  do  as  a  decided  evil,  and 
as  to  the  touting  for  business  on  Sunday  as  wrong  as  it  is 
unnecessary. 

For  years  I  have  strongly  advocated  shorter  hours.  At 
present  I  am  obliged  to  keep  open  late  because  of  the  greed 
or  ill-temper  of  a  minority.  But  on  the  Sunday  question 
I  positively  decline  to  open,  in  spite  of  the  other  chemists 
in  the  town  doing  so,  and  my  experience  leads  me  to  this 
conviction : — 

(1)  That  my  customers  come  to  the  side  door  at  such 
times  as  they  may  justly  expect  to  find  me  in. 

(2)  Invariably  I  get  such  an  expression  as,  "  So  sorry  to 
have  had  to  trouble  you,"  showing  plainly  that  they  feel 
under  an  obligation. 

Mr.  C.  Townsend,  late  M.P.,  admirably  puts  the  matter 
of  early  closing  when  he  says  (C.  %  D.,  July  27,  page  149)  : — 

"  About  early  closing  ?  " 

"  I  am  in  favour  of  compulsory  early  closing  if  a  majority  of  any  one 
trade  in  a  definite  area  should  wish  it.  Life  in  a  close  shop  with  hours  of 
work  depending  only  on  the  caprice  of  customers  or  the  greed  of  a  com- 
petitor is  little  better  than  slavery." 

Mark  the  expressions,  "  caprice  of  customers,"  "  greed  of  a 
competitor."  Yours  faithfully,

Pharmacies  and  Public-houses — A  Parallel. 

Sib, — Permit  me  to  point  out  what  you  appear  to  have 
failed  to  see  in  paragraph  5  of  the  Midland  circular  addressed 
to  parliamentary  candidates. 

Paragraph  No.  5  speaks  of  unqualified  persons  buying  up, 
or  opening,  pharmacies  all  over  the  country,  and  putting 
managers  in.  This  principle  is,  we  think,  on  all  fours  with 
the  tied-house  question  in  the  beer-trade,  and  which  is  ad- 
mitted to  be  a  failure,  in  that  the  character  of  a  house  is 
lowered,  and  quality  of  goods  is  deteriorated,  where  the 
manager  is  not  the  owner,  and  has  not  the  same  interests  at 
stake ;  and  we  further  say  in  the  circular  that,  if  it  is  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  public  for  managers  of  tied-houses  to  be 
irresponsible  persons,  how  much  greater  must  be  the  danger 
to  the  public  when  the  same  principle  is  applied  to  phar- 
macies ?

He  complains  that  Apothecaries'  Hall  assistants  are 
debarred  from  chemists'  shops.  Would  it  be  at  all  fair  to 
Minor  men  if,  with  their  Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate, 
gained  with  much  less  time  and  trouble,  they  were  allowed 
by  law  to  do  the  work  of  Minors  1

Immediate  information  on  pharmaco-legal  mutters  isavaila  ble  in  "  Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Laws  of  the  United  Kingdom"  Alpe's  " Handy-book  of 
Medicine-stamp  Only"  and  The  Chemists'  and  Dbuggists'  Diaby. 


108/33.  Subscriber. — We  should  think  the  ointment  as 
now  labelled  and  advertised  would  be  liable  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty — you  recommend  it  for  the  relief  of  certain 
ailments.  But  you  can  get  an  authoritative  reply  by  sending 
the  labels,  &c,  to  Somerset  House. 


109/48.  Credens. — The  members  of  a  limited  company 
cannot  legally  describe  themselves  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists  unless  they  are  such. 


58/22.  W.  J.  S. — It  is  legally  necessary  that  retail  pur- 
chasers of  Cooper's  sheep-dip  should  sign  the  poison-book, 
and  it  is  desirable  also  to  enter  the  purchaser's  condition  or 
occupation  and  the  witness's  address  as  required  by  the 
Arsenic  Act. 


112/68.  Lex. — If  the  consignor  paid  the  carriage  the 
question  of  liability  of  the  carrier  is  one  which  concerns 
him.  We  expect  all  your  labels  would  be  considered  liable 
to  medicine-stamp  duty  except  that  for  Blaud's  pills.  But  it 
is  better  to  send  the  labels  just  as  you  use  them  to 
Somerset  House,  and  get  an  authoritative  reply. 


112/56.  Yorkshire  Bite. — We  should  regard  hydrochlorate 
of  cocaine  as  coming  among  "  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids 
and  their  salts,"  and  therefore  in  the  first  part  of  the  Poisons 
Schedule. 


113/7.  Jones. — An  unregistered  person  is  not  legally 
justified  in  selling  belladonna-plasters. 


108/74.  Rasp  says  he  sells  what  he  calls  raspbeiry  wine, 
which  is  made  from  ess.  raspberry  with  citric  acid  and  syrup. 
The  Excise  officer  thinks  he  requires  a  licence  because  he 
calls  it  wine,  though  it  does  not  contain  2  per  cent,  of  proof 
spirit.  [The  point  is  not  whether  you  call  the  liquor  wine  or 
not.  "  Any  liquor  made  from  fruit  and  sugar,  or  from  fruit  or 
sugar  mixed  with  any  other  material,  and  which  has  under- 
gone fermentation  in  the  manufacture,"  is  defined  to  be  sweets 
or  made  wines  by  52  &  53  Vic,  c.  42,  s.  28,  and  a  sweets' 
licence  is  required  to  sell  such  liquor,  irrespective  of  the 
name  by  which  you  call  it.  Judging  from  your  recipe  we 
should  say  that  you  do  not  require  a  sweets'  licence.] 


102/27.  Label— We  think  the  labels  for  the  female  pills, 
red  liniment,  and  blood-purifier  have  often  been  passed  as 
"  not  liable,"  and  we  are  not  aware  of  any  change  of  practice 
in  this  respect  at  Somerset  House.  You  bad  better  write 
again  and  ask  whether,  by  reference  to  their  precedents,  they 
do  not  find  that  similar  labels  have  been  exempted.  There 
is  some  reason  for  marking  the  label  for  "  gout  and  rheu- 
matic ointment "  "  liable."  You  give  the  names  of  ailments 
as  well  as  directions  for  use,  but  similar  labels  have  been 
passed.  The  label  for  herbal  syrup  would,  we  apprehend, 
be  considered  liable  if  a  case  upon  it  were  taken  into  court. 


115/32.  M.  P.  8.  I. — Neither  the  Irish  nor  the  British 
pharmaceutical  certificate  would  be  accepted  as  evidence  for 
qualification  in  France.  It  might  be  that  with  good  influ- 
ence some  reduction  of  the  four  years'  curriculum  could  be 
obtained,  but  the  examinations  would  have  to  be  passed,  and 
in  ;the  French  language.  The  proper  person  to  apply  to 
would  be  the  Directeur  de  l'Ecole  de  Pharmacie  of  Paris  (or 
of  Nancy,  Lyon,  or  Montpelier,  as  the  case  may  be).  The 
Societe  de  Pharmacie  de  Paris  has  nothing  to  do  with 
examinations  which  are  regulated  by  the  State.  The  Ecoles 
de  Pharmacie  are  State  institutions. 


116/39.  Spero. — The  vendor  of  a  medicine  liable  to  medi- 
cine-stamp duty  must  be  licensed. 


116/30.  Arsenic. — We  believe  all  chemists'  printers  supply 
books  for  entering  the  sale  of  arsenic  drawn  up  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Arsenic  Act.  It  is  better  to  have  one  of  these, 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  poisons-book ;  but  the  latter  can 
be  used,  adding,  in  the  case  of  arsenic  sales,  the  condition 
or  occupation  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  address  of  the 
witness  if  there  be  one. 


116/30.  Cocaine. — Cocaine  and  its  salts  and  preparations, 
are,  we  think,  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act.    See  answer  to  "  Yorkshire  Bite." 


117/1.  A.  P.  asks,  Can  he  legally  sell,  separately  and  un- 
sealed, in  the  same  printed  wrappers  that  he  employs  when- 
putting  up  stamped  packets,  a  worm-powder  for  children, 
which  he  advertises  by  circular  and  otherwise  ?  And,  if 
shopkeepers  buy  these  to  retail  singly  at  2d.  each  in  stamped 
packets,  are  "  A.  P."  and  the  customer  who  breaks  bulk  within' 
the  law  1  [The  Inland  Revenue  regulation  is  that  you  may 
only  sell  single  powders  of  the  kind  mentioned  unstamped 
which  have  been  taken  from  a  duly  stamped  packet.  We  are 
not  aware  of  any  exception  to  this  regulation.  A  l\d.  stamp- 
is  the  proper  stamp  for  a  Is.  packet  of  powders,  and  yoo 
may  add  the  price  of  the  stamp  to  the  price  of  the  packet, 
charging  Is.  I^d.  for  the  whole.  The  stamp  protects  yon  as 
well  as  the  retail  shopkeeper  who  breaks  bulk  and  sells  the 
powders  singly  unstamped ;  but  he,  like  you,  must  have  a 
medicine-licence] 


56/11.  C.  B.  M. — You  have  a  perfect  right  to  describe 
yourself  as  canine  specialist  or  veterinary  druggist.  The 
vet.'s  assumption  that  "  you  must  not  treat  dogs,  or 
let  the  public  think  you  treat  them  by  way  of  signs,1'  is- 
absolutely  baseless.  See  the  report  of  the  case  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  v.  Groves,  C.  <f  D.,  June  3., 
1893,  page  751.

— Colouring  for  Cakes,  &c.,  used  by 
bakers  (it  is  said  to  be  "  very  good"),  consists  seemingly  of 
a  decoction  of  Brazil  or  red  saunders  wood  with  a  little- 
glycerine,  strengthened  with  chrysoidin  (one  of  the  aniline 
reddish-yellow  dyes). 


89/60.  IF. — Sample  of  Rat-poison,  consisting  of  "  sharps  * 
mixed  with  a  certain  active  ingredient,  does  not  seemingly 
contain  either  arsenic,  strychnine,  or  any  of  the  ordinary 
poisons.  A  similar  preparation  may  be  made  by  adding 
well-dried  plaster  of  Paris  or  sulphate  of  baryta  to  the 
"sharps"*  this  would  be  practically  harmless  for  animals 
larger  than  rats  or  mice.  The  assertion  that  the  "  remains  " 
do  not  smell  is,  we  think,  a  doubtful  one.    Some  time  since 
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it  was  noted  in  this  journal  that  pulv.  cantharidis,  mixed 
with  a  substance  such  as  sharps,  made  a  good  rat  and  mouse 
poison.
